There 
were also stories of diviners ajtcl their citations. Thus, history portrayed their 
socio-political and religious aspects of life. 

Islam appeared ai die itmc when people were accustomed to report all 
these stories and events. With the beginning of the Menage, preceded by 
portents of prophet hood, lite early life anil up-bringing of trie Prophet 
ipbuh), the Revelation and relevant events and altitudes of the Prophet s 
Companion* and enemies, the Propter* behavior uml relations with 
Muslims, disbeliever*, Christians, and Jew*, there emerged u prolific and 
broad subject -matter of information and tidings which were also circulated 
through narration. Moreover, the Quran, ihc iuuiith, and the words of 
Companions, constituted a rich record of thai new life. 

While the Qur'an was being written down, the hmltth remained a trusted 
wiies of narration. In general no one had the courage to think of writing the 
hudish as a response lo ihc Prophet's spying.

When Umar jhn 'Abdel-'Aztz ruled (from 99 to 101 AH), he spent lores 
days performing tstikh&nh prayers asking Allah whether he should wriie 
down /tif f //r;i o r not He continued until he felt Allah's approval He then 
asked Abu Bakr ibn Muhammad ibn *Umar ibn Ha*m (d. 120 AH), the rulti 
of Madlnah at that lime, to write down (he hmiith. He wmc down the 
Mrfe he Imtl memorized in a book, which was sent la the provinces. 
Vrmir ihn Ahdcl^Aziz also asked Muhammad ibn Muslim ibn Shibflb 
Az-Z«hri. llw? teacher of Malik, to write down hoiJitft. and the fatter did so in 
book form. 

Afterwards, Muslims continued to write down whatever they knew of 
the Prophet's htittiths without keeping lo a particular form of sectioning or 
classification. For msiaacc, while iomc set aside chapters on law, others 
began Jo classify httfith into chapters on the Prophet's birth until the 
Revelation, chapters on hi* Mate in Makkah + bis proclamation to the 
Ouray sh. who then persecuted him and his followers as well as information 
on wars and mat Lets trf Jihad, 

Historians began to write general hiMor\ books including Hie |j!e of the 
Prophet tpbuh), thus satisfying their religious inclination to perceive him as 
an ideal model ami guidance for Muslims, 



The first Prophetic biographers were: *Urwah ihn az-Zubayr ibn 
AKAww&m fd, 92 AH), Abftn ihn 'Ifmrnan id. 105 AH), Wahb ibn 
Munabbah {± MO AH) t Sluuftabtl ibn Sa^d (d 123 AH). Ibn Shihab 
m&M Id- J 24 AH), and 'Abdullah ibn AbT Bakr ibn &*m (d. 135 AHl 

All their hooks perished with the exception of some parts which were 
scattered throughout main references on history like AtXDtharf's book of 
history. Only a piece of Warm ibn Munabbah's hook is currently stored in 
HeideJburg in Germany.

He wroic in the 
early Abbasid period, Et was said lhat [hn hbau. vi^Li^l Al-Man^r in 
Baghdad along with his soft. AI-MalmT Al-Mansur said to him. "Do you 
know who this man is. Ihn khW The Ishjiq replied, "Yes. he is your son. 
Commander of the Believers." He said, ,f Go. and write a hook for him on 
ihc creation of Allah we Adam up to litis day/* Ibn kbiq did as he was 
told. Then Ai-MansUr said to him. You have made it w> big thn Lshfiq. go 
and sumrnariitc it". He did and the book was shelved in the (reasorv of the 
Commander of the Believers.

When the fire 
approached them, ihcy tried to avoid it out of fear. The attend mg people 
blamed iticm and told them to he patient They held patience then the fire 
ate up the idols and things I hut I hey hud sacrificed for them, as well as men 
from i he people of Himyar who were carrying them. The two rabbis with 
their books, appeared perspiring but the fire did not harm them. Since then 
the people of JJimyar converted to (the rabbis') religion, and that was the 
beginning of Judaism in Yemen, 

When his son Hassan ibn Tubfin As* ad became king, lie urged the 
Yemenis to conquer ihe hinds of both ihe Arabs and noo- Arabs When Lhey 
reached ihe land of Bahrain, the Yemeni people did not want to continue btit 
desired to return to their country. They resorted to Hassan's brother, ^mr. 
who was among them, urging him to kill his broiber < Hassan) and take over 
the rule and re mm with them to Yemen. All agreed with the idea except for 
Dhti Ru ayn al-Himyari who fortiadc tiim from Dial, but he did not respond 
to him. Dhu Ru'ayn wrote on a parchment \mi Ana would be deprived of 
sleep because of his betray, then he sealed the paper and gave it to "Amr. 
Afterwords, "Amr killed Hassan and returned to Yemen with his army. 

In Yemen 4 Amr was deprived of sleep and became overwhelmed by 
insomnia. He asked doctors, diviners, and seers, and one of them said to 
him, " By Allah no one tyrannically killed his brother or any of his blood 
relatives like you did but was deprived of s!eep and overwhelmed by 
insomnia." When he heard that, he killed every person who had inched him 
to kill his brother Hassan. uniU it came to Dhu Ru ayn.

Behind Abrahah stood a lad called 'Aiwadah ro 
support his back. Aryai threw ihe bayonet aiming at ttie top of Abrahah's 
head but jt fell on his forehead slitting his eyebrow, eye, nose, and lip. Thai 
is why he was dubbed Abrahah ai-Ashram (Abrahah the Slit). 'Atwadah 
ii Hacked Aivai from the back and killed him. Aryan's soldiers joined 
Abrahams* and so an Abyssinian unification emerged in Yemen. 

The Story of the Companions of the Elephant 

Abrahah built a church called Al-Quliyas in Saif a' that had no 
equivalent in Us time oil earth. He sent to The Negus*: "1 have built for you. 
O king, a church an equivalent of which has never been built for any king 
before you. 1 will do my best to make ihe Arabs perform pilgrimage "to it." 
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When the Arabs knew about Abruhah's letter 10 the Negus, one of line 
calendar imcrcaJaiors^' gw angry. He went to AMJuTlyas. urinated there 
and returned home* Bemp inlormed abuui this event. Abrahah asked. "Who 
did it" He was answered, He is an Arab of those of the House (die Ka" bah) 
to which peopJe perform pilgrimage, Whva he heard about, your saying f 
will make ibe Arabs perform grim ace to it he was infuriated and urinated 
in it to show that this place was not eligible for pilgrimage." 

Abfahuh was enraged and swore to march and demolish the House. 
After equipping and deploying the Aby ski ni sins, he marched with soldiers 
having elephants pointing towards the House, The Arabs heard about thb 
and were terrified hut insisted on fighting the approaching army. 

A Yemeni notable ealied Dhu Nafr instigated his people and other Arabs 
to fight against and restrain Abiahah from his attack and plan to demolish 
the Inviolable House. However, when they fought Abrubuh. they were 
defeated and Dhu Nafr was taken captive. 

Purging his laruct. Ahrahah reached the land of KhauYom but was 
resisted by Nufayt ibn HabTb nl-Khath*arcn who led the Arab tribes. Again 
Abrahah vanquished him and took him captive. Afterwards he released him 
and used him us a guide Passing by Taif. Mas'ud ibn Mu aKib jimonj 
others I mm Thnqif said to Abrahah; "O king, we are your slaves, obedient 
to you, havmg no disagreement wilh you. This house - they meant AU.at 
fan idol 1 - is not what you are seeking, you want the House in Mnkkah. We 
will send wilh you someone to guide you." They sent Abu Rig ha J as a guide 
who accompanied him to Mughammas (a place near Makkahj where Abu 
Righnl died and was buried. Abrahuh sent an Abyssinian called Al-Aswad 
ibn Mnfjitid by horse in Makkah. He robbed the Quraysh and other tribes 
including two hundred camels belonging to " AbduWvluplib, who was then 
master of the Qttfaysh. Quraysh, Kinanah and Hudhayl and ail who were in 
and around the Inviolable House wanted to fight him but they realized they 
would not be able to. 

Abrahah sent Huntiah al-Himyurt to ' Abdul -Muiialib. with a message 
saying ihat Ik did not want war with the people of Makkah. He only wanted

Abdul-Muttalib Vows 
to Slaughter a Son of his 

The Quraysh's initial attitude towards die digging of Zamzam made 
Abdul Mixta! ib ibn Hasliim, make a vow, ihtii if Allah would bless him with 
ten stlBS whirl would grow to manhood, he would sacrifice one of them 10 
Him at (he Ka bah. When his sans became ten and reached mammy, he 
gathered them to inform them about his vow, calling them to fulfil his oath. 
They accepted. He said, "Everyone of you will take a wooden arrow, write 
his name on it. and then con* to me." They did and went lo him. He took 
them iu Hubal ian idol) located on a well at the Ka hah. Everything that was 
devoted to the Kit* bah was fat lie red in that well. 

At Bubal (here were seven wooden arrows, and each one or them 
contained a message, (For instance], an arrow was made Foi "blood-money , 
whenever they disputed on whom to take it. they would east the seven 
arrows: if the arrow carrying the word bit Hid- money came out for a certain 
pej-son. he would have to pay. An arrow, on which "yes" is written and 
another with "no" for a matter on which the lot had been summoned. On 
another was "of you" . anoihcr muispq (not a tribe member), another "other 
Lhari you' and the last carried the word " water". 

Whenever they wanted to dig for water, they made the divination 
including this arrow, and uiey applied the outcome. On circumcising a boy; 
aiTunaing for a mnniagc, burying u corpse, or doubting the lineage of a 
person, they went to Hubai to give the man responsible for casting lots, a 
hundred dirtmms and a slaughtered cameL Then they would approach the 
one whom they were concerned with saying. M 0 our god, this -so and so. the 
son of so and so, and wc want for htm so and so; show us what is right to do 
for him." They would then say to the man responsible Tor the arrows, 
"Cast", U I he arrow bearing "of you" came forth, then he was of a pure 
descent of their tribe: if it was ihe arrow of "other than you" then he was an 
ally. Whereas if the answer was mulstuf he was considered neither a blood 



rchuive nor B ally. When "yes" came forth in oihcr issues. ihev acted 
accordingly; and if it was "Ha" they delayed the subject for a year until it 
would be raised again. Thus, they udmimstercd their affairs according to the 
judgement of the arrows. 

'Abdul-Muitalib asked the man responsible for the arrows to cast lots for 
his sons, using [he arrows which bore their names, telling him about the 
vow. His sons gave the man the arrows, Abdullah (at that time) was the 
youngest and most favored son of Abdul-MuUjilib. so he thought thai if the 
arrow missed, he would be spared. When the man began shuffling the 
arrows, 'Abdul-MujjalEh stood at Huhyl supplicating to Allah. Then the man 
shuffled the arrows. 'Abdullah's name came forth. Ahdul-Mufialib look his 
son by the hand and <r razor to sacrifice him at Isaf and Na'ilah t idols). 
However, rtw men of the Qiuaysh left their assemblies to ask him what he 
was going to do. He told them thai fie would slaughter him. The Quraysh 
and his sons dissuaded him by saying "By Atlah ynu will never slaughter 
lum unless there is an established excuse, Tf you do it. every man will go 
and slaughter his son. and what will become of people then?" Then 
Al-Mughfrah ihn 'Abdullah ibn t'mar ihn Makh/um, who was of the 
maternal cousins, said. "By Allah you will never slaughter him unless mere 
b ;irr L'sTifhJisjK-fJ e\cu^ j ll his ransom he ol our wealth we will fKiy. The 
Quraysh and his sons advised him to go to Hijaz where there was a 
she-diviner who had a familiar spirit, so he would ask her. having freedom 
of action: if she told him to slaughter, he would do so + wliilc if she ordered 
him with a matter, which would be good for him as well as for his son. he 
would readily accept si. 

They wrru to MaJinah and heard thm she was in Khaybar. Then they 
rode on tin til they reached her When Ahdul-MuitaJih explained to her his 
story about t he vow*, she asked the in to leave her until ihc spirit visited her 
as she would consult with him. Leaving her. ! Abdut-Muilalih supplicated to 
Allah. The next day she said, "The answer has come to me. How much is 
The blond-money among youT They said. "Ten camels." She told them m 
go back to their country, offer the young man and ten camels as sacrifice, 
and then cast the lots for diem and for him. If the mini's arrow were to come 
out. they would add ten more camels, until their god is satisfied- However. 



if she camels atmw were u> come ow. they w«mld k sluu^uered instead of 
" Abdullah. Un iheir god would he satisfied :tnd their man would he reseued. 

Returning to Makkah* they agreed to do as they had been advitted. 
'AWul-Muiialth was conlinuutly supplieating to Allah- They brought 
Abdullah and tun camels, while 'Abdui-MulMJib stood by Hubal praying in 
Allah. Then they east lots und Lhc * Abdullah's arrow came forth. They added 
ten inure camels, becoming lwemy. They cast lots again and n^Ltin, and each 
time Abdullah's arrow eante out. 'Abdul-Muuallb supplicated to Allah, and 
they added ten camels until they reached a hundred. Only then did the lots 
fall against the camels. The Quraysh and those attending said. "At last your 
god is. satisfied, \Ahdul-Muiia1m. 1 ' It was said that ' Abdul -Muualib said, 
"No by Allah, not until 1 cast lots three limes for them." They did and each 
time the arrow fell against the camels, which were slaughtered, and left 
there, and no human was prevented to eat_

The Prophet (pbun) wa< bom on Monday 1 2th Rab)*ul-Awwul m the 
Year of the Elephant. Qays ihn Mafcbrnmah said, \ and The Prophet ipbuh> 
were bom in the Year of the Elephant." Hassan ihn Thfibit said, "By Allah, I 
wus a well-grown buy of sev«:n or eight, understanding all Unit I heiiid. 
when I heard n Jew ye fling out raiding his voice as much as he could from 
Ihu lop of a furl in Yatlirib, M G Jews'" until they all gathered and said, "Woe 
to you, what has happened?" lie replied Tonight lias shmed a sttar with 
which Ahmad is to foe bom." 

When the Prophet's fJS&tb'ci delivered him, she sent to his grandfather, 
' Abdul-Muiiahb. 10 inform him about ihe birth of a boy. asking him to come 
and look at him. After seeing him. she mid him ahem* what she had ran 
when she was pregnant with him. what was sajd co her and what she was 
asked to name him. It is alleged thai 'Ahdul-Muualib took him to the 
Ka hah where he prayed and praised Allah thanking Him for His gift Then 
he brought him out and gave him to his mother, searching for wet nurses for 
him. A woman from Banu Sad ibn Bakr called Haiimah daughter of Abu 
Dltu'ayb, was chosen as a wet nurse. 




Ha! Small muraied that she left her dwelling with her husband and a 
suckling son, accompanying some women of her dun. in quest of other 
babies to suckle: 

it was a year of famine and drought and we were destitute. I rode my 
greenish she-donkey. There was with us an old shc^amci which did not 
yield even ft drop of mifk. We could not have a wink of sleep the whole 
night because of the weeping of my hungry baby. There was not enough 
milk in fny breasts, nor could the she-camel feed him. We constantly Imped 
for rain and immediate relief. Riding my she -don key it lagged behind 
because of its weakness and malnutrition, so that it was a hardship for olhcr 
riders. When we reached Makkah, we looked for children to stickle, and Hie 
Messenger of Alton was offered to each woman of us who refused him 



saying thai he was an orphan. Thai was because we hoped for a good reward 
from the child's father. We said. "An orphan! and what can hi* mother and 
grandfather do?' We disdained because of ih&L Every woman who came 
with me got a suckling child except inc. Before departure. I said to my 
hushund. By Allah. I hate to return among my friends without a suckling 
baby; I will go and lake that orphan; He said. 'No harm on you il you did; 
perhaps Allah will bless us i! trough this orphan/ So I weni and took him 
because there was no other alternative hut to lake hirn. On my wiiy buck, as 
soon as I put him hi my lap. my breasts overflowed with milk, which he 
drank 10 his heart's content, and so did his foster brother. Then both of them 
slept- while before this we could noi sleep because of my son's crying- My 
has hand went to the old she -cat tie 1 to milk it; to his surprise its udders were 
full; he milked it and we drank of its milk until we were completely 
satisfied, and we spent a good night, In the morning my husband said, 'Do 
you know Haltmah mat you have taken a blessed child?' 1 said, By Allah. I 
hope so,* 

I carried him with me. as wt! rode buck on my she-duakey, and it went ai 
sueh a speed that other donkeys could not catch up to iu so that my fellow 
travelers said to me. 'Woe daughter of Abu Dhu'ayb! Sti>p and wait for us. ts 
Lhifi not the she-donkey on which you had come with? "Sure il is." I said. 

h. there is something unusual/ Then we reached our 




Having him with us, my Hock yielded milk abundantly. We milked them 
and drank at the time when no one could have a drop of milk, nor find 
anything In iheir animals' udders. People around us were saying in their 
shepherds. Woe to you! Let your sheep graze where the daughter of Abu 
Dhu'nyh's shepherd goes/ Still, thetr (locks relumed hungry without even a 
drop of milk, while mine had nit Ik in abundance. We continued to recognize 
that this grace was from Allah, until two years had passed, when I weaned 
him. He was growing up more than any other child did, so by me time he 
was two he was a strong child. We took him back to Ins mother, though we 
were keen to keep him with us because of the blessing and fortune which he 
brnughl us. I said to her. *Woukf you leave my little hoy with me until he 
becomes bigger, for 1 am afraid of the epidemic of Makfcah which might 
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AJLih, aficf few months of cur return, he and his* brother wea* with 
our Iambs behind our dwellings when his brother eamc running to us. Two 
men in white have sei/ed my QtimysJii brother and thrown him down and 
ripped opened his ches-L, and arc moving it up." Wc ran awards him and 
lound htm standing up with a pale lace. Wc embraced him, inking him what 
had happed. He said. Two men in white garments came, laid mc down 
and ripped open my chesi. looking for something which I do not know/ So 
we tonk him buck to our teau 

His (foster) father .said to me, lialfmah, 1 am airaid that this child has 
had a stroke, so wc should return him to hi* lumily before anything appears 
on him.' Thus wc earned him to his mother who wondered, "Why did you 
bring him while you were insisting to let him stay with you?" I said to her, 
All all has let my son grow to this age and I have done my duly. I am afraid 
that any harm wilt befall him. so I have brought htm hack to you as you 
wished.' Shu full that this was not ihe matter and she insisted to know the 
iruih Limit E told her what had happened. She said, 'Dn you fear a dun inn 
possesses him?! replied that t did- She said that demon had no control over 
her son who had a great future before him. Then she told how wlien she was 
pregnant with him a tight went out from her which reached the easties of 
Busra in Syria, and that she had bom him with the least difficulty 
imaginable. When she delivered him he put his hands on the ground raising 
his head towards the heavens. Leave him then and go in peace/ said she."

Under the Custody of his Grandfather 

The Prophet (pbith! lived with his mother Amimih the daughter of Wahb 
and his grandfather Abdul- Mutjalib in Allah's care and guardianship, 
growing like a good plant, as Allah had honored him. When he was six 
years old his mother Am in ah tiled at Abwu\ a place between Makkah and 
Madinah. when she look him to vjsit his maternal uncles of Banu 'Adiyy ibn 
an-Napn She died on her return to Makkah. Thus the Prophet (phuh) was 
feftto his grandfather, who had a bed in the shade of the Ka'bah. His sons 
sat anmnd the bed, mil none of them sal op it. out of respect for him. The 
Prophet j phuh j, being still a young boy would sit on it and his uncles would 
drtvc him away. When AbduUMuualib saw this he said. 'Let my son alone, 
for by Allah he has u great future. w Then he would make him sit beside him 
on his bed and would wipe Ins buck with his hand It used lo please him to 
46* what he did When (he Prophet tpbuhl was eight years old, his 
grandfallier died. Thai was eight years after the Year of the Elephant. 

Under the Custody of his Uncle 

After the death of ' Abdul- MuuaJib, the Prophet (pbuh> lived with his 
Uncle Abu Tahb. Thsre was a man of Lihb who Wiks a seer arid whenever he 
earm: in Makkah. the Qurayshi men brought their boys for him lo look at 
and to tell I heir fortunes, Abu TSlib also broughi [he Propliet ipbuh) who 
was sLiiJI at ihal lime a boy. The seer looked at him and then he became 



preoccupied with something. When he finished he said, "Bring me thai 
hoy." When Abu T«Uib saw his enthusiasm he concealed him and rhc sccr 
hegan to suv. "Woe to you. bring roc the boy J have just seen, for by Allah 
he has a great future." 

The Story of BahirA 

Abu Tiil ib was going by caravan to Syria as a irader. While preparing for 
his departure, the Messenger of Allah attached himself closely to his uncle, 
so that he compassionately decided to take him along, saying "By AJteh I 
will lake him with roe and we will never separate J' Reaching Busra >n Syria, 
there was a monk called Bahira staying in a hermitage. He was well versed 
in Christianity. It was alleged thai this monk hud always lived in thai 
hermit ace where he gained his knowledge from a book handed down from 
generation to generation That year when they settled near Batfra it was. 
unlike previous years, when he never spoke to them nor even noticed them, 
he made a great feast for them. This was because, as it was alleged, he hud 
seen something while in hi. hermitage. They said that while he was in hi* 
brnrniagt- he recognized the Prophet of Allah in she caravan when ihey were 
approaching, with a cloud overshadowing him among the people, Then they 
came and sat in the shadow of a tree near the monk. He found the cloud 
overshadowing the tree, and its luiiiu h^ were bending and drooping over 
the Prophet (pbuhi until he was in the shadow under it- When Bajjint saw 
that, he left his hermitage. He sent to them saying. "1 have prepared RkhJ for 
you, f) men of Quruysh and 1 would like you all to come, both the old and 
the young, bondmen and freemen,'' One of them said, "By Allah. BahTnl- 
Something unusual has happened to you today, you have never treated Us 
like that before, as we have often passed by you What lias occurred to you 
today .'" He replied, M You arc right in what you say. but you are guests and 1 
wish to be generous to you by offering food thai you all may cat" Thus, 
tbev grouped together, and wen: to him, leaving the Prophet tpbuhl. their 
youngest, behind with the baggage under the tree. Looking at the people. 
R.diira iiid not see i he sign which he knew about, so he said, O people of 
Quraysh do not let any of you mil attend my feast " They told him that 
everyone had come except for a boy, who was the youngest of litem, *o they 
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kepi him with their baggage. Here he said, Invite him to join you in this 
meal." Among ihcm a Qurayshi said, "By Al-Lar and AKUz^S, we art to 
blame for leaving Itic sun uf Abdullah ibn * Abdul- MuttaJib/

"Ask me whatever 
ymi like. " So he began to ask him about his sleep, appearance, and affairs in 
general. The Prophet's tpbuhj answers, coincided with what Tlahini knew of 
Ins description, Then he looked as his back and found the seal of 
prophet hood between his shoulders in the very place described in his book. 
Afterwards he went to his uncle Abu Talib asking. "What is the relationship 
between you and this hoy?" He said, lie is my son/' Bahjra said, " No. he is 
hoi your son. The faiher of ibis boy should not he alive," "He is my brother s 
son," he said. When he asked where his father was, he told him thai he die J. 
when his mother had been prcimaiil with him, 'Thai is true," said Bahira, 
"Go back wiih your brother's son to his country and protect hint cautiously 
against the Jews. for. by Allah, if they knew about him what 1 know, they 
will contrive evil against him. Great things are in store for your nephew, so 
promptly take him bomc. u

She used to hire meti 
to eniry out her trade based on profit-sharing* as the Qumysh were a people 
of commerce, When she heard abow the Prophet's tmthlulncss, honesty, and 
honorable behavior, she sent for him proposing " *ka- thru he would carry 
out bet trade in Syria, while she would pay him more than any other she hud 
paid before. He was to be accompanied by a lad of hers called Muysarah. 
The Messenger of Allah accepted the deal, and the (wo went out until they 
reached Syria. 

The Prophei (pbuh) sal under the shade of a tree near u monk's cell. The 
monk went to Muysurah. asking "Who is that mm under the tree.*" Maysaruh 
answered. "He is of the Quraysh, from the people oi the Karam." The monk 
said, "None hut a Prophet ever m under thN treeP 

Then the Prophet ipburn. after selling the goods and buying whatever he 
wanted to buy, started the journey back to Makkuh. At the height of noon 
when ihc heat was intense, os he rode his camel, Maysarah saw two angles 
shading (he Prophet tphuhi from the suns beam, fn Makkah he gave 
Khadijah her property which she afterwards sold with double its value or 
thereabouts. 

Mnysardh told her about the words of the monk and how the two angles 
shaded him. Khudfjuli was. a decisive, intelligent, and noble woman 
possessing the bounties with which Allah willed 10 honor her. Once 
Maysarah loid her these things, she scnl lo the Prophet (pbuh) as she said, 
"O cousin 1 Hke you because of your jeiuikm^hip and your high reputation 
among your people, honesty, good manners, and truthfulness" Then she 
proposed marriage* Khadijah was I hen the most honorable, richest woman 
and oi the best family backgrounds in the Qwraysh. AH her people were 
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keen ui marry her IT it were possible. The Prophet (pbuh) told his ancles 
iibnu! Ktiadjjah's proposal, and his oncJe Hamzah wem with him U> 
Khuwaylid ibn Asad for proposal and he manied her." 'She was the mother 
ol all Liu- Prophet's children except Ibrahim. The*.* children are Ai-Qasim. 
which was pari of a surname by which the Prophet was called. * Abdullah 1 : \ 
Zayn;ib. Kuqavyah. Vmm Kutthum. and Fiiimah, peace be upon them all. 

Al-Qasim and ^Abdullah died in the pre-lslam time, while (he Prophet's 
rtniighie^ embraced Islam and migrated with him LO Madinah.

While people were anxious about demolishing the temple, and retreated 
in awe, AJ-W\iI!d ibnul-Mityhirah said, "I will Mart the demotion " Me wok 
a mattock, and went up to it saying *0 Allah, we have not disbelieved fa. 
your religion). O Allah, we only want to do good," Then he destroyed the 
part between the Iwo corners. That night people were watching out, >aying. 
"We wdl wait and see; if he is injured we will not demolish any of it and 
will keep it as it was; but if nothing happens to him ihen Allah is satisfied 
with what we are doing and we will destroy it" In the morning AJ-W,iJ*d 
was working and ihe people with him. When they reuched the foundinion of 
Ibrahim (pbuhi. ihcy found e/een smites li ke camel's humps joined together. 

The Qurayshi tribes kept on fathering stones lor (he building, each tribe 
on lis own. The building was erected up to the Bhtek Stone, where 
disagreement* emerged: each tribe w;mted to lift it alone to itv place, until 
they made alliances, and prepared to light. 

A narrator said that Abu Umayvah ibnul-M light rah. then the el dot of 
the Quraysh. said, "O Quraysh, Jet the firm man to enter the gale of ibis 
mosque arbitrate in your dispute-" They agreed.

Christian monks, ami Arab tijvincri had discussed the 
subject of the Messenger of Allah jpbuh) before his advent when his time 
was coming closer. The rabbis and monks knew about him ftom their 
I'rophcis and what had been written in their Scriptures describing him, The 
Arab diviners knew about him from Satarts reporting what they hud secret.] v 
overheard when they were mil hindered from hearing by being thrown with 
slurs. Diviners, male and female, eon tinned to raise some of these issues 
which I he A rubs weir not attentive to, until Allah sent him. then the things 
which tliey had mchlinned occurred and they recognized them. When the 
f^ophet'f, corning was getting nearer und his mission was about tu be§.in, 
Saiuns were prevented to listen and they couW not occupy the seats in which 
they used (0 sit lo overhear the heavenly tidings, is they were hurled with 
stars. The jinn knew that ii was a Divine occurrence from Allah's rale over 
penple. 

The Description of the Prophet (pbuh) 

Ibn Hisham said that the description of the Prophet fpbuh* as memitincii 
hy " 1/mai the mmvit* of Ghufrah on the authority of Ibrahim i1>n Muhammad 
ibn Ali ibn AM Tillib who said. '"When "Alt ibn A hi Talib described (he 
Messenger of Allah (pbuh>. he said, r He was of a height not very lull, nor 
very short, but average among people. His hair was nor as over curly nor 
lank, but it was (moderately 1 curly and combed. He was not corpulent nor 



did he have n rounded, >muil face I le had a white, reddish complexion. Hi* 
C ycs were hlack. He hud long eyelashes and muscular joints, and the pan 
between his .shoulders was also muscular. The line of hair helween his neck 
and chest was dun and fine His palm* and reel were strong lie used to 
walk (irmly and staiighily. and he used to lum around altogether with his 
whole body. Between his shoulders there was the sea! of prophethood; and, 
he (pbuh) is the seal of alt Prophets. He was of all mankind the mm 
generous, most courageous, most truthful, most faithful, the best to live 
with, and the juosl hospitable to accompany. Whoever saw him for the first 
lime venerated him, und whoever mixed with him loved him.' Then his 
describor said. "1 have never seen hefore him or after Mm anyone who 
revetnbJed him, peace he upon hint.'

The Mission 



When Muhammad, the Prophei of Allah, (pbuh) became forty years old 
Allah sent him as a mercy lo the worlds and bearer of good tidings to 
mankind. Allah had made a compact with every Prophet, whom He had sent 
before him that he should believe in Kirn, verify Him and vindicate Him 
again si whoever disagreed with Him. lie required of them that they should 
convey this to everyone who believed in them, and they all carried oui their 
commitment in this regard. 

According to 'A'lshafl (may Aliali l>e pleased with her). "When Allah 
wanted to honor Muhammad tpbuh) and have mercy on His servants 
through him, the first sign of prophedroud Lo the Pruphut tpbuhi was true 
visions. Whenever he saw a vision while sleeping ft lamed lo be strikingly 
true, like the brightness of daybreak. And Allah made him love solitude so 
that he hJied nothing more than lo be alone," 

» Abdul-Malik m Wtfiffiffi reported thai the Prophet ipbuh), at the 
time when Allah wanted to bestow His grace upon him and begin (the ball- 
ot') propheihood, would he,id out tor his purpose and go as for as the 
mountain passes of Makkah and the beds of its valleys where no house was 
seen. There was not a stone nor a tree thai he passed by. but would say, 
"Peace be upon you, O Messenger of Atlnh"\ The Prophet (pbuhj would 
tum to his right, left and behind him and would find no more than trees and 
stones. Thus he kepi on seeing and hearing such things so long as Allah 
wilted. Then Jihrit (peace be upon him) came lo fum with Allah's grace 
while he was in £lW 1 in month of Ramadan. 

According to 'Ubayd ibn HJmayr, ihe Prophet of AJIah (pbuJO used to 
stay in privacy in ilira' every year Cor a month to practice mtmmtth 
(worship and devotion away from iddlsK a religious vtaic known in Quraysh 
in the pre-lslamic period. Every year during that month the Prophet (pbuhj 
would worship in privacy and give food in the indigent who came to hirm

Al the end of the month, the lirst m$ he u*cd to do before reluming home 
was to go to [he Ka bah and circumambulate s<?vt?n time> or lis on en a% 
Allah wished: then he would rciuro lo his house. In the month of Ramadan, 
in which Allah willed to hoaor him with the Mission, the Prophet (phuh) 
went toiUra' as was usual to him, and his famijy was with him. When it was 
ihc night on which AHah honored him with His Message, Jibril came to him 
with the command of Allah. The Prophet \ pbuh) said. 

"Jibril r(tmv to tne white t wax asleep m a coverlet of brocade whereon 
m Mnnething M, and said, »tt t do nat read*' Mr took 

me and squeezed me so vehemently that I tiumght ii was death: thtfft he 
let me go and said Read!' f stud, 7 do nor reatt * He took me and 
squeezed me w vehemently thai I thought it was death; [hen he let me ga 
ami mid.

While there, Waraqah met him and 
said, **0 my brother *; wn, tell mc whai you have seen and heard." After 
telling him,* he sajd to the Prophet ipbuhj. "Surely, by Him in Whose Hand 
in WaniLjuh's soul, yHJ are the Pt«plld Qj| lin-, WtflOfl The:-.- ha*- -u'e E$ 
greatest MfimOj. who came to MGs3. Surely, yon will be called a liar, you 
wilt be hurt, driven out. and fought!

The first male to beficve in the Messenger of Allah <pbub} + offer prayers 
with him. and to verify in his divine messuge was 'All ibn AbT TiHib. who 
was then ten years old. It was Allah's favor and gRkCC on 'All thai the 
Quraysh was exposed to a severe crisis. Seeing that Ahu Ialib had many 
children, the Prophet (pbufl) told his uncle, Al- v Abba* f who was one of the 
richest of Banu Hashing "O b Abbas, your brother Abu Ialib has many 
children and as you see crisis prevails, so lei us go together and (offer to) 
alleviate the burden of Ins children so each of us takes one of his sons." 
Al*' Abbas agreed They went to Abu la" lib telling him thai they wanted to 
lessen (he responsibility of his children until the end of the crisis. AM Ialib 
said. "Do what you like so long as you leave me ' Aqth" So the Prophet took 
AU and Al-' Abbas took J a" far. ^Ali remained with the Messenger fphuh) 
mini Allah sent him forth as a Prophet. l AJi followed him. believed him. and 
verified his truth. 

Some scholars mentioned that when the lime of prayers cume the 
Prophet (pbuh> used to go out to the mountain passes of Makkah 
accompanied by 'Alt, who went disguised from his father* uncles, and the 
rest of his people, There ihey used to offer prayer until nightfall. This 
continued until one day Aba Ialib caitte upon them white ihey were 
offering prayer- and said to the Prophet (pbuhj, "0 my brother's son. what is 
this religion which I see you following?" He answered. "O uncle, this is the 



religion of Allah, His angels, and His Messengers, and the religion of our 
tittJici Ibrahim. Allah ha* sent me us a Messenger to triis) servant, and you. 
my uncle, most deserve thai F should advise you and cull you to guidance, 
and you are the mo*t worthy to respond to me and help me. 1 ' His uncle 
replied. "I cannm forsake the religion of my ancestors which they followed, 
but by Allah you shall never meet with anything to afflict yon so long as 1 
five.

Afterwards, Zayd ibn Ijariihah ion ShurahbTl ibn Ka o ihn "Abdd-Uzza 
became a Muslim. Hakim ihn Hi/im ibn Khuwaylid came fmm Syria with 
slaves among which was Zayd ibn Harilhuh. His paternal aunt, Kb ad i j ah 
who was then wife of the Prophet (pbuh) visited him. Fie asked her to 
choose any ihe slaves, so she chose Zayd When the Piophel ipbuh) saw 
him. he asked her !o dedicate Zayd to him. She did so and he freed him and 
then adopted him. That was before the re vet at ion, Then Aha Bakr ibn Ahi 
QuWah whose name was " AtTq embraced Islam, Abu QuftaTahs name was 
k Uthman, When he became a Muslim, he declared his [slam openly and 
called other* to Allah and lo His Messenger. He was a sociable, easy and 
well-liked man among his people. He knew more about the good and bad of 
Quraysli than anyone else, l ie was a merchant of high morals and kindness. 
His people used to go lo him seeking his advice in many mattery because of 
his wide knowledge, his experience in commerce, and his sociable nature. 
He began Lo call to Allah and to Islam, all whoever lie had confidence in, of 
those who used to come to him and sit wiih him. 

Those who accepted Islam through Abu Bakr were: 'Ulhnian ibn "Affikn, 
Az-Zubayr ibnul^Awwam, Abdur- Rahman ihn "Awf, Sa'd ibn Abl 
Wiiqqa^ and Talfriih ibn T-baydillih.

The Prophet's Public Preaching 
and the Reaction to it 

People embraced Islam in large groups of both men and women muil 
talk about Islam prevaited in Matkah. Then AM ah commanded His 
Messenger to publicize what he had received and to call people to Allah's 
commands. After three years of secret preaching, Allah commanded him to 
declare the religion. Allah the Almighty says.

When Ihe Prophet's Companions wanted 10 offer prayers, they used to go 
to ihe mountain passes of Makkab so as to concc.il iheu prayers from their 
people. One day while Sa^d ibn Abt Waqqfcs was. offering prayer among a 
group of Ira- Prophet's (pbuh) Companions m the mountain passes, a band of 
the polyihclsls tame upon them, rudeW interrupting them, mocking at them 
for their prayers until it curne m blows. Sa d smote a polythejst with a 
jawbone of a tamel and hun him. Tins w;is the first bloodshed in Islam. 

When the Prophet (pbuh) explicitly professed Istam as Allah had 
commanded him, his people did not forsake or turn against him until he 
criticized their gods and idols. When he did. they gathered in denial, 
considering him an enemy, all except a despised minority whom Allah the 
Almighty had protected by Islam. The Prophet's uncle, Abfi lalib was kind 
to him and supported him* 

When the Quraysh discovered that he would not give up, yet he 
withdrew from them and scorned tbdr idols, as well us the fact that his 
uncle supported him and would noi let them reach him. some of their nobles 
went to Abu Talib nnd said. " O Abu lalib. your nephew has insulted our 
gods, scorned our religion, demeaned our life style nnd ace used our 
ancestors of misguidance; either you must stop him or you must let us get 
him, for you yourself are in the same position as we are in opposition to him 
and we will rid you of hiiii/' He gave them a polite reply and a soft answer 
so they left him. 

The Propheupbuh) continued on his way. preaching Allah's religion and 
calling men hitherto. As a result, his relations with the Quraysh were getting 
worse arid men withdraw in hostility. They were preoccupied with his affair, 
stirring up one another against him. Then they spoke to Abo lalib for a 
second Ume and said. "O Abu laJib, you have a high and noble position 
among us, and we have requested you to cease your nephew's acts hut you

have not done so. By Allah, we can inn hear ihat tmr forefathers he rev i Jed, 
our customs mocked and our gods insuhed. Until you rid us of him we will 
Light both of you umil one side perishes". 

Abu lahb sent for Ihe Prophet (pt>uhj and said. rt O nephew, your people 
have said so and *o. Spare me and yourself. Do not make me endure more 
than f can*, The Prophet (pbuh) thought that his uncle had changed his mind 
and would abandon him. and had become short of supporting him. He 
answered, "O my uncle, by Allah, if they put the sun in my right hand and 
the moon in my left on condition that I abandon (his matter (i.e. Islam), until 
Allah has made it triumphant, or I perish therein. I would not abandon 
I hen the Pn^hei ifiouhj wepi -sfnod \iy V he turned :twa> his uncle 
called him and said, "Come hack, my nephew; and when he came back, he 
said. "Go and say wliutcvcr you like, for by Allan i will nevci give you up 

When the Quraysh perceived that Abu Talib had refused lo give the 
Prophet tpbuh i 10 them, and that he was determined to part company with 
them, they went to him with Imuran ibnul Walid and said, - 0 Abu ISlib, 
this is Iinarah. the mightiest and mosi handsome young man among the 
Quraysh, so take him and you will have the benefit of his intelligence and 
support; adopt htm as a son and give us your nephew, who has gone against 
your religion and ihe religion of your ancestors, disjoined the unity of your 
people, ridiculed our life style, so that we may kill him. This will be man for 
man." He replied. 'By Allah, this is an evil bargain, would you give mc 
your son to Teed him for you, and I give you my son in return to kill turn? 
By Allah, this shall never be Al-Mut'im ibn Adiyy said. "Your people 
have been lair with you. taking pains to abstain from what you dislike. I sec 
that you do not want to accept anything from diem." Abu J3lih said, "By 
Allah, they have not treated me with justice, you have approved of betraying 
me and helping the people against me, so do whatever you lifce." So 
conditions deteno rated, ihe fig hung became fiery and people were split up. 
and clearly displayed their enmity to their opponents. 

Then the Quray^h incited people against live Companions of the Prophet 
(pbuh J who had become Muslims. Every tribe fell upon the Muslims among 
them, beating them and enticing them from their religion. Allah protected 
His Messenger from ihe in through his uncle who. when he saw what the 




Qjtaysh wore dojng to Band Hashim and Banu At-Muttalib. he invited I hem 
to stand with him in prelecting the Prophet <pbuh>. They agreed to do so. 
except AbO Lahab, the accursed enemy of Allah. 

The Words of Al Walid ibnul Mughirah 



When the season of pilgrimage was due a number of the Quraysh went 
to Al -Wal id ibnul- Mughirah, who was a man of some standing among them. 
He addressed them saving: *<Q Quraysh, here is the season of pilgrimage and 
deputations of the Arabs will come to you and they will have heard about 
tins fellow of yours, so agree Upon a unanimous resolution IbyL could enjoy 
die approval of them all without dispute, so thai none wih belie the other."

When the Quruysh became disturbed by the troubles triggering enmity 
between mem and the Prophet (phuhr and the Muslims, they inetied against 
turn foolish men who called him a ltar T hurt him, and accused him of being a 
poet, sorcerer, a dtvincr. and of being possessed. However, the Prophet 
i pbuh) continued 10 proclaim what Allah had ordained him to profess, 
concealing nothing, and exciting their dislike by condemning their religion, 
withdrawing from their idols, and abandoning them for their disbelief. 

Abdullah ibn ' Amr ibnuFA-i reported. "I was with them one day when 
rhe notables had eafhered in the £fijr and the Messenger of Allah tphuh) was 
mentioned- They said thai they had never known anything like the difficulty 
they had endured from this fellow; he had ridiculed their way of life, and 
cursed the idols rhey had taken as gods. They also suid that what ihcy hud 
borne was exceeded all bearing. While they were thus discussing him. the 
Prophet {pbuh) approached them and kissed the Black Stone, then he passed 
by them as he circumambulated the Kabbah. As he passed they harassed him 
with words. 1 observed this on the face of the Messenger of Allah (pbub). 
He went on and as he passed by ihem the second time they repeated the 
same thing. Again I observed this on the face of the Messenger of Allah 
(pbuh), Then lie passed the third time, and they did the same. He stopped 
and said. "Wilt yon listen to me, O Quraysh? By Him in Wh&U band is my 
soul, ! have brought you slaughter fix. destruction. iT you dc not believe)." 
This word so thrilled the people that all ol them stood silent and still; even 




■W who had hitherto been most violent -spoke to him in the kindest way 
(mssihlc saying "Gu t 0 Ahul-Qilsijn, for by Allah you have never been 
ignorant/' The Prophet [pbuhf went away, and in the morning they gathered 
in the fii/r. I was there loo, ami they reminded each mher of what had taken 
place between them and the Prophet (pbuh) and how they left him alone 
when he displayed something unpleasant.

Quraysh doing to him."'

you and folfow you. and you did nothing. Afterwards they asked ycui to 
have some thing for yourself, by which they might know your superiority 
over them and yr«ur standing wiUi Allah, and you did nothing. By Allah. I 
will never believe in you until you get a ladder to the heaven, and mount it 
until you reach it. while 1 am looking at you. and then you come down with 
four angels to testify that you ure speaking the truth, and by Allah, even if 
you did that 1 do not think ! should hclicvc you."

(phuh) rose to offer prayer while Lhc Quraysh sal In their assembly, waiting 
for what Abu Janl was going to da When the Prophet (pbuii) prostrated 
himself. Ab£i Jahl carried the stone ami approached him. until he got close 
to him und then he turned back, pale with terror, and his hand had shriveled 
upon the stone, so be threw it from hiss hand. When the Quraysh asked him 
what had happened, he replied, "When I got dose lo him a camel stallion 
eoi in between us, Bv Allah- I have never seen anything like the head neck, 
shoulder*, and teeth of that siallion. and he looked as if he would eat me."

He also treed An-Nahdiyyuh an J her daughter who were rwsLrcatcd by 
their mistress, a woman of Band "Abdud-Dar He passed by them when she 
had sent them with some flour of hers, and she was saying. "By Allah. J will 
never release you." Abu Bukr, said, 'Withdraw your oath/' She said. 
"Wiihdraw it' You spoiled them, so you emancipate them.'' *l*hey agreed 
upon the price, and he said. "I take them and Ihey are free. Give her flour 
back lo her." They said. "Ought wc not to finish the grinding and then take 
it back to her?"

'May AlJuh treat you the same " Abu 
Bakr bought her and set her free. Ahu Quhafah, Abu Bakr's father, said to 
him. "Mv son, I see That you are freeing weak slaves. If you want to 
mauumiL do it with powerful men who could defend you and protect your 
He said. T am doing this for AUahVsnkc/- 

Banu Makhsuim used to take ~Ammar ibn Yasir out along with his fuilter 
and mother, who had all embraced Islam, m the heat of day and make ihero 
lie on ihe burning sand ofMakkah. Tlie Piophet i.pbuhi passed them by and 
said. "Be fU«i<"it. O family of Yaxir! Your m^ti^-ptuCf will ht in Paradise '- 
They killed his mother for she refused to give up Islam, 

It was the vile Abu Jahl who inched the people of Makkah against 
Muslims.

When the Prophet (pbuh) saw thai he eon Id noi prcicect his Companions 
from exposure to persecution and Thai he was spared of it because ojf his

AbysstniiK for the km$ there is fmr flijrf will am came injustice w anyone, mtl it ft 
t} frirmth ttmmr\ ; f to you may stay them tttuit hlkh rciieve you from wur rr/- 
jliafon, - Thereupon his Companions weni to Abyssinia, being afraid of 
seduction tifo fleeing to Allah with their religion. This was the firvt 
migration in Islam. 

The first Muslims to go were: Ulhmari ibn 'AffUn with his wife 
Ruiiayyjh. the daughter of (he Prophet (pbiih); Abfl Hudhayfaf ibn *Uibah 
with his wife Sahiah, the daughter of Subayl; A^Zubayr ibmd- "Awwiim: 
Miisab ibn " Umayn Abdur-Rjihman ibn Awf: Abu SafcLoiah ibn 
'Abdcl-AsEid with his wife Umm SiiJamah, the daughter ol Ahu Umayyah; 
t'thman ibn Ma^uti: Amir ibti Rahfah with hi* wife Luyla t ihe daughter 
of AbO fcNhmuh; Abu Sabrah ibn Abi Ruhm; and S a hay I tbn Bayda". 
Afterwards. Ja far ihn Abi lalib went, and Muslim*, followed one after the 
other until they assembled in Abyssinia, Some took their families and others 
went alone. Eighty-three migrants was the toul number who went to 
Ahysunra. apart from little children whom ihey look or who were born to 
(hem there. 



The Quraysh Send their Delegates 



to Abyssinia to Extradite the Migrants 

When the Quraysh saw thai the Prophet's (pbuht Companions had found 
a secure huven in AbysMnia. mcy dispatched two staunch nien to the Negus 
to demand tnett extradition, so dial they could seduce Jhe$u from their 
religion and take them out of their peaceful dwelling. Tliey sent Amr 
ibnul-' M and 'Abdullah ibn Abl Rabrah, before the? had embraced Islam. 
They look wtiti them valuable present to the king and his patricians, anJ 
tiiL-y could win some of the courtiers over to dietr side. 

Llmm Saianiah. the daughter of AbO Umayyah reported. "When we 
reached Abyssinia the Negus gave us a kind refuge. We safely practiced our 
religion, and we worshipped Allah, without harm or insult. When the 
Quraysh knew, they decided lo send two staunch men lo ihe Negus and to 
give him sclcciive and luxurious presents from Makkau. Leatherwork wa* 
especially attractive mere, so ibey collected many skins so that they were 
able to give to alt h* patricians. They sent 'Abdullah and "Amr 
commanding them to give each patrician hi* gift before speaking to the 
Negus about the migrants. Then they would give their presents to I he Negus 
and auk him to make the migrants return before he spoke 10 them. Thus, 
they said to each of the pairicians. 'Some foolish persons from our neopie 
have taken asylum >n the king s country. They have abandoned the religion 
of I he if people and have not accepted yours, but have brought in an 
innovated religion which neither we nor you know anything about. Ou; 
nobles have .sent us lo the king I o help us lo have them back, so when we 
talk to him about them, suggest to him to give them up lo us without 
speaking to them, for their own people have the sharpest insight ;ind know 
best abom their fauhs.' The patricians agreed to do so, 

They delivered the presents to the Negus and when he had nccepied 
them, I bey said to him me same words which they had already snid to the 
patricians about Ute Muslims. Nothing was more undesirable to 'Abdullah 
and Amr ihau that the Negus should hear what the Muslims would say. The 
patricians said thai i?*e men hud spoken the truth, and their own people were 
the bei>t id know the truth of the mujrams. They advised him 10 rcinrn them 



i t,lcirown people. The Negus hec.ime and said, 'No, By Allah I wj|| 
not relinquish I hem. No people who hove sought my asylum, dwelled in my 
country, and selected mc rather than others, shall be betrayed, until I ml 
them and ask them about what these two men claim. Ifihey arc as they say. 
I will send them back to I heir own people; but if what they say is wrong, I 
will defend them and they will receive suitable hospitality while under mv 
guardianship.' 

Then he summoned the Prophet's Companions, and when his messenger 
came they gathered, saying one to another. 'Wh<u will you tell the man when 
you meet him'.'* They said, We shall say what we know and what our 
Prophet (pbuh) ordered us. Let it be as it goes/ When they went to the kmc 
they found that he hud called his bishops with their sacred books all 
displayed amund him. He asked Them what their religion was for which ihev 
had abandoned their people, without embracing in his religion or any other. 
Ja far ibn Ahi jaiifc) stood ap and said, 

O king! We were plunged in the depths of ignorance, and wc were 
idol a ten. We used to eat corpses, to commit abominations, to severe blood 
tics, to neglect our duties of hospital iiy and rceighborlincKS, and to use only 
the law oF the strong, That was our life until Allah raised among us a man. 
whose lineage, truthfulness, honesty, and purity we knew. He called us to 
the Onenos of A Hah, and Taught us nol to associate anything with Him. He 
forbade US the worship of idols, and enjoined us 10 speak the truth, to be 
faithful to our trusts, to be merciful and to regard the rights or the neighbors 
a* weil :is kith and kin, and to refrain from crimes and bloodshed. He 
prohibited us from committing abominations, speaking lies, devouring the 
property of orphans, and vilifying chaste women. He commanded us to offer 
prayers, uj render alms, and to observe fasts. We have behoved in him. have 
accepted his teachings, and have followed him. Wc have allowed what He 
has allowed, and have prohibited what he has prohibited. For this reason, 
our people attacked us, and persecuted us in order to force us to abandon the 
worship of Allah and return to the worship of idols and to regard as lawful 
the evil deeds we once committed, When they had tortured and encircled 
kiur lives, until finding no safely among them, we have come to your 
country, and hope you will protect us from oppression while we are with 
you. O krng/ 



ftk Nc*m asked if they had with item anything of Allah's revelation. 
When M far said that be bud, ihc Negus asked him to rente it to him. so he 
recited the opening verses of Sunt Maryom. Thereupon, by Allah, the 
N«u>. along «Sh the bishops wcpl to the extent that the king's tear* wet 
beard and ihose or the bishops wet their scrolls.

Ja fur answered, "We say about 
himihat which our Prophet tpbuhl Ms brought, saymg. he is the servant oi 
Allah.

False news reached the Prophet's tpbuh) Companions who had migrated 
lo Abyssinia that the people of Makkah had embraced Islam, so they 
decided to reium home. When they approached Makkah they knew that the 
report was umnic. Likewise, they entered the town either under ihe 
protection of a local notable or by sleallh. Thirty-three men was the total 
number of the Companions who came back to Makkah from Abyssinia. 
Among them were: Umman ibn Ma^On protected by At-WaMd 
ihnul-Mughirah: Abti Sal amah under the protection of Abu lalib who was 
bis uncle, Abu S daman's mother being Barrah. the daughter of 
^Aodol-MutAalib. 

The Annulment of the Boycott

"We need u third one." said he. So Hisham spoke to Al-Muf im ibn 'Adiyy 
and said, Arc you pleased shut \v.o duns of Banu AkE MunuT should die 
while you arc a witness and approve to follow the Quraysh? By Allah, by 
encouraging tliem to do so, they will soon do the same lo you/ He agreed to 
help them buu like Zuhayr, he demanded for a fourth person. He went to 
Abul-Bakhtari ibn Hi shim who asked for a fifth man and then to Zarna'ah 
ibnul-Aswad ibnut-Muilalib ibn Asud reminding him about thctr kinship 
and their rights. 

They met at night ai the nearest point of Al-Hajun above MaJckah, They 
discussed the question or the document to secure its annulment. Zuhayr 
demanded to be the first to speak and act. In the morning, when the people 
met together Zuhayr. after lireumumbuluiing the Ka'bah seven times, 
approached Ihe hosts of people (here and said.

Abu Xalib and Khadijah Die 

Khadijah and Abu lalib passed away in the same year. After Kl^illjah s 
death trouble followed one after another, for *be had been a faithful help 
and comfort to him in Islam. With the death of Abu Talib he lost * 
and stav in his personal life, and A fortification and protection against the 
Quraysb. The death of Abu laiib was about three years before the 
Emigration to Madman. During this period, the Quraysh began to increase 
their maltreatment and insult bim in a way thai they would have never had 
the courage to follow when his uncle was alive. 

A young fool actually hurled dust on his head. The Prophet ipfauh) went 
home with the dust on his bead. A daughter of his wept while she was 
washing it. Do not cry, uaughmr he said, "for Atkth will protect your father?

When the Quraysh knew of the severe illness of Aba Tfilib, they 
reminded each other thai Hamrah and K Umar had become Muslims as well 
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as the fact That Muhammad's affairs prevailed among all the Qutaystri dan*. 
They decided to go to Abu Xahb to i each a son of compromise lest they be 
constrained in their authority aJ together 

Lhn Ahba.s reported that I he nobles of the Quraysh among whom were 
"Ulbah and Shaybah. the sons of Rahfah. Abu Jahl, Umayyah ibn Khalaf, 
and Abu Sufyan, went to Abu IaJib and said, '"You know your position 
among us and now in your current eondition we are deeply concerned about 
you. You know the problems between us and your nephew. Summon him 
and lei us make a bargain that he will feave us aJone and we will leave him 
alone; let him have his religion and we will hove ours/' When he {phuhi 
came. Abu lahb said, "O nephew, hen: are notables of your peopJc who 
have gathered so us to give and take from you." "Yes." he answered. "Urym

I pbuh J contacted the Arab tribes ro invue them to believe in ATSuh and lhai 
he was a Prophet who had been sent by Him, He asked for their protection

until Allah should make His Message prevail. Rabi'ah ibn Abb ad said, 
"'When I was a young boy with rny father in Minu. the Prophci <pbuh) used 
to slop ni the houses of the Arab tribes saying. 

'0 Bund so an so, i am AUuh'a Messenger to you. Ht commands you to 
worship Him and not m assaciare anything with Him, ami to altaiultm 
if tff it (Things that ytut take- ox} rivals (w Allah ami} thai voit warship oth- 
er than Him. and to believe in me, support mv. ami protect me unlit t can 
present what Allah has sent me for/ 

During ibis, he was followed by an artful and spruce man with two locks 
of huir, wearing an Aden cloak. Whenever the Prophet (pbuh) ended his call 
he used to say + 'This man calls to you to desert Al-Uii and At L'/zi and 
your associate* of lite jinn of Banu" Malik ibn Uqaysh for the misguiding 
innovation he hns brought, so do not obey or listen to him.' I asked my 
father about this man who followed hmi to recant what he said, and he 
answered thai 11 was the Prophet s uncle Abdul -*Uzza ibn k Ahdul-MuHalib, 
LcAbQ Lahab." 

Ihn h\i*\q said, "Ibn Shi hub a/.-Zuhri reported that be went to die 
encampments of the Kanudah where was a chief or ihdrs called Mulayh. He 
cat led 1 hem to believe in Allah and introduced himself, mil they renounced 
him. He also wen I to Banu 'Amir ihn 2yTs.iT ah and called them to abandon 
idolatry and join him. One of them called Bayhnrah ibn FirOs said, 'By 
Allah, if t ctmJd take this man from the Quraysh 1 would eat up the Arabs 
with him/ Then he asked him, "U we give you allegiance and Allah gives 
you power over your opponents, shall wc have authority after you?' The 
Prophet f pbuh) replied. 'TV it affair ties in Allofi 's Hand* and He manage* 
,t w ( with.' The man commented, 'Do you expect us to incur the wrath and 
vengeance of the Arabs for you and then if Allah gives you victory someone 
else will reap the benefit? We do not need to interfere/ and they refused to 
help him. 

Afterwards when Banu Amir returned home, they were accustomed lo 
give the news of the fairs to an old man of theirs who lingered behind 
because of his old age. They said him, 'A young man of the Quiuysh. of 
Banu 'AbAil-MujmHh claims (hat he is a Prophet. He contacted us and 



asked us lo support, protect, and take him to cur land/ The old man put his 
hands upon his head and said. 0 8anQ 'Amir, could it have been regained' 
What a Joss or opportunity! None of (he dependents of Isma It has ever 
claimed it (i.e. prophethood) falsely. It is the truth. Where was your 
common sense? 1 11 

"AbduUSh ihn KSb reported that the Messenger of Allah {pbuh, went to 
the houses or Band ffenifflh to call them to Allah and to introduce himself, 
put none of the Arabs were as repulsive in their denial as they were. The 
Prophet (phuh j kepi on introducing himself to ihe tribes inviting them to 
bettcve in Allah and Islam, and whenever men eame together at the fairs or 
he heart! of any of the notables coming to Makkah than he went to them 
wiihhi* message. 

Suwayd ihn £amit of Banu Amr ibn ' Awf. went to Makkah for 
pilgrimage. When the Prophei (pbuh I heard aboul him he sought him out, to 
call Jum to Islam, Suwayd said to the Prophet (phuh), "Perhaps you have 
something like what 1 have." "Ami hVmj % u*ked the Prophet (phuh). 
The scroll ol Laqman/ (i.e. the wisdom of tubman l r he answered. "S/wiv ir 
la me" said the Prophet (phuh}. Ami he handed it over, The Prophet (pbuh> 
then said, "These art- gawl viwtf.v, and wlmt t have h heller ihtm this, n Quran 
that Athitt she Aimi^hry has serif down to oic. whwh iv rr guidance aitd a tight."

The Ani^r Embrace Islam 

When Allah ordained io give sovereignty to His religion, to strengthen 
His Prophet f pbuh). and To fulfil Ihs Promise to him, the Prophet tpbuh) met 
i| number of Madman resident t who were later known as the Ansar) at the 
season of pilgrimage. As usual he introduced himself ro the Arab tribes 
when he met at AKAqabah' 1 ' a number of the Khasraj on whom Allah 
wanted to besiow goodness. On asking them he knew that lhey were of the

poly ihc fcls. They had conquered ihem in their land. And, whenever there 
was any difference between the two parties, the Jews used to say to them. 

We will follow 
him, and with him we will kill you as the people of "Ad and Irurfi were 
killed." So when the Messenger of Allah fpbuh) talked lothcm about Islam, 
lltey said one Lo another. ' JSeware, by Allah, ihi* is the very Prophet wuh 
whom ihc Sews have threatened us: wherefore do not let ihcm believe in 
him before you," Thereupon they accepted his preaching and became 
Muslims, saying, "There is m> tribe that rs so divided by hatred and rancor 
as our people are. and may A Hah bring diem together through you. So let us 
go and invite Hum to this religion of yours: and if Allah unites them in it, mi 
man will be mightier than you." 

They left the Prophet ipbuh) and went hack 10 Madmah believing in 
Islam. They were si* from the Khazraj. as [ was told Retching Madman, 
they told their people about the Prop hot (pbuh) calling them to embrace 
Islam until it became widely spread among them. There was no house 
belonging of die Ansar but Islam and the Prophet f pbuh I had been 
mentioned therein. 

The First Pledge of Al-'Aqabah 

The following year, on the occasion of ihc pilgrimage, there came a 
croup of twelve of the Anaar who met him ai AKAqabah. This was the first 
Pledge of Ai- Aqnhuh, where Ihcy gave the Prophet (pbuh) a pledge in the 
manner or the pledge of the women" \ That had hecn before fighl was 
prescribed. Among those men were: As* ad ihn Zuraraln Raff ihn Malik. 
Uhiiilah ibnus.-&<irnlt. <ind Abul-Hayihm ibn yi-Tayyarran, 'Ubadnfi 
ibnus-§3mit reported, "I ultentted ihe first pledge of AI-' Aqabah. We were 
twelve men pledging ourselves to the Prophet ipbuhj in the manner of the 
pledge of the women. Thai had been before fijhl wus prescribed Thus, we 
gave him our pledge that we will not associate anything in worship with

lbn said, "When those men left, the Prophet (pbuhl sent with them 
Mu^'ab ion "Umayr. the son of Hfishim ihn *Ahd Manaf, churning him to 
show i hem how 10 recite the Qur"an, 10 leach them Islam, and to help them 
understand ihe doctrines of tltcir religion, In Madfnali Mua'ab wa.s called 
"The Reciter" and he used to be their Imam in the prayers because the Aws 
and the Khamj could not stand thai they lake the lead of one another. 

The Second Pledge of Al- Aqabah 

During the pilgrimage season, Mufab relumed to Makkah. along with 
the Muslim Ansar who wetu ro Makkah with their polytheisL people to 
perform iht* rrtuais of pilgrimage They agreed to meei the Prophet fpfciE) ai 
night in ihc mid of Tushriq days (three days after the day of sacrifice ai a 
hillock at Al-Aqahah. wht:n Allah willed to honor them, hdp His Prophet 
(phoh). and to Strengthen Islam. Kub ihn Malik said, 

"We set out with the polyihefct pilgrims of our people, as we knew how 
to pray and perform the rittials of the pilgrimage Al-BanT ibn Ma rur. our 
chief arid master accompanied us. Travelling from Maiiinah, Al-Bura said, 
1 have an opinion which 1 do not know whether you wiJ] approve of it or 
not. J propose to not let this huilding {the K a 4 bain behind my hack, so 10 
face it in prayers/ We told him that according to our information the 
Prophet tpbuht used to ducet his face towards Syna in prayers, and we did 
not want to be di fie rem from him. He $aid> 'I will offer prayer towards the 
Kahah/ We retorted. 'But we will not/ At the time of praye$, we offered 
them towards Syria whereas he offered ;hem towards the Ka'bafc until we 
reached Makkah. We blamed him for his deed, but he refused and struck to 
his view. Arriving at Makkah, he said ro me, 0 nephew, let us yo to the 
Prophet (pbuh> to ask him about what I have been doing throughout our 
travel, tor t feel soint hesitation because you opposed me." Thus we he:nied

for the Prophet (pbuh), whom we did not know or sec before We asked a 
man or Makkuh about the Prophet (pbuh). He asked if we knew him arid wc 
said. "No\ "Then do you know his uncle AK Abba* ibn * Abdul- Mutialib' he 
asked. We said 'Yes/ as he used to come to us as a merchant. He said. 
When you enter the Mosque he is the man who is sitting beside Al^ Abbas/ 

Wc went to the Mosque where the Prophet (pbuh) was silting next to 
A J -Abbas. The Prophet (pbuh) asked AKAbbSs, 'Do yon kno* these new 
■ihbV 0 AhuUFadtr He said U,at he did and introduced us to him. I shall 
never forget the Prophet's word when my name was mentioned, The poeiV 
Ai-Bara* said, O Prophet of Allah. 1 set out on ibis journey as a Muslim, for 
Allah has guided me io Islam. 1 felt that I could not turn my back to This 
building (the Ka'bahh so ] offered prayers towards it; but when my 
companions differed with me I felt some doubt. What do you think, O 
Messenger of Allah?" He replied, Van shmtid have kept m the \ori&tnat) qihfoh: 
Af-Bara returned to the tjifrfatt of the Prophet (pbuh \ and offered prayer 
with us towards Syria. Then we went out to perform the pdgjimage. having 
agreed with the Prophet (pbuh) to meet him ut Al-'A^abah in the mid of the 
days of Tashriq. 

In our company was 'Abdullah ibn "Ami ibn tfaram. who was a 
polytheist chief and a notable in our people. We sail! to him, "You are one of 
our masters and notables and we do not want that vou should serve as fuel 
for the fire in the future because of polytheism/ Then wc invited him to 
embrace Islam and told him about our intent ton to meet ihe Prophet i pbuh I 
at Al- Aqabah. Immediately he became a Muslim, witnessed AI^Aqabah 
with us. being a Nmfih (leadcrl. 

We slept that vt-ry night among our people in rfie camp^ unul ulieti a 
third of die night had elapsed; we lefi stealthily to our appoimnteni with the 
Prophet I pbuh j as far as the gully nearby Al- Aqabah. We were 
seventy-three men. and two women, Nusayhnh. die daughter of Ka'b and 
Asma". the daughter of "Amr ,]l . We gathered together waiting for tlie 
Messenger of Allah (pbuhj who came in the company of his uncle 
AU* Abbas ibn ' ArKlttJ-Muiiaiib, who was still a polytheist but he came to 
cumjhnRite him. Ik was the first to speak:

The chiefs of Qurnysh came in the morning To our dwellings and said, Q 
people of Kha/.raj, we have been informed Ihut you came to take 
Muhammad from within us* in order 10 make a pledge with him to fight 
against us, By Allah, there is none of the Arab> whom we hale to he at war 
with more than your At once, polytheisis of our people emerged swearing 
that nothing of that hud hupjwncd.

The people left Mina and ihey ewee fully mvestigated ihc information and 
found it to be true. Thus, thi^y went on purging any of oar people so tlwy 
reached Sa d ibn ^Ubadah at Adhakhir as well as AJ-Mundhir ibn 'Amr, 
who were both among The leaders. A I- M und lor ibn 'Amr managed to escape 
while they eaught So d, binding his hands and neck with thongs of his girth, 
bringing him back to Makkah, battering him on (he way, and dragging him 
by the hair, as be has thick hair Sa'd reported. As ( was in their hands, a 
group of ihe Quraysh appeared, and among them was a tall, while, und 
handsome man of piea^ini appearance. I told myself that if there were any 
good among them it would come from this man. Vet, when he approached 
he gave me a violent blow nn the face, after which L lost hope in any good. 
Whi/c they were dragging nw along, a man was moved with pity on me and 
said. Do you noi have any right lo proiceiion from any of the QurayshT 
'Yes/ I said, 1 used to secure the commerce of die merchants ot Jubayr ibn 
Mui'im ibn 'Adiyy and Al-Harith ibn Harb ibn Umayyah ibn Abd Shams, 
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protecting them from any harm that they might be exposed 10 in my land:

Conditions of the Last Pledge of Al- Aqabah 

The pledge of fighiing took place when ihc Prophet fpbuh) received 
from Allah permission to right, which was comprised of conditions thai was 
not found in the first pledge of Al-'Aqabah. Thus rbcy gave a pledge to fight 
against nil sorts of people in the way of Allah and His Messenger and he 
iphuh) promised those who were faithful 10 be rewarded with Paradise. 
'U b ad ah ibnus-£amil said, "We gave a pledge to Ihe Prophet (pbuhj thai we 
would lisicn and obey in times of plenty as well as in scarcity, under likable 
and djsiik&ble circumstances, and that we would not prefer ourselves to the 
other Muslims, and that we would aoi disagree with loose who are in 
authority, and that we would speak the truth wherever we arc, and tluu we 
would never fear of Ihe blame of ihc biamers."' 

The Ordinance of Fighting 

Prior ro the pledge of AKAqabah, the Prophet (phtib) was noi allowed 
to fighi nor shed blond. He was commanded merely to propagate ihe 
message of Alfah, to endure harassment, and to forgive the ignorant. The 
Quraysh were persecuting the Muslims, seducing sonic from their religion, 
and exiling others from their land. Some migrated lo Abyssinia, white 
others lo MadimuY Ai this point f the Quraysh had become insolent and 
disrespectful towards Allah, belying His prophet, torturing and exiling 
whosoever worshiped Him, believed in His Oneness, in His Prophet, and 
clung to His religion. Allah commanded His Prophet (phuh) to fight and to 
protect himself against those who wronged and ill- treated ihem. The first 
verse revealed on this issue, as 'Urwah ibnuzZubayr and other scholars 
reported, was:

Muslims Permitted to Emigrate to Madinah 



When Allah gave pernios ion to light and those Ansar oi Madinah had 
given a pledge to support and help the Prophet (pbuh) mid the Muslims in 
the cause of Allah, ihc Prophta ipbuh) ordered his Companions, the 
emigrants of his people, and ilic Muslims living with him in Makkuh. to 
emigrate to Madinah and join their brethren, the Ansar. lie iphuh) said. "Al- 
lah. Glorified ami Exalted be hs. Iws made for you brothers md residence with 
n hifh ynufecl secure." Me nee they went oui in group?., whereas the Prophet 
(phuhJ remained in Mukkah waiting for his Lord's permission to leave 
Makkah for Madinah. 

The Emigrants to Madinah 

I 'he first I i emiiiMie m Madinah the Prophet's t'pbuhi Companions 
from ihc Qunwsh from Bium Makliitmi was Abfl Salainah ibn ' Abdcl-Asad. 
Thai was a year before the second pledge of AI-'Aqabah. after returning 
from Abyssinia to stay with tile Messenger in Makkah. He was ill-treated by 
the Quraysh at ihc Lime when he knew about those of Madinah who hud 
embraced Islam, so he headed for Madinah* 

Ab a Salamah was first followed by ^Amir ibn RaM'ah with his wife 
Layt & the daughter ot Abu rbuhniah, Then Abdullah ibn Jafcsh emigrated 
along with his family and his brother 'AW. who was known as AhQ Ahmad. 
Abu Alum ad was a blind poei and he used in tout Makkah from top to 
botiom withuut anyone to lead him. Then ' Umsir ibnul-KhtiUub emigrated 
and ' Ayyash ihn Abi Rabfah al-Makh/Otm and many succeeded them. 

The Prophet (pbuh) Emigrates to Madinah 

After his Companions had departed, the Prophet (pbuh) remained in 
Makkah wattine for Allah's euirimajid to lei hi to emigrate. Only Abu Bakr 
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m 'Alt of the ftopbet* (pbuh) Companions remained while all den^-d

At this point Abu Jahl came up with h plan which had no! been 
suggested befoie that, He said thai a band of young, powerful, well -bom 
men. one From each tribe, .should strike Muhammad simultaneously with 
their sharp swords and kill him so that the responsibility of the blond-mnne\ 
would lie upon all j& elans.

The Messenger of Allah 
(pbuh> usually visited Abu Bakr's house every day either in the early 
morning or evening However, on the day when he got permission fo'r 
emigration from Makkah. he visited us at noon, a time at which he was not 
used to come. When he saw him, Abu Bakr knew thai something had 
happened, Ahu Bakr gave him his scat. Only I and my sister Asma' were 
home. The Prophet fphuh) told him to let go whoever was in the house.

Hence we stayed where we were. A jar of QUrs, which was filled with 
wilier, was broken one day. Umm Ayyflb and J mopped up the water with 
our only garment for use. as wc feared that water would drop on the Prophet 
ipMmte antioving him. 

We used to prepare and send his dinner lo him. When he relumed ihe 
leftover, Umm AyyOb and [ used to trace the place where his band had 
reached lo eat from tl hoping to gain a blessing. Onu night we scnl him 
onions or garlic, but I he Prophet Ipbuh) re turned ii without any indication of 
his hand in it. 1 rushed to him idling him of our habit and wondering why 
thai lime the truces of his hand were not seen. He said that it was hceause of 
the smell of the vegetables, as he should speak to people, and he said that 
we might eat them. We did, hut never sent him those vegetables again. " 

Ibn Ishaq said thai the Mubajirun joined the Prophet tpbuh) one after J he 
other. None remained in Makicah except ihose who had been captivated or 
imprisoned. Entire households with their possessions did not come together 
except: Banfi Maz Qn from Banu Juma£; BanQ Jahsh ibn Rilh. die allies of 
Barui l ; mayy\ib; and Banu SuJmyr from BanO Sad ibn Layth, the allies of 
Banu *Adiyy ibn Ka*b. Because of emigration, their houses in Makkah were 
shut up and resided by no one.

The Prophet's iphuh) mosque and residency in Madinah took from the 
month of Rabrul-Awwal to the month of&ifar of ihe following year lo be 
built. Almost all the Anjfar embraced Islam with the exception tct Khalmah, 
wacjif, Wail, and Umuyyab who were from the Awsullah, a clan of Lhe 
Aws: these remained polyiheist.

In the morning jjs he did not hear the 
call 10 prayer, he rode and we rode with him, and 1 was riding behind Abu 
Jalljah with my foot touching the Prophet's. We met the Jahorersor Khaybar 
in the morning with their spades and baskets. On seeing Lhe Prophet (pbuh) 
and the army they y el Jed, "Muhammad wiih his army," and turned latl and 
escaped. The Prophet (pbuh) said. Allahu Akhar! Khaybar is- destroyed. When 
wc alight in a people's yard, it in a had morning fur (hose who are mumd ' " 

Ibn ishaq said, 'The Prophet (pbuh) stepped out from MadTnah to 
Khaybar throughout "Isf** Where a moMfue wis constructed for him; then

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Then the Pmpbei tpbuhi halted near Badr. He rotfc on with one of his 
Companions uutil he met an oJd Bedouin. He asked him about Jhc Quraysh 
as well as about Muhammad and ins Companions, and whether he had any 
information aboui them. The old man stated. "I will not tell you until vou 
id! me which of the two you are/' The Pmphei (pbuh) retorted. V vou'vn. 
swer ux, i*r nit? tell ytm." He smU, "Tit for taiT "Ye^ he replied. The 
Bedouin said, "I have heard thai Muhammad and his Companions moved on 
such-and-such a day. if that is rigkl. (hey today should have reached 
sudi-iind-such a pi ace. i referring to where the Prophet (pbuh) actually was). 
AJso I heard that the Quraysh marched out on iuch-and-^ueh a day* so today 
they should have been in such -and .such a place," where they actually were. 
When he hud finished he said. "Whzm did you come from?" Tlie Prophet 
<pb"h) said. "We are from m<V l \" Then he departed, while the old man was 
saying, "What docs mis meun? Is he from the M$ of Iraq?" 

Then the Prophet tpburi) went hack to his Companions. In itjrc evening 
he sent All ibn AM lalib. A/.-Zuhayr ihnuPAwwam, and Su'd ibn Abt 
Waqqiis with a number of the Companions to the welJ at Badr in search of 
news, whore they seized some of the Quraysh water- men. among whom 
were Aslum of Banu Al^ojjaj. and 'Arfd, Abu Yasfir of lianu Al>As ibn 
Sa'td. They caught them and inquired of them while the Prophet tphuht was 
peribrming prayer, They said. ,h We are the water-men of the Quravsh; thev 
sent us to bring them water." The people did not like their answer, as they 
hojjcd mat they belonged to Aba Suiyan. Thus, they heat them severely 
until the two claimed thai they belonged to Ahii Sufyan. So ihey released 
them. When ihc Prophet tpbuh) finished his prayers, he said, "What ihey mid 
unt the tntth \tm ht-tU them; ami when they Herf vt>u released thtim? They sfwke the 
rrnttt fnr The? helmx to rhe Qurirysh. fqffam me (ytm two! what about the Qtt- 
MyW They retorted, "They arc behind this dune which you see on the 
remotest embankment/ 1 The Prophet rpbuh] asked ihcm about their number 
and they said that (hey were many but I hey did not know their exact 
number; hence he inquired of them abom the number of beasts they 
sacrificed each day. When they said nine or ten, he said, Thr fteppk urebt-

witnessed that you are Allah's Messenger, I would not fight you. Write your 
owd nam* and your fathers/ The Pruphei (pouh) said. 

Write This « nttm Muluunmiui ibn Ahlultait has reconciled with $u+ 
hayl ibn \4mr. They have agreed to stop ail fighting for ten years, during 
which time the people will five sttfely, restraining fnm animosities on 
condition that in case anyone goes to Maimmnwd without his guardian's 
permission, he wilt send him back to them; and in case that anyone of 
Muhanunad'x f&lfowers goes to the QnraysU they will not sentf him bd$k 
to him. We wdf not show hostility one to another and there will be no 
theft or treachery. He who wishes to enter into a covenant and agree- 
nwnt with Muhanvnad ma\ do so and tie who wishes to enter inia a cov- 
enant and agreement with the Qurayxh may da m, 

The KhuzJah chose (o enter into □ bond and agreement with the Prophet 
(pbuh), while Banu Bakr chose the Quraysh and said to the Prophet (pbuh), 
"You should keep back from us this year, not enter Makkah against our will. 
As for the next year, wu will leave it for you to spend three nights with your 



While the Prophet (pbuh) and Suhayl were writing the agreement, Abu 
Jandal ibn Suhayl ibn 'Amr suddenly showed up in fetters, having fled to 
ihe Prophet (pbuh). The Prophets Companions left and they did not doubt 
the conquest of Makkah, for they depended on a vision (dream) which the 
Prophet (pbuh) had seen. When they saw the talks for peace and withdrawal 
taking place and what the Prophet (pbuh) had endured, they were extremely 
depressed almost to The point of death. When Suhayt saw Aba Jandal, he 
slapped him on the face and gripped his collar, saying, "O Muhammad, the 
issue between us was resolved before this man arrived to you," He agreed. 
Stihayl pulled him violently by his collar and drew him away to send him 
back to the Quraysh. while Abu Jandal yelled with all his strength. O 
Muslims ! Am I to be sent back to the potylheists to seduce me from mv 
religion"" This augment Ihe people's grief. The Prophet (pbuh) said,

a dense surface which did not prevent ific Prophets move met lis, but 
lately confined lite movements ol Ihe Quraystt 'Hie Prophet tpbub) 
hurried lo fhe witter. Getting to the proximal water of Badr, he sellled down, 

Al-Hubiib itmut-Mundhir surd. "O Messenger of Allah, is this ihe spot 
whith Allah has inspired yon to occupy, so that we cannot move from it. or 
& M g matter of slratagem of wm the product of tons u I ration?" When 
die Prophet fphuh.) said thnr it w;is :i stratagem of war und consultation. 
AI-Hubitb primed out. ,r H is not a good place to slop in. Let us continue and 
encamp by The nearesa well of water and make a cistern full of iv;ucr. and 
destroy die other wcNs; then we can fighi our enemy who wjjl liavc nothing 
to drink. 

The Prophet rpbuhl approved of his excellent plan which wa* 
immediately carried our. (he welts wcic destroyed; a cistern was constructed 
and . filled with water from which his men tilled I heir drinking- vessels, 

Sd d ihn Muadh said, "O Piuphe* of Allah, let us maie a hut for you ro 
Mjv iny having your riding beasts await; then we will go on fighting the 
enemy antl if Allah grants u* victory, that is what we wish; if it is defeaL 
you could ride your camels and go back 10 Mnrimah lo our people who are 
lefi behind, for rtiey Jove you as much as we do. If ihcy knew that you 
would go lo war tlwy would not have remained bclinxL Allah will protect 
you with them: they wdl give you good advice and strive in the cause of 
AllaJi with you." The Prophet tpbuhl praised htm ami prayed lo Allah for 
hi* good. Then a irelhs was built for the Prophet <pbuh> and he stayed ihere. 

Having moved m the morning, the Prophet (pbuh) saw the Quraysh 
approaching from Ihe '^//m^afdune into the val ley , he exclaimed. 

"O At hi ft, twre in thr- Qurnyxh rwnwft tn thttr ctmeen and haughrtnt r vx 
ettaHt fining Ymt mid b*lyin$ Your Mrjaeifgtr. O Atlah, grunt me, victory 
*hfrh You hm f fmmmed. OAfkth. dtslrov them m mtmiing!" 

When the Quray.h settled down, a number of them, among whom was 
Hakim ihn Hizam, went to the PropheCs basin to drink. The Prophet (pbuh) 
let them drink, but whoever drank of it on that day was slain with Ihe 
exception to Hakim wno later became a devout Muslim and used lo say. 



( Ur Pniptici (pbuhi iold liirn the same words mat he had said to mose 
who fold come before him, namely, that he hiid not come 10 fight against 
diem, He left the Prophet (pbuhi after seeing bow the Muslim* treated him. 
Whenever Ihc Prophet fpbuh) finished hif* abluiion, they ran after dim to 
uhtam the water he hud uuftzed; il he cKpccmraietl they hurried in h: and in 
case y hair fell from his head they rushed to pick ii up. Hence he relumed in ihe 
Quraysh saying. 11 1 have been to Chosroes, Caesar, and Negus in their 
kingdoms, hut never have I seen a king among his people like Muhammad among 
his Companions. They wj)l never leave him in any case, so make up your mind." 

Ttie Prophet (pbuhj sent Khirish tbn U may yah al-Khuza'i k> the 
Quraysh in Mokkah, and made him ride one of hi*> camels called 
Adi-Tha'lab, lo lei I their notables the reason for his coming. However* they 
hamstrung the Prophet's camel and w«v about to slay the man. but the 
h lacks protected him and released him, so that he returned safely to the 
Pmphet ipbuh). 

Afterwards wlien the Prophet tpbtihj summoned *Umnr to convey the 
same message to MaLkuh, 'Ulnar told him he felt that they would kill him. 
especially no one from Bartu Adiyy ibn Ka'b was in Mnkkah to defend 
him. and rlic Quraysh were aware ol his animosity and ruJeuc^ ■nw.si-Js 
them. He recommended that be should dispatch a man who was dearer Id 
them than himself ami he named TithmSn ibn * Affan. The Prophet i pbuhi 
tent v Uthm;m to Abu Sufyan and the celebrities of the Quraysh to inform 
them that he had not come for war but only as a visitor (n the Inviolable 
1 louse arid to glorify its sanctity. 

As he was about to enter Makkah. Tlbman met Aban ibn Sa id 
ibnuI^As who drove him in front of him. He further provided him with 
protection until he reported the Prophet's message to them. After stating the 
whole message, they said to him. "If you wish to circumambulate ihc 
House, do so/ He answered that he would noi unit I the Messenger of AJiab 
i pbuhi could also do so. The Quraysh imprisoned liini and the Prophet 
(pbuhi and the Muslims were told thai Tubman had been slain. 

The Willing Covenant 

Ibn Ishaq said that Abdullah ibn AbT Bakr told him that when it reached 
the Prophet (pbuhi thai Uthman had been killed, he said that they would 
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Get up, hence, and call For your pact with them and the killing of your 
brother," 'Amirydlcd. "Alps for N Amr! Alas for ^Amr!" War was stirred up. 
a\\ were infuriated, the people held sicadfasiiv to their evil cuu.se, while 
1 U«Wk advice was left unheeded. 

A I- As wad ibn 'Abdel-Asad aJ-Miikhiarrii, a fierce bad-tempered man, 
stepped oul swearing, "I swear hy Allah that J will surely drink from their 
eistcrn or demolish il or die before reaching it." Ham/.ah ibn 
Abdel-Muualib engaged wnh torn, and struck him, sending his fool with 
hiUf of his shank Hying, He fell on his back and his loot was .streaming wah 
blood Inwards his friends. He Scrambled to the cistern and threw himself 
aiming to Fulfil his oath, but with another blow fjanwh killed him in the cistern 

'Utbah ibn Rattan came nut between his son Al-Walld and his brother 
Shayhah. from [he lines of the Quraysli and called Tor a duel with the 
Muslims. Three young men of the Ansar Mood acainsi him: * Awf and 
Mu awwidh the sons of AJ-iiOrith and 'Abdullah ibn Raw%iu- When the 
Quraysh knew thai they were from the An$3r. they said they had nothing to 
do with them. Thereafter one of them heralded, "O Muhammad! Let our 
equals of our people come against tm!" The Prophet (pbuh> said, "Come tm t 
O Utkixdah iktuit-Ht'iriih. camrtm. O Ha/nrM. and come on O 'Alt* 

Cuming closer to them, the Quraysh asked. "Who are you?" After each 
had introduced himself, (hey said, '"Yes, our equals and most honorable/' 
'Ubaydah, their eldest, dueled with K Ulbah ibn Rabfah while Hamzah went 
against Shay bah ihrt Ri.br ah and AIT against Aj-Walfd ibn 'Utbah. It was 
not long before Ham/ah killed Shay bah and AIT killed Al-WalTd. Striking 
each other. k Ubayclah and Utbah were seriously wounded. Then Hamzali 
and All struck 'Utbuh with their swords and slain him. They carried their 

The two panics moved forward closer to each other The Prophet (pbuh) 
had commanded his Companions not to attack until he gave the order, and if 
they were encircled by the enemy, they were to resist mem with showers of 
arrows, He himself remained in the hut with Abo Bakr. The battle of Badr 
took place on Friday morning on the seventh of Ramadan, 

The Prophet fphuhj straightened the lines and then again flayed in the 
hui with Abu Bafcn The Prophet tpbuhj was appealing to Allah for the 
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ordered iliem to .say, "Wc ask Allah's forgiveness and w* repent to Him. f After 
I hey had done so, he said, "fly Allah, this is the f saying) Torsive ax' which was 
ordained on the Children oj Israel, hut they did not say it " 

The Prophet (pbub) gave orders to travel towards the right, through salty 
growth, on the way leading to live spot ofThaniyyat al-MurSronto the slope 
of Al-Hudaybiyah below Makkah. 

When i he cavalry of the Quraysh noticed the dust of the Muslims' forces 
and that ihey had averted them, they galloped back jo their Quraysh. When 
the Prophet (pbuh) reached Thaniyyat al-Murar, his she*camcl kneJl down. 
The men believed that it wuuld not get up. The Prophet {pbuh) commcmcd. 

has never been stuhhwn. as it i,i not to nature, hut ir has been with- 
held by what restrained the etcphmu from MaUivh. Tmtay I shall accept 
whatever plan through which the Quravsh out rtw to confirm kindred 
ties." 

Then he told the people to descend. They hesitated at first, for there was 
no water at which they could stop. Thus, the Prophet ipbuh) took an arrow 
from his quiver aud gave it to one of his Companions to prthi in ihc middle 
Of a water bole. The water thereafter gushed out until the men and dieir 
camels had drunk to iheir mi They encamped there. 

Whde the Prophet {pbuh) was staying there. Budayl ibn WarqA' 
aJ-EChuya i came with some men of the Khuza ah asking him about the 
reason for his coming. He told them that it was not Tor war but to visit and 
venerate the Sanctuary. Then he repeated what he had said to Bishr ibn 
Sufyan. When they conveyed his words to the Quraysh. they suspected them 
and were rude to them, saying, "Evert if he is not coming for war, by Allah, 
he shall never enter it against our desire, nor shall the Arabs ever utter that 
we have accepted it." 

The Khura ah tribe, Muslims and poJyiheists. were confidant'! of the 
Propliet. always keeping him informed of everything that was taking place 
in Makkah. When the Prophet (pbuh) saw Mikras ibn Haf& ibnul-Akhyaf 
who was sent by the Quraysh. he said, "This is a treacherous warn/" When he 
approached and spoke to him, he answered him with the same words as he 
had said ro Budayl and his companions. Mikras returned to the Quraysh 
reporting what the Prophet tphuh) had said. 
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umiuig the corpses, Ibn Mas s ud cm off his head and brought it to lb* 
Prophet (pbuh* saying "Here is the head or the enemy of Allah, Abu Jahi." 
He s.ud. 7/v Miuh aiher (turn Whom rhere is mt rmK fc it?" "Yes/' ibn Ma^ud 
said, throwing his head he tore the Messenger of Aliah ipbuhj, who then 
praised AlMi the Almighty. 

When the Piophet Ipbuhj commanded thai the corpus should he all cast 
into j pit. .ill were thrown with (he exception of that of Uniayyah ibn Khnkif 
which had swelled within his armor to t lie extent that it filled it, When they 
tried 1c* curry Jits corpse, it disintegrated, so they lefi it where ft was mid 
heaped earth and stones on it. 

Afler throwing ihc corpses mo the pit. the Companions heart! the 
Prophcl lobuhl al midnight saying, "O fKvpte t?f ihe pih Vtthxh ibn Rahi'ah. 
Skc&bah wn Rttlnuh* Unmyyith ifm Khahtf. Abi\ Mil - and he counted out those 
in the pit. - haw y<m fmmd true Mhatymtr \jm\ imt\ pnmmcd xw. far I Atone in- 
tkvd fmuul mtt whm m\ Lurd Jutd prtwttsut His Companions said- "O 
Messenger of Allah, are you talking to the dead" He said. *Thiy can lunr ,t U 
morv \htm wri httl tidy rwmm ttiiwer. * 

Afterwards the Prophet tpbuhJ ordered in bring logclher all the spoils of 
war that had heen collected in the camp, 'fhc Muslims disputed over them. 
The group which had collected them thought they were theirs; the warrior* 
who pursued 1 he enemy claimed that they were the cause for gelling them; 
while the guard* who escorted the Prophet ipbuht to defend him from the 
enemy, claimed thai they had wanted to collect the spoils but they feared 
thai the enemy might reiuro, so they kept their position with the Prophet 
ipbuh). 

Then ihc Prophet iphuhi dispatched ^Abdullah ibn Rawahah with the 
news of victory lo the people of Upper Madinah. and Zayd ibn JJarhhah to 
the people or Lower Madinah. Then the Prophet (phuhl began his journey 
back to Madinah with the disbelieving captives, among whom were ' Uqhah 
Ibn Abi Mu'it and An-Xadr ibnul-Harith- 

Then ihc Prophet (pbuh) advanced until he reached the pass of As Ssl'rjV 
where he slopped on the sand hill between the pass and An -Nazi yah where 
he equally divided the spoil*, which Allah bail granted to the Muslims. He 
traveled to Ar-Rawfaa 1 where the Muslims congratulated Iiini and the 



separate liicm. so they lived together as Muslim and disbeliever. uiMil the 
Prtvplici tpbuh) ermgrtited. AnuKA* joined the Quraysh on (he Day or Badr 
bui he was seized among the captives and taken to Mudinah with the 
Prophet tpbnhK When the Quraysh sent to redeem their prisoners, Zaynab 
sent money to ransom her husband and ihe money included a necklace 
which her mother. Khadijah. had given her on her wedding. When the 
Prophet tpbuh) saw the nee k J ace his feelings became greatly tender and he 
said {\o lltji Companions), 'if yon would think that you m her captive huxband 
free ami repav her jftgjp. s "*" accepted und did So. 

Thus. Abul-'A* lived in Makkah, while Zaynab lived in Madman with 
the Messenger of Allah <pbuh), AbuK As, went to Syrm us a merchant with 
his wealth and that which the Quraysb had entrusted him with, as he was a 
mhahlc man. On hb way back, he was attacked by a Muslim mid which 
took bis merchandise, hut he managed to run away. When the raider* went 
away with their booty. Abu I- "As went co Zaynab's house in the nighi, 
seeking tier protection as well as the return of his property. 

While the Fropliet tpbuh) with the Muslims was performing the mommc 
prayer, Zaynab cried out from among the women, "O people, 1 have given 
protection to Abtil-'Ai ihuur-Rabr /' Afler the prayer, the Prophet tpbuh) 
made sure that the people had heard Zaynab's declaration and added, "By 
Him in Whose hands ts Mutuanmad's soul, t had known nothing [about the matter) 
before hearing what ytm have heard. Thi- Muxhmx can prmeei whoever L\ lower 
limn them." He afterward headed for his daughter and said to her, "Make Ms 
*mv comfortable, hut do not lei him touch you, since you are not lawful for him" 

According to Abdullah tbn Abi Bakr. the Prophet (pbuh) sent to those 
who raided Abu] -As saying, "Thi? man as you knv* is our relative, and you 
have taken fox property: if you doaehariUiMe nit and restore him /fit property, we 
like ytm la: if nut, it iVa booty which Allah has bestowed otr you, ami you hti\\> the 
better ri^ht to ft? They expressed iheir will to return ii. They were so keen 10 
restore everything and not to withhold anything, Abul-As went to Makkah 
to pay all the does to the Quraysh, making sure that no one had any further 
claim on htm. "No." they said, "May Allah reward you; you have been both 
honest and generous Therefore', said he, "1 tear witness that there is no 
nod hut Allah and that Muhammad is His Servant and His Me center, Bv 
Allah, nothing delayed me imm embracing Islam but that 1 feared you 
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Abu Bakr said, "Yes. by Allah. 1 Iov C thai AJbh should forgive me!" He 
returned to his custom of iinancially supporting MiMah. spying "I will never 
prevent il from him,* 




Sufyan relumed to Mnkkah along with the vanquished Qurayshis from 
Badr; he vowed lKsii he would not bathe from sexual intercourse 1 umit he 
hud invaded the Prophet (pnult), Thereupon, he moved off with iwo hundred 
Qurayslws to execute hU pledge. He took the Najdiyyaii route and halted at 
an inTcT of a canal to the Thayb mountain, mites I com Madinah. Nightly he 
set forth 10 Bunu An -Nadir heading for Huyayy ibn Akhiab. Knocking on 
his door. Huyayy was reared to open the door, so Ahu Sufyan went to 
Satlim ibn MishUm, ihc chief of Bana An -Nadir and keeper or their public 
wealth. Sal Jam hooted and acquainted him with secrets about the Muslims. 
Buck to his comrades at the end of the night k Ahu Sufyan sent some 
Qurayshis CO Nfodmah. fn a place called Al-'Urayd,. they set fire to a bunch 
of palm-tree*, and killed a man from the Ansar with his ally while working 
in she field*. Pen pie knew about them, so the Prophet f-pbuft) pursue*! them, 
leaving Ms place In Madimth to Bashir ibn 'Ahdcl'Muridhir, He reached 
Qarqaraiul-Kudr but returned because Ahu Sufyan and his group had 
escaped. l>iey found Lhai the raiders hud discarded some of t hear items in 
the fields to lighten their load so they emild run swiftly, On their renirn, the 
Muslims asked the Propyl (pbuh), "O Messenger of Allah, do you think 
thai this wilt be counted (to Allah) for us as an invasion?" "Kr.v". he 
answered. 

The Invasion of Dhu Amarr 

After the As-SawTq invasion, the Prophet (pbuhi remained in Madmah 
for nearly the rest of Dhul-Hijjah. and then he set forth to Najd, aiming at 
Ghatafan. This wxs the Invasion of Dhu Amarr. Spending nearly all the 
riionih of Sufar in Najd he went baek to MtidJnuh without any fighting. He 
stayed in Mud in ah almost alt the month of Rabf al-AwwaL 

The Invasion of Al-FuriT of Bahran 

Putting Jhn Umm MaktQm in charge of Madman, the Pmphet (pbuh) 
went out for the Quraysh reaching Bahran. a mine in Al-Furu in the Hijaz. 
lie spent two months there then returned to Madmuh without lighting.

Turning to my parents, 1 asked [hem. Why do you noi answer the 
Messenger of Allah?' Tlwy said. 'By Allan, we do not know what to answer 
him?'

The Expedition of Zayd ibn H&nthah 
to AI-Qaradah Across the Waters of Najd 

The Quraysh were afraid to pursue their usual road to Syria after the 
Battle of Badr. so Uiey took the road to Iraq. Some of ilieir tradesmen went 
out. including Ahti Sufyan. carrying a large amount of silver which 
constituted most of their trade. They appointed Furai ibn Hayyan from Hanu 
Bakr ibn VVa'it as a guide to that route. At once the Prophet Ipbuh) sent 
Zayd, who intercepted them by die watering place of Najd and captured the 
caravan with its goods, but the men fled. He brought the booty to the 



On our arrival at Madmah. I felt very ill so I heard nothing abom it. The 
report, had reached the Prophet (pUuhl and my parents, hui they conceded 
the matter from me.

Kliallad ibn Suwayd from the Muslims, 
was martyred, when a millstone was thrown on him causing a shattering 
wound, h was said thai the Prophet [pbuh) said that he would be given the 
reward of two martyrs Abu Sman ibn Mijj^an ibn Hurt Win died during the 
siege of Band Qurayjah and was buried in the buna! ground of Ban it 
Qurayzah. As I was told, after finishing tlm trench affair, the Prophet fpbuhl 
said, 'Hie Quruysh witltwt imudr vw afar this ytttr, httt mu wilt irivttd? them" 
The Quraysh did not invade them afterward, but he <pbuh> invaded ihcm 
umtl Allah die Almighty permitted that he conquered Makkah. 

The Attack on Banii Liliyan 

After raiding Banil Quray^ih ihe Prophet fpbuhi spent si* months in 
Madmah from Dhjl-Hijjah to Jumida ai-OlA. He went oui against Banu 
Libyan to take re venae tor Kbubayh ibn Adiyy and his companions who 
were killed at Ar-Rajr. He pretended that he was heading for Syria to attack 
the people by surprise, He lefi Madlnah"* and set forth passing by Ghurab. a 
mountain near Madman at the road to Syria, then to Makh& to AJ~Barra\ 
and then he turned leftward to jfcach the valley of Bin. then to 
£ukha.y rilu I - Y ammam \ then straightforward on the highroad to Makkah, He 
listened the pace until he arrived at Ghuran, the location of Banu Libyan. 
Crmran js a valley bciween A maj and Usfan up to a village culled Sayah, 
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Hind, the daughter of (Jtbafo sjekI sonie women wit It her, baited to 
mutilate the Muslim corpses. Aficr they cut off their cans and noses making 
ihcm mio anklets necklaces, and pendants. Hind ptivc them to Wafcshi. ihc 
slave of Jubayr ibn Muffin. She even ripped open Hainzaffs fiver and 
chewed it, but ihc could not stand its lastc and spat it out. 

Ai Mi'lay> itin Ziihb;ifi, uho was the [eader of the black warriors, rn^si'd 
by Ahfl SuTyOn while he was hitting me side of Mamzahs mouth wiih the 
edge of his spear saying, "Taste that, you inwrgeni. 1 Always eKCfaimed, 
"O Band Kininah, is this the leader of the Quraysli doing this to his cousin 
while dead?" He .said, "Confound you, keep ii secret, fori! was just a slip." 

Having decided m depart. AbA Sufyan climbed up the mountain yelling 
at the top of his voice, "Good work' Victory in war goes by a I (create 
sueeess; this day for the day {of Badr>. Be sublime Hubal tan idol)" M Le + 
uphold your religion' 1 . The Prophet (phuht told x If mar to get up and answer 
him saying, "Allah is more Sublime and Exalted We are not equal. Our 
dead are in Paradise, white yours are in the F k\[l-Fire," At this Abu Sufyan 
summoned "Umar to go to him. The Prophet (phtih) told him to go and see 
what he was up to. Wlrcn he came Ahu Sufyan said, "I beseech you by 
Allah. O 'Dinar, have we killed Muhammad? 1 ' "By Allah, you have not. he 
is listening to your talk now," he answered. He said, r know you are more 
truthful and reliable than Jhn Qomi'ah who said that he had killed 
Muhammad." 

Then Ahu Sulyan exclaimed, "Among your dead some are mutilated. By 
Allah* J am neither satisfied, uor angry, and 1 neither forbade nor 
commanded mutilation.' While departing with his companions, Abu Sufyan 
exiled out, "Your meeting-place is Badr next year" "Yes. it is m 
apfKuntmenl for hoch of us " answered one of the Prophci s Companions 
according to t lie command of the Prophet f pbufa

Then he 
commanded that alt the dead be brought beside Humznh, and he offered 
prayer over them, Prayer* which he had performed over them reached 
sevemy-iwo prayers. 

Ibn Ishaq said, '^afiyyoh, line daughter of Abdui-Muitalib canve 10 see 
Ham*ah. who was her full-brother. The Prophei (nhuh) ordered her sun. 
A*-Zurniyi ibnul- Aw warn. "Afcvl hrr and hold her buck .w that she will m see 
what hax happewd w Iter brother." He said to her, *'0 Mother, the Messenger 
of AUah orders you to return." She said. "Why? \ have been informed thai 
they have mutilated him.

Some Muslims carried then dead to Madtnah to hury them there. 
However, the Prophet (phuh) prohibited this act saying that they should be 
buried in ihe place where they had died, According to * Abdullah ihn 
Tha'lnbab. whik mspemng the martyrs of Uhud. the Prophet <pbtih> said.

On his way to Madman, the Prophet (pbuh) met Bamnah. the daughter 
of Jaish. As she met the army, they announced to her the death of hur 
broiher, 'Abdullah ibn Jaftsh. She said. "To Allah wc be I one. and to Him do 
we return. 1 ask Allah's forg.ver.ess for him." Then she was told of ihe death 
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Prophet (pbuh), ofTered prayers wilh htm towards the two qihlahs 
(Jerusalem and then Makkah) and swore the fealty of women to him, asked 
the Prophet la give her Rifa ah ibn Samaw'al al-Qurayzi who was an adult 
and who had resorted to her, as he knew them before lhat. She said thai he 
hud professed thai he would offer prayers and cat camel's meat. The Prophet 
(pbuh) accepted and she saved his life, Afterwards, the Prophet (pbuh) divided 
the property, women, and children of Baofl Qurayxah among the Muslims. 

Then the Prophet (pbuh) sent Sa~d ibn Zayd al-Ansari iJie brother of 
* Abdul -Ashhal to Najd lo sell some of ihe captive women of Band 
Qurayzah for horses and arms. The Prophet (pbub> had selected from their 
women for himself Raybanah the daughter of Amr ibn Khunafah. who 
remained under his power until he died. When the Prophet fpbuh) had 
proposed lo marry her and put the veil on her. she said. "O Messenger of 
Allah, let me in your power, for iha,! will be easier for me and you/' Hence 
he left lier. She had refused to convert to Islam when she was sc^ud and 
adhered to Judaism. Bejng displeased with her affair, the Prophet tpbuhi 
secluded her. One day while he was with his Companions, he heard the 
sound of footsteps behind him. so he said. This k Wlitbah ibn 5a yah 
coming to tell me the good news of R avian ah 's conversion to Islam." He 
proclaimed the fact, which pleased the Prophet (pbuh). 

Allah I he Alt nighty revealed Quranic verses, concerning the Battle of 
the Trench and Banu Qurayjah. These verses are in Sural at*Ah?tfb in which 
He mentions the affliction that the Muslims suffered from. His grace to 
them, and His help when He relieved them after me evil words said by the 
hypocrites, Allah ihe Almighty says,

Tucsdny. and Wednesday there and then returned to 
MadinaJi, Mn" bad ibn Abl Ma bad al-Khuz.n met him. Etith the Muslims 
and polytheism of rise Khuz;V ah were toiifidanis ui the Prophet {pbuhl in 
nriiiiniih. as they agreed among ihnnseJves that they would ™r hide 
anything from him or w\M was happening there. Though a palyttieisi, 
Ma'bad smil, "O Muhajnmad. by Alhih. we strc really sorry for what ftps 
happened to you and wish that Allah would keep you safe among mem." 

The Prophet (pbuh) mcl Abu Sufyin with his army at Ar~RawjuV lh . 
They had rtcternuned to return to the Prophet and his Companions. Thev 
thought i ha while they had killed the best of the Muslims, leaders, and 
noble*, they wanted to attack thefc survivors to exterminate them. When 
Abu Sufyan saw Ma*h;td. he said. "What is up?" He answered, "Muhammad 
lias headed off with his Companions to follow you with an army which I 
have never seen the like. !1 amine with tun against you. Those who 
prevmuviv slaved back are now joining him. ihe> deplore rneir 
non-attendance and are violenily infuriated against you. Never have J seen 
<»mhing like it,' 1 He cried wontferingly, Confound you. what are vou 
sayingT He answered. "By Allah. 1 do mil ihink thai you should depan 
hclore examining the forelocks, of the cavalry." "Bui we have decided to 
attack them and uproot their survivors; 1 Abu Sufyan confirmed. Ma bad 
added, "But J forbid thai you do ll." Eventually. Mifbad could change the 
mmd of Ahti Sulyan and his followers. 

A caravan of Abdul-Qays met him. Know ins that they were heading for 
Madman for provisions, he said. Would you give a message lo Muhammad 
for me and I will load your caravan with rmsins in the next forum of 'Llka^ 
when you arrive there?" They accepted. He said. ' When sec him. lell him 
thai we arc determined lo march our in him and his Companions to 
annihilate them." When the riders conveyed Abu Sufyan's message to the 
Prophei ipbuh) while he was in Hamrik'uJ-Asacl. he exclaimed "Allah (Alone) 
is Sufficient M«*> and He is lite 0fiv Dispmer vj affttin (fur us)".

The Prophet tpbuht had made Sa d ibn MuWdh stay in a tent owned hy a 
woman from the As him called Rufaydah inside his mosmte. She used to 
nurse and Lake care oiihe wounded Muslims. When Sad had been injured 
by an arrow at rile Battle of the Trench. Ihe Prophet (pbuh) ordered that he 
be pin in Rufaydas Lent until he would visit him later. When the Prophet 
L plum i selected him to arbitrate on l he issue of Banu Quruy&ih. his peopie 
wem to him and put hi in on a donkey a leather cushion, a> he was a 
corpulent man. Bringing lum to the Prophet (pbuh) they said, "Be kind to 
your friends, for the Messenger of Allah (pbuh) has appointed you to judge 
for thai very purpose." When (hey kept on saying so, he send, Tl Ls time lor 
Sa d. in ihc cause of Allah, not to fear the blame of any blamer Hearing 
his words, one of those who were in his company went to me household of 
Banu " Ahdul-Ashhal and preannounce to them the deaili of Banu Qurayzah 
before the arrival of Sa'd to them because of the wordy thai Ik had jusi

When Sa'd reached the Prophet (pbuh) and the Muslims, the Prophet 
i p huh 1 said, 'Go 10 yam Chk^ The MuhSjirun of the Quraysh said that the 
Prophet (pbuh I meant the Ans:ir. while the in Her ihoughi that he addressed 
all the Muslims, so they got up and said. "O AbQ Amr (meaning Sad), die 
Prophet tpbtiht has put you in charge of your allies' affair thai you may 
arbitrate concerning ihemJ' Sa d asked.

Islam, so ihcy needed some of is Companions to go wiih them lo ksiruui 
them in religion, teach them how lo recite the Qur'an, and 10 teach ihsm the 
Islamic laws, The Prophet (pbuh) sent six of his Companions: Maithad itm 
AbT Marthad; Khllid ibnul-Bukayr; 'Asjm ibn Thibit: Khubayh ibn 
~ Adiyy: Zayd ibnud-Dathinah ibn Mu^wiyah; and 'Abdullah ibn liriq. He 
made Marthad as the leader. 

When they reached Ar-Raji\ a watering place of the liudhayl towards 
Al-Hijaz sit Ihe upper pun of At-Hadah (between Asian and Makkah). the 
Muslims were betrayed so they called the Hudhayl to help them against 
them. While they were otT guard, they were suddenly attacked by men w.rh 
swords, so they started to fight them: but the men said thai they were not 
intending to kill them as they wanted m profiL from delivering diem to the 
people of Makkah. They pledged that they would not kill them. As for 
Marthad. KMlid. and ^im, they said, "By Allah, we will never accept a 
covenant nor a pact from a poJytheist." 

Thereupon a fight Took place and the three were killed. The Hudhayt 
attempted to take 'Asim's head to sell it to SulAfah, Ihe daughter of Sa v d ibn 
Shuhayd. who. when he killed her two sons at Uljud, vowed that if she 
could get his head, she would drink wine from his skulk When the Flu d hay 1 
approached his body, some hornets came between it and them, so they 
decided Jo leave him until nightfall when the hornets would go away and 
they would be able to lake his Itcad. Yet, Allah sent a flood in the valley to 
carry "Asim 1 * corpse awav ,Wni had ytvus AJhili a pledge nt-ver m imkli 
nor he touched by si polytheist out of fear of jmpuntv. When he heard about 
the hornets that protected Asim, *Umar ibnul^Khuirafr said. "Allah protects 
His believing servant. 'Asjm liad vowed that no poly I heist should touch him 
nor he would ever touch a polythcist in his life span, so Allah protected him 
after his death just as he had protected himself (i.e. from being touched by a 
poly insist) while he was alive," 

Khuhayh ibn *Adiyy> Zayd ibnuLDirthmah, and 'Abdullah ibn lanq 
softened and yielded to their desire to live so they gave up and were fettered 
to Makkah to be sold there. In Az~Zahrdn. Abdullah managed to unbind 
himself from the rope with which he had been fettered and took hold of his 







Approaching their farts, the Prophet (phuh) said. "O you brothers ofmrm- 
kevs. liuiMUih disarm ed you mid sen! His indignation on you 1 " They answered 
"O Abul-Qasun, you were never a harbarous person. ' 1 

When the Prophet fpburi) reached Band Qimiy&jh he slopped by one »f ihcir 
wells, adjacent to (heir possessions, called the Anna Well, His Companions 
followed him. and among them were men whose last prayer was of the 
7f/jsfl\ and they had not offered the "A£r prayer ire accordance to the 
Prophet's command nor to do so except in Banu Qurayzah, They had been 
much preoccupied with war arrangements, unwilling m offer the prayer 
until ihey would be in BanO Qurayjalu complying with his order. Thus they 
offered the As_r prayer there after the 'Mia J prayer. Yet they were not disgraced 
because of this by Allah, in His Book, nor did the Prophet (pbuhl reproach litem. 
Banu Qurayzah were put tinder sicee by ihc Prophet Ipbuh} for twenty -five 
nights until they were fatigued and Allah cast terror into their hearts. 

Huyayv ihti Akhtab had slaved with Banfl Qurayzah in their forts after 
the withdrawal of the Quraysh and the Ghatafan. 10 preserve his word to 
Ka'b ton Asad. It became evident for them thai the Prophet (pbuh) was 
persistent to fight them, so Ka b ibn Asad cried oul, 'O Jews, you can see 
what has befallen you: 1 propose to you three alternatives. Take which you 
tike the best: to follow this man and believe in him. for oy Allah, it has 
txxome apparent lo you dial he is a Prophet with a Message and 3 hat it is he 
who is mentioned in your Book: and then you will secure your lives, wealth, 
women, and children," They answered, "Wc will never violate the rules of 
the Torah and never replace ii with another." He said. "Then M yon do 1101 
lake this proposal , kill your wives and cbililjen and then go out. men only 
with titeir swords to light Muhammad and his Companions leaving no 
burdens behind you. until Allah judges between us and Muhammad. If we 
die, we die, without leaving children behind us to worry about If we win. we 
can mam other wives and have children/ They said, "To kill these poor 
creatures? How can we live after them?" He said, "Then tf you do not take 
this proposal Tonight is the eve of Saturday. Most prohably Muhammad and

"Umar Jbnul-Khatiab appointed Sa Id ibn "Amir ibn Hjdhyam al-JumubT 
over a part of Syria, he suffered fainting fits while lie was among the people, 
and Wm was told of this. During ■ visit 10 Unw. ' Umar asked him about 

Problem, so he said. "1 have nothing to suffer from, but J was among the 
attendees of Khubayb fhn "Adiyy's killing. 1 heard his invocation, and 
whenever I remember it when I am in a meeting I faint/' This augmented 
"Umar's admiration of him.

Unfortunately, they discovered thar [he situation was worse than what had 
reached Lhem. They spoke disparagingly of the Prophci (pbuh), saying, 
'Who is die Messenger of Allah? We do not have any pact or coven ;mt w ith 
Mufiamm;)d 11 -iu'd ibn Mu'urfh revrfed diem and lhcy answered him in the 
same way He was a high-strung man, so Sa'd ihn 'Uhadali said to hint. 
Stop insulting them for the problem is loo serious for recrimination." Back 
to the Prophet (pbuhK the two Sa'ds said, after greeting htm. "{They have 
betrayed us I ike i ' A&il and Al-Qarah". i.e. it is like the treachery of ' AJal 
and Al-Qarah towards the men of Ar-Ruji\ Khnbayb and his friends. The 
Prophci (pbuh) said, "Mlutm Aklnr! Have xlad tiding. O Muxlm*!" 

The situation became grave and a sent* of fear prevailed. The enemy 
came at them from above and he low umil grave fears passed through the 
believers' minds. Hypocrisy was prevalent among the hypocrites, to the 
extent lhal MtTatlib ihn Qushayr said. "Muhammad used to gm us hope 
that we would seize the treasures of the Persians and the Romans, and now 
nous of us feels secure when going to the privy!* Also, Aws ihn Qaytf said 
publicly 10 the Prophet (pbuhj. "O Messenger of Allah, our houses art- 
exposed to the enemy so allow us to go home, for it is outside Madman," The 
Prophet fphtihi and (Ite polytheism spent more than twenty days, almost a month, 
without wur with the exception of some arrow shootings, and the siege. 

When distress became tougher on the Muslims, the Prophet (pbuh) sent 
to the leatkrs of die Ghatafan, TJyaynah ihn Uisn and Al-Uarith ihn l Awf 
ul-Muni. offering them a third of the fruits of Madman on condition that 
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AbdulJSh ibn Abi Bakr reported thai they were driven out accompanied 
by their women, children, and property in u proces^ou of music afuLsingjuj: 
girls. Among them was Unim Ami or Salroa. an ex-slave woman of 
TJnvab ibm^Ward al-'Absi. whom they had bought from him. Ihcir 
banishment was fiilJ of putnfKiusncss and splendor as had never been shown 
by any irihe of tlieir lime. 

Weafrh remained for the Prophet (pbirh'i as booty, which he could a> 
he wished. He divided it among the early Mull 5ji run and gave nothing to the 
AflSfltV with the exception to Sahl ihn Hunayf and AbQ Dujflnah Simmak rbn 
Kharashah for their poverty. 

Sihat At-Ruxhr was revealed entirely about Banu An-Na^fr, It is a 
record of Allah's Wrath on them, and He gave His Prophet {pbutu control 
over them. Allah said,

Allah described the Prophet (phuhl and his Companions being in fear 
and difficulty when they were attacked hy theiF enemy from above and 
below. Nu'aym ibn Mas Od went to the Prophet {pbuh) tetJing him thai he 
had secretly embraced Islam, and his own people did not know it. and asked 
him to command htm to do anything he <pbuh) wan Led. The Prophet tpbiih) 
said, "You are only one man among us. so go ami incite distrust among the enemy 
to ward them otfus if you «m,for Mtar is a stratagem." 

Immediately, Mu aym headed for Band Quray/ah with whom he had 
been a comrade in his pre -Islamic days. After mentioning his good will 
towards them and of their special relationship. J hey acknowledged that they 
did not feel suspicious towards him. He said, "The Quraysh and the 
Ghutafan are not like you: the town ij. yours which encompasses your 
property* wives, and children; you cannot depart and go anywhere else. The 
Quraysh and the Ghajafan are here to fight Muhammad and his 
Companions, as you are supporting them against htm, but I heir land, 
property T and wives are not here, so they are different from you. If they find 
an opportunity they will seize it; but if the situation goes bad, they will 
return to 1 heir own land and let you confront the man whom you will not be

' Any reached AI-Qarqarah ai the opening of a canal when two men of 
Banii "Amir joined him in ihe shade of a tree. "Amr did not know that there 
was a pledge of protection between Ihe Prophet <pbuh) and Banfl 'Amir. 
When he knew thai they belonged to Banu Amir, he killed them while they 
were keeping to avenge the killing of the Prophets Companions. Returning 
to the Prophet (pbuhj. lie mJd him of his deed. "Yon have kilted rw*> inen whmt 
bfooti-montfy 1 should fulfil" said the Prophet, "This is an outcome of Abu B&&\ 
t did not m ^feared this (expedition^ When Abu Bara' hesid the news he 
was extremely annoyed by Amifs viofcmon of his pledge by kdllag the 
Prophet's Companions despite his promise of protection. 

Among those who were skim, was Amir ibn Fu hay rah. According to 
Hisham ihiTUrwah. 'Ampr ibmij-Iufayt asked. Who was the man among 
liu'iii when he was killed, T saw him elevated between Ihe earth and the 
sky?" They answered. 'It was 'Amir ibn Fuhayrah."

So convey our message to the Quraysh and rhc 
Ghaiafan. By Allah, we will not light Muhammad with item unless you 
give us hostages. They refused to do so. Alluh stirred up djsirust among 
tan. He sent a hitter slorm against theni on the extreme J v cold winier 
nights, which overturned their cooking-pots and vessels. Having learned 
about their disagreement and how Allah had dispersed their confederation, 
the Prophet (pbuh) .summoned Hudhayfah ibnul-Yaman to send him to 
them and llnd out what drey had done that night. 

Muhammad ibn Ka'b al-Qura^i reported that a man from Kufah said to 
Hudh.iyt.ih. "Did you really see the Messenger of Allah and accompany 
him?" When he answered yes, he asked what they were doing, "We used to 
live a hard life," Hudhayfah said. He said, "By Allah, if we *ere with him. 
we would not have left him to walk on the ground, nut would have carried 
him on on shoulders. 1 ' Hudhayfah said. "O nephew, t>y Allah, we were wiih 
the Prophet (pbuh) at the trench. After he had offered prayers for a pan of 
the night, he turned io us and asked, WHt> wilt grt up and go topml nut for in 
whtn the ttiF my is duing tuul then return, aft J f wilt invoke Atfali rhe Almighty that 
he he my comrade m Paradise * No one moved betake of the cxlreme fear, 
hunger and cold which prevailed. When no one responded, the Prophet

When the Prophet (pbuh) reached Banil Qurayzah In: stepped by one of their 
wells, iMjutun! lo their possesions, called the Anna Weil. His Companions 
followed trim, nod among them were men whose last prayer was of the 
lshA\ and they hud not offered the *Asr prayer in accordance lo the 
Prophet's command not to do so except in Band Quraysah. They had been 
much preoccupied with war arrangements, unwilling to offer the prayer 
until they would be in Ratio Quray^ah, complying witli Ins order Thus they 
offered the \Asr prayer there after the "Lshu" prayer Yet I hey were noi disgraced 
because of this by Allah, in His Book, nor did the Prophet <pbub) reproach them 
Banu Qurayzah were put under siege by the Prophel (pbuh) Tor twenty-five; 
nights until they were fatigued and Allah cast terror into their hearts. 

Huyayy ibn Akhiab had stayed with Band Quray^ah in their forts after 
the withdrawal of the Quraysh and die GhaiaHtn. to preserve his word to 
Ka'b ibn Asad. It became evident for them that the Propyl (pbuh) was 
persistent to fight them, so Ka'b ibn Asad cried out, rt O Jews, you can see 
what has be fallen you: t propose to you three alternatives. Take which you 
like me best: to follow this man and believe in him. for by Allah, it has 
become apparent to you thai he is a Prophel wiih a Message and that it is he 
who is mentioned in your Book; and then you will secure your lives, wealth, 
women, and children/' They answered, "We will never violate the rules of 
the Torah and never replace it with another," He said. "Then if you do not 
take this proposal, kill your wives ami children and I hen go olit. men only 
with mek swords to fighi Muhammad and his Companions leaving no 
burden it behind you, until Allah judges between us and Muhammad. If we 
die. we die, without leaving children behind us to worry about. If we win, we 
can marry other wives and have children. ' They said, "To kill these poor 
creatures? How can we Ifve after them?" He said. Then if you do not lake 
this proposal "Tonight is the eve of Saturday, Most probably Muhammad and 
his Companions will feel safe, so why do we not come down and seize 
Muhammad and hU Companions by surprise," They said. "Are we to 
corrupt our Saturday and do on it what our predecessors had done as it is 
well-know n to you that they were turned into apes?" He answered, ''None of 
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Islam, so they needed some of his Companions, to go with ihem lo insiruci 
them in religion, teach them how to recite the Quran, and 10 teach thciu the 



Islamic laws. The Prophet (pbuh) sent six of Ills Companions: Adarthad ibn 
Abi Marthad; KMUd ibnul-Bukayn 'Asjm ibn Thabit: Khuboyb ibn 
^Adiyy; Zayd ibmid-Dathinnh ibn MifSwiyah; and "Abdullah ibn Xariq. He 
made Martltad as the leader. 

When they reached Ar-Raji\ a watering place of the HudJiayl towards 
AJ-Uijiz at the upper pari of AM-Jad'ah (between Asfin and Makkai). the 
Muslims were betrayed so they called the Hud hay 1 to help them against 
them. While tliey were eff guard, they were suddenly attacked by men whh 
swords, so they staned to fight them; but the men said that they were not 
intending to kilt them as they wanted to profit from delivering l hem (o the 
people of Makkah, They pledged that they would not kill them- As for 
Marthad. Khalid. and *Asim. tbey said, l| Allah, we will never accept I 
covenant nor u pact from a poly t heist." 

Thereupon a fight took place anil the three were killed. The Hudhuyl 
attempted to lake 'Asim's head to sell it to SulAfah, ihe daughter of Sa'd dm 
Shuhayd, who, when he killed her two sons at U&ud, vowed that if she 
could get hi* head, she would drink wine from his skull. When the lludhayl 
approached !us body, some hornets came between il and them, so they 
decided lo leave him until nightfall when the hornets would go away and 
they would be able to take his head. Yet, Allah sent a flood h the valley to 
cany "Asjm's corpse away. *Afiim had given Allah a pledge never 10 touch 
nor be touched by u poly (heist out of fear of impurity. When he heard about 
the hornets that protected ^im.'Umar ibnul-Khattab said. ' Allah protects 
Hi* believing sonant, "Asim had vowed ihai no polytheist should touch him 
n«r he would ever touch a polvthcist in his life-span, so Allah protected him 
after hfs death just as he had protected himself [U. from being touched by a 
pulytheist) while he was a!iv C / 

Khubayh ibn Adiyy, Zayd ibnul-Dathinah, and 'Abdullah ibn lanq 
softened and yielded to their desire to live so they gave up and were fettered 
to Makkah to be sold there. In Az-£ahrnn, s Abdullah managed to unbind 
himself from the rope with which he had been fettered and took hold of his 



In the morning Band Qurayzah succumbed to the Prophet's judgement 
and Hie Aws were aroused saying, "0 Messenger of Allah, they are our 
allies, not the Klramfs. You know4iow you have recently treated theirs," 
Previously ihe Prophet (pbuhJ had besieged Banu Qaynuqa', the ex-allies of 
the Kb a/raj, As they had submit ted to bis judgement. Abdullah ihn tfbayy 
ibn Sain) asked to have them and the Prophet (pbuhl agfec*i. However, 
when the Awssaid those words to the Prophet tpbuhL he said. 'Would you /><■ 
MitisfitxL O Mi s. ifim* iff ytwr ttwn irit>? gives the jiidgtmcm vottcerrttifa (tumi?* 
They agreed, ni he *u germed Sa d sbn Mit aJh to he that rn;ui 

The Prophet tpbuh) bud made Sad ibn Mu'ddh si ay in a tent owned by a 
woman from the AsJam called Ruiayclah inside his mosque. She used to 
nurse and lake care of the wounded Muslims. When Sa d had been injured 
by an arrow at She Battle of the Trench, the Prophet (pbujn ordered tluit he 
be put in Rufaydas tent tmtfl Ite would visit him later. When the Prophet 
iphum selected hint to arbitrate on the issue of Banfi Qurayzah, his people 
went to him and put him on a donkey a leather cushion, as he was a 
corpulent man. BrmgtnQ him ro the Propher (pbuhi they said, "Be kind to 
your InencU, for the Messenger of Allah I pbuh) has appointed you to judge 
for ttuit very purpose." When they kept on saying so. he said, "II is time for 
Sa d. in the cause of AJIah, noi to fear the blame of any b lamer/ Hearing 
his words, one of those who were in his company went lo Ihe household of 
Ranu Abdul- Asiihsd ami pronounce io ihetn the death of Ban A Quniy/ah 
be (oi l* the arrival of Sa'd eo diem because of the words that he had jusl 
heard from Ihe latter. 

When Sa'd reached the Prophet tpbuhj and the Muslims, the Prophet 
(pbuh} said, "Co fa w«r Ctutf. The Muhajmm of the Quray>h said thai the 
Prophet (pbuh) tneani ihe Ansar, while the Utter thought thai he addressed 
all the Muslims, so they got up and said, "O Abu ' Amr {meaning Sa dl, the 
Prophet tpbuln has put you in charge of your allies' affair thai you may 
arbitrate concerning them " Sa d asked. "Do you make a covenant with 
Allah that you pass the judgement thai I will pronounce on them?" They 
said. "Yes 1 ', He lidded, *And the one who is Ijere?-" {Turning in the 
direction of the PrOpbcl (pbuh) without menuumng his name out of 
veneration. The Prophet (pbuh) replied, "But* Sa*d said, "then my 
judgement iv that iheir men should he killed, wealth divided, and women 
and children taken as prisoners of war."

"Muhammad 
has headed olT with his Companions to follow yon with ;m army which I 
have never seen the like, (lummy with fury again si you. Those who 
previously stayed back are now joining " him: they deplore their 
non-attendance und are violently infuriated against you. Never have I seen 
anything like it. H He cried wonderingly, "Confound vou. what arc you 
s^ing'" He answered. Allah, i do nor think Ihai you should depart 
before examining the forelocks of the cavalry." "Bin we have decided to 
atkick them and uproot Their survivors.' 1 Abu Sufyan confirmed Ma b;td 
added.

A caravan of " Abdul-Qays met him, Knowing that they were heading for 



Mudtnah for provisions, he said, "Would you give a mi; wage to Muhammad 
for me and I will bad your caravan with nusins in ihe nexi (brum of Uka^ 
when yon arrive there?"

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Prophet (pbuh), offered prayers with him towards the two qibiatis 
( Jerusalem and then Mukkah) and swore the fealty of women to him, asked 
the Prophet to give her Rifaah ibn Samawal al-Qurayzt who was an adult 
and who had resorted to her, as he knew them before that. She said that he 
had professed that he would offer prayers and eat camels meat. The ProphcL 
(phuh) accepted and she saved his life, Afterwards,, the Prophet (pbuh? divided 
the property, women, and children of Band Qurayzah among the Muslims. 

Then the Prophet (pbuh) sent Sa*d ibn Zayd al-Ans^rt the brother of 
'Abdul-Ashhal to Najd to sell some of the captive women of Banu 
Qurayzah for horses and arms. The Prophet (pbuh) had selected from their 
women for himself Rayhanah the daughter of k Arar ibn Khunatah, who 
remained under his power until he died. When the Prophet (pbuh) had 
proposed to marry her and pin rhe veil on her, she said. 'O Messenger of 
Allah, let me in your power, for that will be easier for me and you. " Hence 
he left her. She had refused to convert to lidam when she was seized and 
adhered to Judaism. Being displeased with her affair, the Prophet tpbuhi 
secluded her. One day while he was with his Companions, he heard the 
sound of footsteps behind him, so he said, "This is Thaiabah ibn Sa yah 
coming to tell me the good news of Rayhanah's conversion to islam." He 
proclaimed the fact, which pleased the Prophci (pbuh), 

Allah the Almighty revealed Quranic verses, concerning the Battle of 
the Trench and Banfi QurayzarL These verses are in Surat <iI-Afc/th in which 
He mentions the affliction that the Muslims suffered from. His grace to 
lhem t and His help when He relieved l hem after the evil words said by the

By 
Allah, 1 am neither satisfied, nor amjry. and L neither forbade nor 
commanded mutilation." While departing wnh his com nan ions. Abu Sufyan 
called out, "Your meeting-place is Badr next year," "Ye*, ii is "an 
appointment fur both of us," answered one of ihc Prophet's Companions 
according to the com man J of the ProphfT tpbuht.

The Attack on Banfi Lihydn 

After raiding Bano Qurayiah the Prophet (pbuh) spent si* months in 
Madinah Crom DhufHijjah to Jumadfl uMJia. He weni out against Banu 
Unyan 10 lake revenge for Khubayb ibn Adiyv and his companions who 
were killed at Ar^Rajj He pretended that he was heading for Syria to attack 
(he people by surprise. He left Madman' 1 ' and set forth passing by Ghurab. a 
mountain neur Madmau at Uie road to Syria, then to Ma-khiA to Ar-Baira\ 
and then he turned leftward to reach the valley of Bin. ihen to 
Siikhayratul-Yammiim, then straightforward on the highroad to Makkah. He 
hastened the pace unli) he arrived at Ghuran, the location of Banu LiJiyaii. 
Ghuran is a vaHey between Amaj and 'Usfan up to a village called Siyah. 



When lilt Muslims recognized the Prophet (pbuh) ihey look him and 
ascended to a mountain pass, He was in I he company or Abfi Gukr, 'Umar. 
4 AG. TaJbah ibn Ubaydillah. Az-Zubayr ibnuI- v Awwarn, Al-Harilh 
ibnuvSimmuh- mid others. 

Reaching the glen, the Pmpher I pbuh) wa> purged by Ubnyy ibn Khahif 
who said, O Muhammad f Butler you or I be will killed/ The people said.

Coming closer lo him. the Prophet fphuh) took a lance from Al-Hariih 
ibnus-Simmah. As T was told. He shivered violently in such a way thui all of 
them scattered hi aJJ directions at once. Facing him, (he Prophet inbuhi 
stubbed him in the neck so that he swayed and rolled off his mare over and 
over. 

Previously in Makkah. Ubayy ihn Khalaf used to say to the Prophet 
(pbuh), f O Muhammad. I have got a mare called AI-'Awdh which I forage 
every day with many quantities of com, I shall kill you, while riding it." 
"Bui I will kill you if tUlaii Witb, " was the Prophet's answer. When lie returned 
lo the Quraysh, he only had a small scratch on his neck. So when the blood 
became congested he said. "By Allah, Muhammad has killed me." They 
answered. "By Allah, you are afraid of death. By Allah, you arc not hurt/ 
He replied. "He toh! me when wc were in Makkah thai he would kill me. 
and by Allah, had he spat on me. he would have killed me." Eventually, thu

When the Prophet (pbuh) arrived at (be opening of the mountain pass, 
Alt went to fill his leather shictel with water from the watering place of 
AJ-Mihras and brought it to the Prophet (pbuh) lo drink, but he refused 
because of Us repulsive odor.

The Prophet (pbuh) remained in Maumah during ihc later pan of Jornada 
aMk!"rah anJ Rajah. In Sha ban 6 AH, he raided Barm Ai-Mo^ialiq of Jhc

His mends asked hrm why he nut finish him off. He espostd his bndy 
to me las ;i sign of abject surrender* so the feeline of pity for the blood lie 
prevented me and I knew ihal Allah would surely kill him." he said. 

Asun ibn lhabiL ibn Abe I- Aq I ah killed Musufi" ibn TaJhah and his 
brother AWute by piercing both of them with a dart. Each came hi his 
mother, Suiflfiih. laying his head on lief Jap. She asked, "Who has injured 
you, my soar n i heard a man while shooting me spying. Take it, I am Jbn 
Abel Aq J ah." he replied. She vowed to dnnk wine in Ihe skull of'Asim. 

Haniyiiah ipn Ah? 'Amir, who wis eaUcrJ 'the Washed One', and AhO 
Sufyan riiiri in baulc. When HanzaJah had hcuicn AbO Sufyin. Shaddad 
ibnul-A>w;uU who witx Ibn Shu eh. smnie and killed him. The Prophet 
ipbuht said. 'Your vompattitm (it, {ivftythih) It Iwiw wuhni hy the A*&h>; w 
ask his wife if there wHts mmrthm \tht\t Aq^wnmfi to him." When they inquired 
his wife, she said that Ik rushed to the battlefield when he heard ihe call for 
war whtle being in a state of janabdh." Then Allah seni down His help to 
the Muslims and fulfilled His promise. They uprooted their enemy with 
iheir swords until they dragged thent away from their camp. It was an 
obvious defeat . 

A/-Ziihayr said "I saw the anklets of Hind, ihe daughter or U thai, and 
her friends because they were folding up their dresses as ihey rttn away. 
Noihing prevented anyone from eaiehing diem when the arc lie rs turned to 
the camp as the enemy had been thrown out of it. Thus we were attacked 
from behind by the cavalry.

It was a 
day of trial and testing in which Allah honored several with martyrdom, 
until ihe\ leiiL-titd ihe Prophet iphuh'l who was hurt with stones so (hut he 
fell on his side, one of lus teeth was broken, his face was hurt, and his lip 
wa> injured. The man who wounded him was 'Umah ibn Abt Waqqai. The 
blood bc^an (o flow on his faee and he kept on wiping it away, while 
saying. ~f/cnv van a people succeed v/hm they foi* btiitehrtf the jute oj ihnr 
Pmpiwi with hfood while he atih than to their tjonl!"

Then the Prophet (pbuh) haying the men with him kept on walking all 
through Ihe day until the evening, then throughout the night until the 
morning of (he next day, so the sun harassed them. Then he slopped to 
alight. Once ihey were on the ground they fell asleep. He (pbuh) was 
deliberate m doing this, so as to divert their thoughts from Ihe affair or 
' Abdullah ibn Ubayy. 

Then the Prophet (pbuh) proceeded to a watering place known as Baq^a' 
in Al-Iiijuz a little above AI-NaqT. While on their journey during the niaht, 
a very strong wind blew which terrified them. The Prophet tpbuh) soothed 
Them, declaring that this wind designated the death of one of the greatest of 
the disbelievers, Batk in Madinah. they discovered thai the one who had 
died that day was Rifa'ah ibn Zayd ihnut-Tabut of Banu Qaynuqa\ a great 
figure amon£ ihc Jews and a secret haven for the hypocrites. 

Allah the Mom High revealed a Surah about the hypocrites. Ibn Ubayy 
and the like. Thereupon taking hold of Zayd ibn Arqams ear, the Prophet 
(phuh.t said. *77jis « the one who devoted his ear to Allah", 1 Abdullah the son Of 
Abdullah ibn Ubayy heard of that and went to the Prophet (pbuh) saying, "\ 
knew thar you intend to kill "Abdullah ibn Ubayy for what has reached you 
about him.

Abu Sufyan said to the Standard bearers of Banu ' Abdud-Dar, spurring 
them to war, "O Banu Abdud-Dar! You have heea assigned to bear our 
standard on the Day of Badr add you know what ha* happened. The 
standard is the first diing that the enemy assails. Should it fall, we fall down 
too. Thcrefnre. either you guard its safety or leave it for us, and we will 
eenamly save you that task." They got angry and threatened him. saying* 
"Do you want us to deliver you our standard'' Tomorrow when we will be 
engaged in the battle, you wall he wiincs* to ™r deeds." Such a react iofi wa_< 
what Ahu Sufyan had aimed ai. 

When the two parlies drew closer to each other, Hind, the daughter of 
"Utbah leading the Qurashi women tapped on tambourines behind Ihe 
warriors to incite them. 

On the Day of Ulmd. the Prophet's Companions used "Kill, MJH 1 ' as a 
slogan to call one another therewith. The people were engaged in fighting 
unUI (he baUle grew fierce. Abu Dujanah fought until hel44VH moved 
forward through the enemy's rows He killed whoever stood in hts way of 
the enemy, There was a man among the poIytlieisLs was busy with finishing 
off the wounded Muslims. During the fight Abu Dujanah drew closer lo that 
man; so they were engaged in combat, exchanging two sword -strokes. The 
poly t heist struck Ahu Dujanah, who warded off ihe blow with Ins shield. 
Ahft Dujurtah struck him ami Idlled hiiiL His sword hovered over Ehe head of 
Hind. Ihe daughter of 'Ltbah. bui he spared it from her." 1

From Yazid ibn Ruman, the Prophet <pouh> dispmched Ai-WalTd ibn 
lAjbah ibn AbT Mu'ayi 10 them after rhcy had embraced Islam. When they 
heard that lie was coming, they went out to meet him, but when he knew 
mat they were coming, he became frightened so he returned to lhc Prophet

With the persistence of those who were enacr to ftght the Quraysh, ilu.- 
Prophet fpbu\\\ went into his house and wan armored. That was on Friday 
after prayer. On ihai day, Malik ihn Amr or the AnsSr from Bamt 
An -Najjar died. After offering pruyer over the dead Ansari. the Prop her 
tphuh) headed fur war. Meanwhile, the people blamed themselves for 
pressing on the Prophet (pbub) to light against his will, which ihey had no 
rif:ht to do. so when lie came out to them they admitted that if he wished to 
stay in Madinah they would not oppose him. The Prophet <pbuh> remarked. 
h fi ntn ftppwpriau* fot a Pffiphtt nh> Inn pw on hh amttr to take it itffiuirii /ir 
7wi ftwfthi. " He sei forth with a thousand of his Companions, until they 
reached Ash-Shuwj between Madman und I'hud. where Abdullah ihn 
Uimyy seceded with a third of the warriors, saying, 'He fihe Prophet) has 
obeyed them and disnheyed me. We do not know why we should kilf 
ourselves here, O men." 

So he withdrew with his followers who were hypocrites and doubters. 
* Abdullah jbn *Amr ibn Usuiim followed them savins. "O people, 1 beseech 
you by Allah not to forsake your people and your Prophet while the enemy 
is rwarby." They answered. "If there should he a tight we would not 
relinquish but we do nut ihink that there will lie a war." When tfiey persisted 
on withdrawal he ^mJ. "Mav Allah depnri vou, you enemies ui All all , for 
Allah will make His Prophet dispensable of you> On thai day the Ansar 
asked. "O Messenger of Allah, should we not seek the support of our Jewish 
allies 0 ' He saicfUV have no need of them*" 
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On our arrival N Madinah, J fell very ill. so I heard nothmg ahom ii. The 
report had reached (he Prophet tpbuh) and my parents. tHil Ltey UMK'ealed 
the matter from me. Vet I lost the Prophet's usual kindness to me, as when I 
was ill he used to he compassionate to me. but at this time he was not 
attentive to me, When he visited mc. whHe my molher 1 ' 1 was present to take 
care o|"mc ( he said no more than, Hon u she? Thus I felt sad and asked b<m f 
when 1 tumid his heedless attitude, "O Messenger of Allah, would you 
pentiii me to go to my mother so thai she could nurse me?' ok; he said. I 
moved to my mother s unaware of what was taking place untiJ almost 
twenty days had passed when I recovered from my illness. We Arabs did 
not use the water closets used in the house* of the non-Arabs, instead we 
used to go oui into the open yards of Madlnah. For women they used to go 
there at night, so one night I went in the company of L-mm Mistah. the 
daughter of Abu Ruhm jbnui-Mutiahb ibi* Abd tvfanaT. As we were 
strolling, she faltered over her robe and cried out. 'May Misinh flounder!' 1 
said. That ii a bad thing to say about a man or the Muhajirim who 
witnessed Badr/ She wondered, 'Do you not know the news. O daughter of 
Aba Bakr"' 1 said, "What is if kept on relating what the slanderers had 
surd, and when 1 expressed my amazement, she assured me that alt she said 
had really huppencd-

conisiiluted most of their trade. They appointed Furai ihn [lay van Irom B.mii 
Bukr ibn WS"il as a guide to ihai route. Ai once the Prop he i {pbuh) sent 
Zayd, who mteri^plcd them by the watering place of Najd and captured the 
caravan with its goods, but the men fled. He brought the booty to the 
Prophet (pbub).

Knocking on 
hta door, jjuyayy was feared to open the door, so Ahu Sul'yan went to 
Sallam ibn Mishkam. the chief ol Banfi An-Na^r and keeper of their public 
wealth. Sat lam ho* led and aeuuaimcd him with secrets iibom the Muslims 
Back lo his comrades at the end or the night. Ahu Sufyan sent some 
Qurayshis to Madman. In a place called AKUrayjl, they set fire to a bunch 
of palm-trees and killed q man from the Ansar with his ally while working 
in ilic fields. People knew about them, .so ilie Prophet {pbuh) pursued ihcm, 
leaving his place in Madlnah to Bushir ibn 'Abdcl-Mundhir. He reached 
Qarqamtul Kudr hut returned because A hi Sufyan and his group hud 
escaped. They found thai the raiders had discarded some of their items in 
the fields to tighten their loud so they could run swiftly, On their return, the 
Muslim!, asked ihc Prophet <pbuh>, "O Messenger of Allah, do you think 
thul this will be counted Ito Allah) for us as an invasion?"

Putting Ibn limm Maktum in charge of Madrnah, the Prophet (phnM 
went out for the Quraysh reaching Bahran, a mine in Al-I-uru 1 in the Hija/.

Abul- As went to Syria as a merchant with 
his Wealth and that which the Quraysh had entrusted him with, as he was a 
reliable man. On his way hack, be was attacked by a Muslim raid which 
look his merchandise, but he managed to run away.

While the Prophet fpbuh) with the Muslim* was performing the morning 
prayer, Zaynab cried out trqm among the women, "O people, 1 have given 
protection to Abul-As. ibnur-RabiV' After the prayer, the Prophet {phuh) 
made sure that the people had Iveard Zaynabs declaration and added, "By 
Him m Whose hands is Muhammad's wait, I had known nothing {about the matter} 
before hairing what yon Jww heard. The Muslim* can prate ct whoever is lower 
tium thvflt " t ic afterward headed for his daughter and said to her, "Mdfcc hh 
siav comfortable, hat do not let him touch yau, since you are nor lawful for him^ 

According to Abdullah ibn Abi Bukr. the Prophet (phuh) went to those 
who raided Abul-A^ saying, "This man era you know m our relative, and yvu 
ht*vr tstkim ins pmpsrtx. tfw>u At* a churluihh- act and n stare him hi\ ptapem\ we 
like you to; if not, it is a booty which Allah has bestowed on you, and you have the 
better right to it.*' They expressed their will to return it.

while the guards who escorted the Prophet i pbuh J to defend him from the 
enemy, claimed thai they had wanted to collect the spoils hut they feared 
thai the enemy might return. *o thev kepi their position wiih the Prophet 

Then the Prophet (pbuh) dispatched Abdullah ibn Rawahah with the 
news of victory to the people of Upper Madman, and Zavd ibn jJOlilhuh to 
the people of Lower MadinalL Tmm the Prophet pWn his journey 
back to Madinah with the disbelieving captives, among whom were 'Uqbah 
ibn Abi Mu" it and An-Nair ibmd-ijaritb. 

Then the Prophet tphuhl advanced until he reached the pass of A£~£afra 
where he Slopped on the .sand roll between the pass and An-Naztyah where 
he equally divided the spoils which Allah had granted to the Muslims, He 
traveled to Ar-Kawhu' where the Muslims congratulated him and the

Then he told the people to descend. They hesitated at first, for there was 
no water at which they couid stop. Thus, ihe Prophet fpbtihj look an arrow 
from his quiver and gave it to one of his Companions to prod in the middle 
of a water hole. The water thereafter gushed out until the men and their 
camels had drunk to their till. They encamped there. 

While the Prophet (pbuh) was staying there, Budayl ibn Warql' 
al-Khuzin came with some men of ihe Khuza'ah asking him about the 
reason for his coming. He told them that U was not for war but lo visit and 
venerate the Sanctuary. Then he repeated what he had said lo Sishr ibn 
Sufy^n. When they conveyed his words to the Quraysh, they suspected them 
and were rude to them, saying. "Even if he is noi coming for war, fey Allah, 
he shall never enter it against our desire, nor shall the Arab* ever utter that 
we have accepted it." 

The Khuza'ah tribe. Muslims and polytheisms, were confidants of the 
Prophet, always keeping him informed of everything that was taking place 
in Makkah. When the Prophet (pnuh) saw Mikras ibn Balk ibnul-Akhyaf 
who was sen: by the Quraysh. he said This n a treat hemus man* ' When he 
f and spoke to him. he answered him with the same words ;ls he 
said to Budayl and his companions. Mikras returned lo ihe Quraysh 
reporting what the Prophet (pbuh> had said. 



Get up, hence, and call for your pad with them and the killing or your 
brother." \\mir yelled, "Alas for l Amr! Ala* for'Arnrr War was stirred ufj. 
&U weir infuriated, the people held steadfastly to their evil cause, while 
^Uibuh's advice was left unheeded. 

Al-Aswad ibn ^Abdel^Asad ai-Makhz&ni. a fierce bad-tempered man. 
stepped out swearing. "I swear by Allah lhat I will surely drink from their 
cistern or demolish it or die be fere reaching ii." Hamzah ibn 
'Abdei-Muualib engaged with him, and struck him, sending his foot with 
half of his shank flying. He felt on his back and his foot was streaming with 
blood towards his friends. He scrambled to die cistern and Threw himscjf 
aiming m fulfil his oath, but with another blow Jjanwuh killed him trt the eislem. 

v Urbab ibn Ram" ah came out between his sun Al-Watfd and his brother 
Shay bah, from the lines of the Quraysh and called For a duel with the 
Muslims. Three young men of the An$ar Mood againsi liim: 'Awf and 
Muawwtdh the sons of Al-H&ith and 'Abdullah ibn Rawahnh, When the 
Quraysh knew thai they were from the Ati^r, they said ihcy had nothing to 
do with them. Thereafter one of ihem heralded, "Q Muhammad! Lei our 
equals of our people come against us!" The Prophet jpbub) said. Come m 
O -Ulmytlah thnui-Hanth, nam n* t 0 Humzah and caw mi O Mi. 1 

Coming closer 10 them, the Quraysh asked "Who are youT After each 
had introduced hmKelf, they said. "Yes. Our equals and most honorable." 
'tlbaydah, their eldest, dueled with Utbah ibn Rabfah while Ham/jib wcoi 
againM Shaybah ibn Ram" ah and "AH against Ai-Wafid ibn 'Utbah. it was 
not long before Hunziih killed Shay bah and l Ali killed AJ-Waltd. Striking 
each other, * I f bay d ah md Uihah were seriously wounded. Then Hamzah 
and All struck 'Uihah with ilieir swords and slain htm. Thcv carried their 
friend back to his people. 

The two parties moved forward closer to eaeh other. The Prophet (pbuhj 
had commanded his Companions not to attack until he gave the order, and if 
they were encircled by the enemy, they were to resist them with showers of 
arrows. He himself remained in the hui with Abu Bakr. The battle of Badr 
took place on Friday morning on the seventh of Ranuiyan. 

The Prophet (pbuht straightened the lines and then again stayed m the 
hui with Abu Bakr. The Prophet (pbuh) was appealing to Allah for the 



The Propher (pbuhj loid. him the same words LhiH he had said u> I hose 
who had come before him. nameiy, that he had not come to flghl against 
them. He Left l he Prophet tpbiih) after seeing htm the Muslins nested him 
Whenever the Prophet ipbuh) finished his ablution, they ran after him to 
obtain the water he had utilized; if he expectorated they hurried to it: and in 
case a hair fell from his head [hey rushed 10 pick it Up, Hence he relumed to ilic 
Quraysh saying, "I have been lo Chosrocs. Caesar, and Negus in iheir 
kingdoms, hut never have 1 seen a king among his people like Muhammad among 
his Companions.

The Prophet tpbuM sent Khinish ibn Umayyah al-Khuza T to the 
Quraysh in Makfcah, and m>*ic him ride one of hU camels called 
Ath-Tha'lab. to tell their notables the reason for his coming. However, they 
hamstrung the Prophet s eamcl unci were about lo stey ibe man, but the 
blacks prelected him and released him, so thai he returned safefy to [he 
Pmphei ipbuhi. 

Afterwards when the Prophet tpbtih) summoned Umar \a convey the 
same message to Makkah, " LI mar told him he fcJt dial they would kill him. 
especially no one from Banil 'Adiyy ibn Ka'b was in Makkuh to defend 
him, And the Quraysh were aware of his animosity and rudeness toward* 
them. He recommended that he should dispatch a man who was dearer to 
them lhan himself and he named Uthman ibn "Affan. The Prophet (pbuh) 
sent 'Uthman to Abu SufyM and the celebrities of the Quraysh to inform 
them that he had nci come for war but only as a visitor to the JnvmJahlc 
House and to glorify its sanctity. 

A* he was ahoui to enter Makfcah, 'Ulhman met Abiui ibn Sa itf 
ibnul-As who drove mm in from of him. He further provided him with 
protection until he reported the Prophet s message to them. After stating the 
whole message, they said to him. "If you wish to dreumamhulate the 
House, do so/ He answered thar he would not unit I the Messenger of AUah 
(pbuh) could also do so. The Quraysh imprisoned him and [he Prophet 
fpbuh) and the Muslims were told that 'Uthman had been slain. 

The Willing Covenant 

Ibn Ishaq said rhat 1 Abdullah ibn AM Bakr told him thai when it reached

Jandal ihn Suhayl ibn 'Amr suddenly showed up in fetters, having fled to 
the Prophei fpbuh). The Prophet's Companions [eft and they did not doubt 
the conquest of Makkah. for they depended on a vision (dream) which the 
Prophei fpbuhi had seen. When they saw the talks for peace und withdrawal 
taking place and what the Prophet (phuhl had endured, they were extremely 
depressed almost to the point of death. When Suhayl saw Abu Jandal, he 
slapped him on I he face and gripped his collar, saying, "O Muhammad, ihe 
issue be i ween us was resolved before this man arrived to you." He agreed, 
Suhayl pulicd him violently by his collar and drew him away to send him 
back to the Quraysh, while Abu Jandal yelled with all his sirengiru "0 
Muslims! Am 1 to be sent back id ihe polyiheists to seduce me from my 
religion?" This augmented the people's grief, The Prophet (phuh) said. 
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Then the Prophel < pbuh I halted near Badr. Ik rode on with one of his 
Companions until he mel m old Bedouin, He asked him about the Quruysh 
as well as uhuui Muhammad and his Companions, and whether he had any 
information uhoiil them, The old man suited. "1 wiJJ noi tell you until you 
tell me which of the two you are." The Prophet (pbuh.) retorted, 'if x^u f i,j- 
swar as, iit n 1 *// trli wm,~ He said "Tit for tat?" "Yes", he replied. The 
Bedouin said. "1 huvc kard thai Muhammad and his Companions moved on 
such-and-such a day. If that is right, they today should have reached 
such-and-such a ptoee. (referring to where the Prophet (pbuhl actually wasl. 
Also J heard that the Quraysh marched Out on such-and-such a day. so today 
they should have been in such- and such a place." where they actually were. 
When he had finished be said, "Where did you come From?" The Prophet 
ipbuh] said, "We art- from ma* u " Then lie departed, while the ukl man was 
saying, ' What doer, this mean? is he from the Ma' of Iraq?" 

Then the Prophet (pbuh) went back to his Companions. In the evening, 
tie sent AH Urn Abi liilib. Az-Zubayr ibnuI-'Awwam, and Sa d tbn Abt 
Waqqufr with a number of the Companions to the well at Badr in search of 
news, where they seized some of the Quraysh water-men. among whom 
were Aslam of Ban* Al-Hajjuj. and "Arid Abu Yasar of Banu Al-'As ibn 
SsTd. They caught ihem and inquired of them while the Prophei (pbuh) was 
performing prayer. They said, T We arc Ihe water-men of I he Quraysh; Ihey 
sent us to bring them water. 4 * The people did not like their answer, as they 
hoped that they belonged to Abfi Suhan. Thus, they be a I them severely 
until the two claimed thai they belonged to Abu Sufyan. So ihey released 
ihem. When the Prophet (pbuh) finished his prayers, he said, "When theyM

After his return from Al-Hudaybiyah, the Prophet (pbeM spent 
DbuUHijjah and part of AJ-Mutiarram in Madinah, while the nolythei.sts 
were in eh urge of pilgrimage. Then in the remainder of AUMuJiarram lie sci 
forth against Khaybar. Abu Mu atria ibn 'Amr related, "When (he 
Messenger of Allah oversaw Kimybur he said to his Companions, while i 
was arntmj; them, Stop, Then he said, OAtfok Lord of die hmvem end what 
fhrv mvrsJwfaw.

Anas ibn Malik related, The Mu^eug^t of AlLih rprtuhi used m make 
his raids in Ihc morning- If he heard the call lu prayer he would not advance, 
and if be did not hear it he would raid. We reached Khaybar at night, and 
ihe Prophet fphuM spent the night there. In the morning as he did not hear the 
call to prayer, he rodt_- and we rode with him, and I was riding behind Abu 
Ialbah wilh my foot touching the Prophet's. We met the iaborersof Khaybar 
in the morning with their spades and baskets. On seeing the Prophet (phuh) 
and the army they veiled, "Muhammad with his army/' and mrncd tail and 
escaped. The Prophet (pbuh) said. "Alujlm Aktmr? khaybar isdextMyed When 
we alight in a people's yord, ii ti a Iwd morning for those nho are warned. ' " 

Tbn Ish5q said, 'Hie Prophet (pbuh) stepped om from Madinah to 
Khaybar throughoui |pW; where a mosque was constructed for him; then 
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in ihe form of Snraquh ifin Miiik ibn Ju shnm saying, "I pledge Lhal 
KinanaJi will not assai} you in the hack: 1 so (hey dashed iwifik. 

A few nights had passed of ihe month of Ramadan, when the Prophet 
(pbuht wcni to war. He charged ' Aiur ibn Umm MaklQm to lead the people 
in prayers and called Abfc LuMbah from Ar-Rawha" to superintend 
Mjdiiiuti. He gu*e tlie white standard to Mus. an Ibn Umayr. I wo black 
ftiws were tti from of the Prophet (pbuhh one with All ibn AbT Tfiiib caJlcd 
AKlqiib and the other with one of the An&ar. Only seventy camels were 
owned by hts Com pan ions who rtide on each diemalively: the Prophet 
i phLihi with rill and Murthad ibn Abi Murthad al-GhLm;iwi on one camel: 
Ham/iih ibn ' Abdel-.Mutialib, Zavd ibn Hanthah, and AM Kabshaii and 
Anasuh. two ittmvtts of the Prophei on one: and Abu Bakr, ' Umar, and 
Abdiir-Rabman >bn Awf on one camel.

they met a nomad and asked him about the Quraysh. but he knew nothing. 
The people said- "Greet the Messenger of Allah" 11 He said, "Is he among 
your" and when l hey said he w:k. lie greeted him and said. "If you are Ute 
Me veneer nf Allah, then tell rue what ihe n\[ of rnv she-eameJ contains,' 
SolUtnah ibn Salomon said lohim, "Do not ask the Proplicl; eome to me and 
I can tcIJ you about it. You leapt upon her and slic is pregnant of a htlle goat 
from you!" The Prophet I pbuht sard, "Stvp tt! Ym font* spaten ohxe&tcfy to the 
*«i*'Thcn he left Salamah. 

The Pmphe! (pbubl halted at Sajsaj, the well of Ar-Rawhu*; then traveled 
n> Al -Muns_arjf. departing from ihe mad of Makkah leftward, turning to the 
righr to An-Nuztyah heading for Badr. Proceeding in that directum, he 
crossed a vajley called Rubqan between An-Naziyah and the si ran of 
As-£afra: then along the sirait to near A^u'ru He then seni Basbas ibn 
Amr aJ-Jubnm and ' Adiyy ihn A hi ii/Zaghba ul-Juham to Badr to find out 
new* about Abu Suryan and bis caravan* Having sent them on ahead he 
departed. 

Reports came to him that the Quraysh had marched to defend their 
caravan. He consulted his people. Abu ttakr gol up and spoke well. Then 
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to death. On Murk's death, his brother Yiisir arose to duck Hisham ibn 
'Urwah suit! thai when Az-Zubayr ibnut^Awwam emerged to fight YMl 
his mother Safiyyah, the daughter of 'Abdui-Muiialib said, "[Will you let 
hirn) kill my son, O Messenger of AJkih? ,h He answered, "But your son will 
kill him. if Allah wilts." Az-Zubayr went out and killed YasLr. 

Salamah ibn 'Amir tbnul-Akwa* related, "The Prophet Cpbuh) seni Abfi 
Bakr with the standard against some of the K. hay bar strongholds. He fought 
until he became exhausted and returned without a conquest. Afterwards, he 
sent 'Umar but with [he same results. The Proplici fphuhj satd t 'TVwwrow ' 
h ill tfivt? the banner to a man who lave* Alhih and his Messenger. Allah witl OT#r* 
cymw it with his hands, and hi* aever escape,*." Hence the Prophet (pbuhl

SaJamah said^ "Atf harried away wtth it, gasping as. be rushed, while we 
were behind him following his traces until he fixed the standard in a pile of 
slimes under the fortress, From the topmost part of the fortress, a Jew 
looked down ai him and asked.

AhWatih and As~SuJaJim were 
besieged by tlic Prophet (pbuh) until the Jews Ihefc were sure of their death 
so they asked him lo lei them. leave and spare their lives, and he tpbub) 
accepted, He tpbuh) had taken control of all their property, Ash-Shaqq, 
Naiab, and Al-Katfbah and alJ their fortresses except those two strongholds. 
When the people nf Fadak knew that they had done so, they sent to the 
Prophet and asked him to tfcai them in the same way.

Then he departed Al-Khala iij leftward in the direction of a 
glen called Shi' bar Abduliaii; men 10 the lel'i agam unttl he went down to 
Yalyat and slopped at Its crossing with ArJ-£)ahu"ah He drank from the well 
at Ai-Dabu ah traversing the plain of MaJal until he tne( the I rack tn 
Sukhayrat aJ-Yam3m straight to At-' U shay rah in I he valley of Yanbu 
where he stayed throughout the month of JumaJS al~0J3 and some days oF 
the following month. He made a pact of peace there with Banu Mudhj and 
their allies Bami Qamrah, and returned to Mad in ah without a fight.

After the invasion on AU" Ushayrah, the Prophet (pbuJu had stayed less 
than ten nig his in Madinah when Kurz ibn JShir al-Fihrt raided the grazing 
camels nf Madinah The Prophet <phuh) pursued him. until he reached a 
valley called Safawan. in the direction nf Badr. Kurz tied and could not be 
caught. This was Lhe first invasion of Badr Afterwards, the Prophei ^phuh)

ibn Hishjim said, h A scholar whom 1 trust told me that Jafai held [he 
standard first in his right hand, but ii was cut off. so he seized it with his Jen 
hand which wa.s also cut off.

Makkah, and Abu Sufyan did not helieve him as he said to himself. "\n case 
Budayl went to Madman he would have foddered his cameJs dale-seeds to 
eat there " He went to the place where camels had rested, split up their dung. 
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asked whether Muhammad had pcrmiuaj it. He said no. Thus, they 
suspected that AIT might have been fooling him and all what he had done 
was useless.

The Prophet fpbua) gave orders lu the Muslims io prepare for an 
invasion.

I reacted Al-Arak. as f thought 1 might find some woodcutters, 
milkers, or anyone who could go to the people of Makkah to tell them about 
the Prophet (pbuh) so that Lhcy could ask for protection before he entered 
the place by force. While having such an intention. I heard the voice of Abtl 
Sufyan and Budayl speaking to each other. AbO Sufyan was saying, i have 
never seen such fires and camping before/ By Allah, ii must be the 
Khii/^ah coming for war/ answered Budayl.

The Prophet tptmhj directed to Abd Sufyan ibnul-Jddrith ibn 
' Abdcl-Mutiahb. who was among those who stood firm with him (phuh) 
that day. ii nd he had become a good Muslim after embracing if him, Abii 
Sufyan was holding to the posterior of the saddle of the Prophet's mule. He 
asked who it was. He said, "It is me, the son of your mother, O Messenger 
of Allah." 

'Abdullah ibn Abi Bakr related lhai ihe Prophet (pbuh) found Umm 
Sulayru the daughter of Mil ban with her husband Abu Taihah. She was 
banding a girdle as she was pregnant with her son ^Abdullah ibn lulhah. She 
was riding her husband's mmd and in order to control it she brought iti 
head close to her, putting her hand in the nose ring or hair along with the 
nose bridle. After the Prophet (phuh) had recognized her. she said, m O 
Messenger of Allah, kill the** who fled from you as you lull ibxwe who 
combat you, for ihey deserve that!'"

Abfi Qatatlah said, "On the day of Qiinayn I saw a Muslim and a 
poly t he i si fighting. Another polythcisi came to help his companion against 
the Muslim, so I made for him and cm off his hand, but he griped me with 
the other hand; and by Allah if it was not for his bleeding, he would have 
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killed me. bin he fell down and 1 killed to 1 was too indulged m ihe ballk 
tn pay any fflfp heed to him. One of the people of Makknh passed by and 
looted him. When the war was over, the Prophet (pbuh) said, Ui whoever 
kilted a person (fete his booty/ I said, O Messenger of Allah tpbuh) I have 
slain a prison who was worth looting bm I was extremely occupied in the 
battle at the lime no 1 did not see who had spoiled him/ One ol the people of 
Makkah admitted thai I had spoken the truth and satd that the booty was 
With him and asked the Prophet (pbuh) to pay me to my satisfaction on his 
behalf from my spoil. Abu Bakr said, 'No, by Allah, lie shall not give him 
from it to his satisfaction. Do you want to make one of Allah's lions who 
foughl for His religion shore you in his booty ,' Give him hack ^ spoils of 
the one lie had killed!" The Prophet (pbuh) said that Abu I3akr s had said the 
truth, and ordered that man to give me my booty back. 1 took the booty, sold 
il. and purchased with the money a small palm-grove. Jl was the first 
property J ever owned." 

Inn Ishaq said that when the Hawnzin were defeoted, many of the men of 
Thaqif among Banu Malik were killed, and seventy of them were killed 
under their standard, among whom were 'Uihm&t ibn ^Abdillah ibn Rabfali 
ibnel-H&rith ibn Uahib. Their standard was first with a man known as 
DhuI-KhinuV'\ When he was slain, 'UlhmftD ibn "Abdillah took il until he 
was also killed. 

A* the polytheism were beaten they went to Al-Ja'if, accompanied by 
Malik ibn \W; while some encamped in Awt«s. and only BanO Ghiyarah 
from ThiHlfT made tor Nakhlah. The Muslim cavalry pursued those who had 
beaded for Nakhlak but they did not ehaae those who had gone to the hillocks. 

The Prophet (pbuh) dispatched Abu "Amir al-Ash'ari to follow the 
traces of those in Awias and he caught some of them running away. In the 
engagement Abu Amir was speared with an arrow and died so his cousin. 
Abu Musa al-Ash x ari. took the standard, and kept on fighting until Allah 
granted him victory. 

During their flight, Malik ibn 1 Awf with some of his horsemen stopped 
at a hillock on the way to wait for their weak to pass and those in the hack to 
join them. The Prophei ipbuh) was passing by when lie found the men

They took her to the Prophet. 

When she loid the Prophet (pbuh) that she wus bU foster-sister, he asked 
her to prove her claim. She said thai he bit her in tlie back when she was 
carrying Junv on her hip. The Prophet (pbuhj remembered thai, so he 
stretched owi his mantle for her to sit on. He made her choose between 
living with him in endearment and honor or returning to her people with 
presents, and she preferred the latter. Banu Sa'd claimed (hat he also gave 
her a bondman of his called MukfcuJ. and a bondwoman whom she gave to 
the former in marriage and then' progeny continued.

„j pf Th^qTf arrived at At-ia'if, they closed the 
gatel of "the 'mm^^ incmsclvcs for war. 'Urwah ibn Mas'Qd and 
Gaylan ibn Salamah did nt>T witness the Battle of Hunayn nor the siege ot 
Ai-F^if. for they were training in Jtoh on how to use the restudo, the 



After Emishing with Hunayn. the Prophet (phuh) matte for Ai-XaU lie 
marched and passed by Nakhlat ai~Yamaniyyah. Qarn. Al-MuUyh. and by 
Buhmt ar^Rueha' of Liyyah. where he built a mosque offered prayer therein. 
Then he proceeded on the Ad-Uayqah road 10 Nttklih until he stopped under 
« lore tree called SS&6$$ close to the property of a man of Thaqif. The 
Prophet ipbuh) sent turn a message asking him whether to surrender or he 
destroy his garden. He refused to surrender so the Prophet «pbuh> 



The Prophei ipbuh) continued until he slopped near AMa'if when,- lie 
encamped. Yei the Muslims* camps were too close to the uall of AMa'if so 
*ome of the Companions were killed by arrows which reached them from 
the wall, and the Muslims coufd not enter the wall because the enemy had 
fortified themselves behind it. When tho*c Muslims died, the Prophet 
l pbuh) moved the camp to where his Mosque at Ai-B'if b today. He (phuh) 
besieged Ai-Ia if for more than twenty nights. 

Two of the Prophet's wive* accompanied him, one of them was Umm 
Salamah the daughter of Abu Umayyah. He pitched for them two tents 
between which he offered prayers. He remained there until Thaqif 
surrendered, so x Amr ibn Umayyah ibn Wahb consiructed a mosque over 
the site where he fpbuh} used to perform prayer. It was said that there was a 
pillar in the mosque that made a sound every time the sun rose over it. 
During the siege, the fight was bitter and I he two parties exchanged arrows, 
until At-Taif Wall was attacked by a band of the Companions who 
penetrated under a tesiudo encroaching to the wall to hum it, Thaqif threw 
on them molten hoi iron so they stepped out from under it and were shot by 
arrows which killed some of them. The Prophet (phuh) commanded thai the 
vineyards of Thaqif be cut down. 



I was told that the Prophel (pbuh) said to Abu Bakr during the siege of 
Ai-TiTif. thai he hud seen tin a vision) that he was given a bowl of butter 
and a cock pecked at it and split U> contents Abu Bakr conunenicd that lit: 
did not ihmk that the Prophet fpbuh) w^uid achieve what lie desired from 
them that day. He tpbuh] said that he did not think that either. Then 
Km i way I ah the daughter of Hakim of Sutaym and the wife of % Ulhman ihn 
Maz'fin, went to the Prophet fpbuh) and asked him to give her the jewelry 
of Badiyah the daughter of Cihaylan. or to of Al-Fari'ah the daughter of 
Uqay!, in case Allah granted him victory over Ai-Isif. for both were from 
i he most bcjcwclcd women of Thaqif. Some luld me thai the Prophet's 
answer was. *Whui ifThaqlfis not fH'rimutil to me. O Khwmyfah? 1 She went out 
and repealed the llSp^j wonts (o 'Ulnar, who went to ibe PropJtet (pbuh) to 
make sure that he had said so. Knowing that he had, he asked if they should 
depart. The Prophet (pbuh) gave him permission to give orders to break 
camp, ami he did so. 

When the troops moved off Said ibn ^Ubayd cried out, "The ctan is 
staying/ 1 'Uyaynah ibn Htj&n said, "Yes. with glory and honor". One of the 
Muslims suid to Mm, "May Allah's Curse be upon yon. O 'Uyaynali! Do 
you glorify the polytheists for holding out against the Messenger ol Allah 
although you have joined him to fight with him?" "I did not come with you 
to be against Thaqtf. 14 he answered, 'but I wanted Muhammad to control 
AMaif so that I might get a Thaqif girl who might give birth to a sort of 
mine, for the people of Thaqif are intelligent and clever." 

During the Prophet's stay, some slaves who were under siege in Al-X 1 * d 
went to him and embraced Islam md lie emancipated them. When the 
people of AMa if accepted Islam, some of them like Al-Harith ibn Kaladah 
asked for these slaves, but the Prophet (pbuh) said thai they were Allah's 
freed men. Twelve of the Prophet's Companions were killed as martyrs at 
AMaMf: seven from tlie Quraysh, four from the Ans^r, and one from Banu 
Layth, The Prophet f pbuh) departed AuTa'if after the battle and the siege.

They said they were an established clan bui affliUiun had 
bchlten them, as was well known, and implored him to pity tbcm for 
Allah's sake. One of the Hawaziri from the clan or Band Sa d ibn Bakr 
named Zuhayr and dubbed Abu surad said, "O Messenger of Allah, in ihc 
jicns are your paternal and maternal aunt* and your foster mothers.

he ordered thiil his camel .should be prepared for him as well a* bis horse be 
broogh! to him in AMQU At night he departed on his horse, and galloped 
until he readied the location where his camel was tied, and then he rode off 
and joined the Prophet (pbuh) in ANT ran ah or Makkah. The Prophet 
(pbuh) relumed his family and properly to him and provided him with a 
Hundred camels. He embraced Islam and became 3 good Muslim. 

The Prophei {pbuh) appointed him as a commander over ihovc who had 
embraced Islam from his people, namely, the tribes of Thumalah, Sahmiah, 
and Fahm. He kepi on fighting and raiding Thaqif with (hern until ihcy became 
in sore cireumsiance, AbQ Mityan ath-Thaqtfi condemned Malik for this , 

The people followed the Prophei (pbuh) saying, "O Messenger of Allah, 
distribute otir booty of camels and herds among us", uniil they drove him 
back against airee. His mamle was snalched from him. so he said, u O peo- 
ple! Return to mc my mantle, lr\' Allah if war sheep were as many as rite trees of 
Tihumoh I *<mld divide [hem atnrmg you. You h/ive never found me ci miser, cow- 
ard, or a He picked u hajr from hts earned hump and held il high 
between his two fingers, saying, "0 people* f have nothing hut a fifth of your 
spoil* even to this hair, mid the fifth wilt go back to you. So return lwe«\ threads 
and needles, for betrayal regard to spoils} wdt he a shame tmd afire and al- 
ter disgrace to those who praetiee it on the Day of Resurretiion." One of the 
Ans_§r appeared with a ball of camel hair, saying, "O Messenger of Allah, I 
have laken this ball 10 make a cushion for an injured camel or mine.'' He 
replied, "A* for my share fwtn % it is your*!" "If it has come to that, I do nw 
need il," he said and ihrew it away. 

The Prophet (phuh) provided booty to the new converts to Islam, who 
were celebrities ant! chiefs, to win ihcir heans and win their people through 
them. The flowing goi one hundred camels each: AM Sufylin ibn iiarb: 
his Kin Muawiyjih; »kim ibn Htzam; Al-H&rith ibnul-Oarilh ihn Kaladah; 
Suhayl ibn 'Any; tfuwavtib Ibn Abdel-Uzza: AI-" AI9* ibn Jirryah 
auVThaqafl; ^Uyaynah ibn Ban: Al^ra" ibn HSbis ai-Tamimi: Malit ibn 
Awran-Nairi; and£afwan ibn Umnyyah, 
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Each of following men of the Quraysh were given less than one hundred 
camels: Makhiamah ibn NawfaJ az-Zuhrf; ' Umayr ibn Wahh nl Jumatf: and 
Hisham ibn Amr the brother of Bnnu Amir ton Ltfayy. I do not memorize 
what he tpbuM gave them exactly but I knew that he gave them lev. than 
m hundred cornel* The Prophet (pbuh) gave fifty camel* to Sa id ibn 
Yarbu ibn Anfcathah and to As-SahmL I k gave Abbas ibn Minia* few 
camels so he became disappoint and blamed the Prophet tpnuh). 

The Prophel (pbuh) said, 'Take him away from me and cut vfffii* torque. 
so he was given (camels) until he was pleased that was what the Prophet 
(pbuhV meant by cutting his nmguc oft'" 

AbCi Sa id al-Khucri said, "As tlw Prophet (pbuh) divided this booty 
among the Quraysh and (he Arab tribes, and nothing went to the Ansir, so 
tSey took the mailer to heart ami talked badly about it. until one of them 
;iid. By Allan* the Prophet (pbuh) has satisfied his own people'. Sa'd ibn 
? Jbanah went to the Prophet (pbuh) and told him about the feelings of the 
AnsSr. He asked him, 'What is woutsnmre in riW* mutter. O Su d? m He said. 'I 
am one of them 1 . Then ossemide ytkif people in this hutch: he tpbuh) said. 
When Sad did so. he permitted some of the Muhajirun to attend, and 
prevented others, On their gathering, he went and told the Prophet (pbuh), 

The Prophet (phuh) went to them, praised and thanked Allah, and then 
he faced them saying. 'O people <tf the Atttfr. I have, been told bad nords about 
V au and dm you are angry with met Wu not I come to yo* when ynu 
tutd Allah guided you: m want and Allah enriched yuu: enemies and Allah brought 
your hearts toother?' They answered, 'Yes. indeed. Allah and His Messenger 
;sre mosi Gracious and benevolent." 'Wh\ do you ^ then tmmer me, O people 
ofthe An&rT he continued They said, *Whai answer do you want from us, O 
Messenger of Allah? To Allah and His Messenger belong grace and 
benevolence!' Then be said, 'By Allah, if you wished could have spoken 
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truthfully and been believed (saytafsl 'You twne to us belied and we believed you; 
abandoned and we helped wu: a fugitive and we look you in; in want <md we eom<- 
forjed ymi f>w (Me ctf iwA* Are yon upset.

Sunns sent a Idler to his hroiher Kah warning 
him that (he Prophei (pbuhi had killed some men in Makkah who had 
suiirizcd mid insulted Hint, while Lhe Quravshi poets who were still alive like 
Ifamiz- ZuVara ana Hubayrah ibn AbT Wahb had escaped in ail directions. 
"If you are still keen about ynur life, then hurry to the Prophei (pbuh), for he 
does not IcilT those who get to him repentant, [f you will not do lliat. rescue 
yourself to any place on earth $ which you feel sale/' JOi'b had said.

In the morning, he look him to the Prophet ipbuhi at the time of the morning 
prayer and offered prayer wilh him. The man poinied out I lie Prophet tpbtth I 
lo him una* told him to go and ask for safety. He got up, walked lo the 
Prophet fpbuM, sat before him, and put his hand in his, while the Prophet 
(pbuhi did no) know him- Ka"b s«id + B 0 Messenger of Allah, if Kab ibn 
Zuhayr comes lp ask you for safety as a repenting Muslim, will you accepi 
him-*" The Prophet (pbuh) said yes so he declared (hat he was Kan ibn 
Zuhayr. 

Inn Ishinj said that ' Asim ihn ' L'mar ibn Qatadah told him thai one of the 
Ansa* jumped on him asking ihc Pmphci ipbuhi 10 permu him lo cm oif his 
head calling him the enemy of Allah. The Prophet (pbuh) drew him away 
saving thai Ka'b hud come repentant, and detached from his past. Ka'b was 
annoved a I the clan of this Ans.ari for whai the latter had done. As for the 
MuhajirOn. they only spoke well of him. He recited a poem of his siarting 
with ~Su ad i* gone, and today my heart is love-sick", when he came to the 
Prophet (pbuh), in which he praised him (pbnhi as well as the Miihajiriin- 

"Aijim ibn Umar ihn Qatadah said. When Ka b said tin a pan of this 
poem;, 'When the short black men lake to flight: he was denoting us. we the 
Ans/m because of the way that man of us had trealed him. He praised the 
Muhajirun only among Ihe Prophet's Companions, Tins infuriated the Anslk 
againsi ham Later when he had embraced Islam, he praised the Ansar. 
mentioning their trials with the Messenger of Allah (pbuh) and iheii siaius 
among the Yemeni tribes." 

According to Ibn Htsham. it is said that after Ka'b had reeited to htm the 
poem startine wilh "Su'ad is gone, and today my heart is love-siek", the 
Prophet (phuhl said to him. "/ wt.th yon stwkc wetit offhe An&ar, for they dffi&M 
it!" Thus Ka'h said these verses (of the second poem). Ihn Hisham also said 
that "ALi ibn Zayd ibn Judlte said that Kab recited the poem (starling with 
"Su'ad is gone" ) lo the Prophet (pbuh) in the Mosque. 
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The Invasion of Tabuk, 9 AH 



The Prophet (pbuh) spent the months from Dhul tiiitah to Rajah in 
Madinah, and then ordered The people to prepare to invade the Byzantines. 
The events of Tshilk are based on narrations from Az-Zuhri, Yazld ibn 
Ruman, ' Abdullah ibn Abi Bakr, "Asm ibn "Llmar ibn Qatadah, and other 
scholars. Each narrated what he was informed about this invasion, and the 
narrations of some oflhem contained infonnuiion that was not contained by 
I hose of the other*. 

The Prophet (pburr) ordered his Companions to prepare to fight the 
Byzantines at a hine of hardship. The weather was extremely hoi and there 
was a drought. Fruit had ripened and the men wished to sit under I he shade 
of their fruit and hated the (bought of traveling at that time. Almost the 
Prophet (pbuh) referred indirectly to the place of any invasion and declared 
th.il he would head fur a place, whi 0 6 oi:ie: than that which he had 
actually intended. Tabuk was an exception, as he said clearly that he would 
go to the Byzantines, That was because of the long distance. Ihe hut season, 
and the potency of the enemy, and so that the men could prepare themselves 
well; thus he gave orders for preparations. 

One dav while making his arrangements, the Prophet < pbuh J said to 
AWadd ibn Qays of BanO Salamah. O JuM do you ffie tofyhtBanu AUAtfar 
iBvzansincl this ytvr r !k .m^v-^i. O Messenger H Allah, exempt me 
from fighting and do not put me into trial, for everyone knows thai I am 
strongly addicted to women and 1 fear thai I can not control myself if I see 
the women of Band Al-A*far.* The Prophet <phuh> turned away from him 
and gave him permission to stay behind, Regarding AWadd ibn Qays, trie 
following verse was revealed.

"Do not march fori]* in the 
heal." detesting war. doubling the Truth, and spreading rumors about the 
Prophet tpbuh). Allah *cnt down concern rng ihcrn,

fori Khdq smd that ihe Prophei tpbuh) proceeded actively with his 
preparations and commanded the men to hasten while urging Uk rich to help 
in providing expenses and mounts in the way of Allah Tlx' wealthy men 
provided mount* and so stored a reward with AUnh. OthmSn ihn 'Atfun 
spent die largest sum,' 11 

Seven Muslims from the Ausar and Banu Ami ihn Awf. who were 
referred 10 us the Weepers, went to the Prophet tpbubj and a^ked him to 
supply them with mounts for Ihey were impoverished. The Weepers were: 
SMim ihn 'Umayr; Hi hah ihn Zayd, the brother of BanO HSrithuh; Abu 
Lay I a Abdur-Ra&man ibn Ka b, the hrotfier of Band Mazin ihn Art- Najjar; 
Arm ihn Hmnani ifiuhJamuJi, the brother of Banu Sal i ma; 'Abdullah 
ibnol-MughuJTal al-Muzam, and some said he was 'Abdullah ihn ihn Amr 
aMVItutant; Karami ihn * AbdtliBh, She brother of BanO W&qtf: and 'lrhaii ihn 
Sari yah al-Fa/Jri. The Prophei tpbuh) said, "1 do not find whereon to 
transport you/' They turned away, their eyes overflowing with tears, grieved 
that they did not find anything to expend for ?hc expedition. 

Someone told me (the author) that Ihn Yainln ihn * Umayr ihn Ka'b 
an Nasiri saw AbG Layla and ' Abdallah ilmul-Mughuffal while they weir 
weeping. When he asked them for the reason. Lhey [old him that they hud 
gone id the Prophel Sphuh) to obtain a ride, hut he had none to provide them 
wilh and they could afford nothing Ai once he provided them with a 
watering camel which they saddled and he further supplied them with some 
dates >o they were able to leave with the Prophel < P huh).

Some bedouins came with ready excuses thai they su^Ill he peirmitot u> 
sitiiv ai home, bm Allah did nor accept their excuses. 1 heard that they were 
from Barni Uhil'ar. Then Hie Prophet (pbuh) became ready to travel W he 
decided lo march out, 

A bund of Muslims, including Ka b ibn Malik ibn AW b; Mararah 
ibn Ruhr: Hiial ibtt Umuyyulu and Abu Kbaytfiamah, hesitated in making 
up i heir minds until they lagged behind. Nevertheless, they did so without 
any doubt or misgivuigs. and they were irtiiliful and no one accused mem of 
anything concerning their being Muslhm 

Tlie Prophet tpbuh) encamped by Tbaniyyatol-Wada'.' 11 'Abdullah ibn 
Ubayy camped out separately below the Prophet's encampment toward 
DhubfirV-* (l wa* said that it war* run smaller of I he two camps. While 
Lhe Prophet (phulo proceeded. * Abdullah ibn Ubayy withdrew and remained 
behind with the hypocrites and those who doubted. 

Trie Prophet tpbuhl ordered AIT ibn Abi X^iib to stay behind with his 
family to look after ihem. The hypocrites spread out rumors that the Prophet 
Ipbuh) had left hrm behind because of being u burden on the Prophci (pbuht 
who warned to bo rid of him. When he heard these words *Ali seized his 
weapons and overtook the Prophet tpbuh) while topping at AlWurf. 1 *' 
When he repeated to him the hypocrites' sayings, lhe Prophet jphuh) 
answered. "They tie. 1 tei ,v//w my for who! i hud fe/r hclnmt return und repre- 
,<rtit snt in my family wul yuurx. Wttutu* \vu not be pleased, O Aft 10 hold with im 
the position thai H&r&n held with Mftsd, expert that there u no Pmphet ofttr me?* 
Thus. All returned to Madinah and the Prophet tpbuh} continued in his 
J rave I. 

On a hot daw Abo Khayi hamah returned to his famiiy. days aftec the 
Prophet fphuh, hud departed! His two wives were in dieir huts iri his garden 
Irlaeh had made her hui cool by sprinkling water and they had prepared food 
far him. Standing at the Uoor of the hut. he looked at his wives and what 
they had prepared for him, and said. "The Prophet (pbuh) is out in the sun, 
wind, and heat T white Abu Khaythamah is in a cool shade, food had been 
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prepared for him, resting in his propenv with a beautiful woman, This ts nut 
fair. By Allah, I will not emer cither of your huts, but T will join the Prophet 
fpbuh). so prepare some provision for me/ They did so. He went to his 
watering camel, saddled it, and directed to the direction of the Prophet 
(pbuh) until he caught up with him and ihe army in Tabflk. Earlier on bis 
way, Abu Khayihamah met 'Umuyr tbn Wahb al-Jum&hT who was also 
scjrchmg for the Prophet fpbuh), so they accompanied each other until they 
joined the troops. Approaching Tabufc. Abu Khaylhamah s;nd to *Umayr. "I 
have done a sin. so it is better that you si ay behind me until I meet the 
Prophet ipbuhK" and he did so. When he went closer to the Prophet [pbuhi 
as he alighted in TabOk. lite army observed a rider coming towards them. 
The Proplwt (pbuhj said. "Be Ahi't Khaythttnmh" . and the Muslims said that it 
was he. He dismounted and greeted the Prophet (pbuhh who said. "You mm 
dose ttf ii&tmaifM* AbQ Khtythanwhr After celling him what had happened. 

Tito Prophet <pbuh) halted at Al-Hijr 11 ', where his men drew wafer the 
well therein The Prophet tpbuh) said to them, "Do not drink any of its nattr 
nor us? is far ablutions; forage to the towels whatever dough you have used its ha* 
ter formating it, and do not eta any of it; ami hi no one of you go out tomy>ht with- 
out 4t compwtwn* The men obeyed him, but two of Banu Sa idah went out 
alone. One went out to relieve himself and collapsed m his place, while the 
other was searching for his camel and a wind carried him away and cast bun 
on the two mountains of Iayyi\ When the Prophet tpbuh* was told of this, 
he ^ald. Did ! not forbid yim not tir out nUmeT* Then he prayed for the man 
who collapsed and he recovered. As for the other who fell between the two 
mountains of Iayyi\ he was later bruughi back to the Prophet fpbuh) in 
Madman by the people of layyr. 

In the morning when the men complained to the Prophet (pbuh) of 
having no water, he supplicated Allah for help, and He sent a cloud that 
poured ft much rain that they were satisfied and carried the water they 
needed. While traveling on their way. the camel of the Prophet (pbuh) was 
lost and his Companions went out to search for it. The Prophet [pbuh) had 
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with him or* of his Companion 'Umaroh ibn Haftfl. who was present 
during ihe Pkdge of AKAqabah and and Battle of Badr. and he was uUo 
the paiemal uncle of Banu Amr ibn Bazm. He was sharing his ri<ie with 
Zayd ibnul-Lusayt of Barm Qaynuqa" . who was a hypocrue. Being in 
Umarahs camp. Zuyd said, when 'Umaruh was with tite Prophet (pbuM. 
"Docs Muhammad claim thai he is a Prcphei and receives news from 
heaven, when he does noi know where lik camel is?" At that moment & 
Prophet ipl-mh> said when *Umarah was with him, "A man wk Wtdtamnutd 
lettsyfw that he ft; a Praphci ami claims, that he telli you nms /nw ft^nm 
/ier f/i>pjf mot JfciK>»> where /i* ctwnr/ fc5 *y A/fcrtt. / *«ah' *wi/y iv/ntf Allah has made 
me (mow and Atkih has guided me fa its place, It is in this valley in such wd such 
n uwtnmin pass. A free has hold it hack with its bridle: ft &<> and brin& it ta me. " 
They went and brought il. 

When he returned to his camp, 'Umarah said. "By Allah, the Prophet 
(phuh* has just mid us a wonderful thing about what was said by someone 
which Allah had informed him:' Then he repealed the Mury, One of those 
who was in 'Umarahs camp and not with the Prophet (pbuh) exclaimed, 
"By Allah, il is Zayd who had said this before you came in," 'Umarah 
routed to Zayd pricking him in the neck and saying, "Come on, servants of 
Allah 1 I had in my camp J deceiver whom T knew nothing of. Gel out, you 
enemy of Allah, ami do not accompany me." Some people said that Zayd 
later repented, whiie others claimed that he was accused of evil until he 
died. 

Then the Prophet (pbuh) continued on his Uavet. whereas other men 
began to linger behind. When the Prophet (pbuh) was told that so- and so 
had lingered he said. "leave him alone: if there is $aad in him, AIM the Ah 
imnfirv vi k make htm join ymt, and if not, Allah has rehewdyaa aftim." 

Abu Dharr had dropped behind because of his camel, so he 100k the load 
on his back and walked to catch up with the Prophet (pbuh). The Prophet 
I pbuh> alighted al one or the stopping-places when a Muslim drew his 
attention to a man walking on the road alone. The Prophet ( pbuh I said, "He 
Aha Dharrf" Looking carefully, (he people said that it was he. The Prophet 
(pbuh) said, "May Allah Jut* mercy an Abu Dharr, He walks alone, wiff die 
alone, and will be raised attmer 



According to x Abdullah ibo Mas'ud, when lUhmao exiled Abu Dharr 
(when the? former was a Caliph) to Ar-Rabidhah where he died, no one was 
with him but his wife and his slave. He bequeathed them to wash him (after 
death), put him in his shroud, lay him ai ihe middle of the road, and say to 
the fksl caravan, This is Abu Dharr. the Prophet's (phuh) companion, so 
help us bury him". On his death, they did so. ' Abdullah ibn Mas' Od came up 
with a hand or Iraqi men on a 1 UmrufL when they suddenly found the bier in 
'heir way. The camels were about to step on U. The &lavc went to them 
Saying. 'This is Aba Dharr, the Prophet's Companion. Help us bury him" 
* Abdullah ibn Miw fld wept and said. "The Prnphci tpbuh) was right (as he 
*ajd that I you walk alone, die alone, and wiJl be raised alone." Then he and 
those who were with him dismounted and buried Abu Dharr. Afterwards 
^ Abdullah narrated to them his story and what the Prophet <pbuh) said about 
him during the march to Tabuk. 

When the Prophet (pbuM reached TahQk, Yuhonna ibn Runah the head 
of Aylah came to him and a reconciliation was made and he paid him the 
trihuie The people of Jarha and Adhruh also did ihe same. The Pmphei

takes it from people. It is not allowed that they be prevented from a 
teritig place they need norfinm tt road they want fro pass through} by 
laudorxea." 

KMUd ibnul-Walid is Dispatched 

to Ukaydir at Dumah 

The Prophet (pbuh) dispatched KbJtid ibiiUl-Walid 10 Ukaydir at Dumah. 
Ukaydir ibn * Abdel-Mahk or Kindah wa> the king of Oilman and he was a 
Chnvtian, The Prophet (pbuh) told KMlid that he would find him hunting 
cows T hus, Khalid set vui until he was within sight of his fortress It was a 
moonlit summer night when Ukaydir was with his wife on the roof. The 
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cows were rubbing their horns against the castle gate. His wife urged him lo 
go after the cows. He ordered that his horse be saddled then he went off 
with a bond of his familv, among them was his brother Hassan. During their 
ride, the cavalrv of the Prophet (pbuh) attacked them, captured die ting, and 
killed his brother. Ukaydir was dressed in a brocade gown covered with 
gold. KhaJid took the gown away from him and sent it to the Prophet (pbuu> 
before bring log him in person. 

Anas ibn Malik said. "I saw the gown of Ukaydir when it was delivered 
10 the Prophet I pbuh J The Nki>hn^ U r i im Touching ii with (heir hands and 
wondering, but the Prophet <pbuh) said, "Op ,™ «r /to? % Him in 

Whose Hittuii* my wt! the napkintofSadihrt Mu adh in Paradise are better than 
,ius. > [bo Ism said thai Khalid brought Ukaydir to the Prophet (pbuh) who 
spared his life and reconciled him on condition that he pays the tribute. 
Then he set him free and he returned to his town. 

The Prophet (pbuh) spent more than ten nights in TabGk. Then he 
returned to Madman. On the way back, there was water Bowing from a rock 
in the valley of Al-Mushiiqqoq that could be used by only two or three 
riders. The Prophet <pbuM gave orders that whoever preceded there should 
not take water from it until the others arrived A number of hypocrites went 
there first and used the water. When the Prophet {pbuh) arrived there he 
found no water He asked about who had done so and he was told about 
their mimes He said, "Did f not prohibit them from drawinx any t water) j "mm it 
until | mM? He cursed them and invoked Allah against them. Then Ue 
dkrnounted and put his hand under the rock, and water began to How into 
his hand as Allah willed. Then he sprinkled the rock with the water and 
rubbed it with his hand and supplicated Allah with the words He willed. 
Then water was ejected, us those who heard it said, making a sound like 
thunder. The people drank and met their needs with it, and the Prophet 
(pbuh) said. "//vow survive, ftr thane of 'yuu who wilt mnk jM£ 01 hearubnut 
tins valley when it have made the i»htde) area More axiiiam\md it fertile* 

Ibn Jshau, sjiid that Ibn Shihab az-Zuhri reported from Ibn Ukuymah 
al-Layth? from lire nephew of Abu Ruhm al-tJhilarl that he heard Abu 
Ruhm Kulthum ibnul-Husayn. who was one of the Companions who swore 
allegiance to the Prophet ipbuh) under the Tree, say, "On the journey of 
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TabQt with the Prophet fpbuh) F one night while we were m Ai-Afcriffar 1 " 
near the Prophet (pbuh) we fell into deep sleep. I started 10 wake up when 
my camel went closer lo tile Prophet's cameL I feared that if it went too 
dose to liis foot he would be injured in the stimrp. 1 kept on drowimj niv 
eamel away from him until sleep swayed me. Then during the night my 
camel bumped aaainM his until hh foot was in I he stirrup and 1 was roused 
by his voice saying, 7 tun pained'. I asked him to ask A&th to forgive me 
and he ordered me to go on. The Prophet (pbuh) began lo ask me about 
those who had lagged behind from BanO Ghifor and 1 tnld him. lie 
questioned me about the tall men with little hair on their beards and 
eyebrows and 1 toJd him iha( ihcy had lingered. Then he usked mc about the 
short black men whom at first I did not remember until he reminded me that 
they owned camels in Shabakat Shadakh. Thereupon I recalled that they 
were a clan of the Aslam who were our allies. When I told him this he said. 
"Wfw prewmed iany) on* «f these when ht witter™ from prwidm* one of his 
camels as a mow w a zeafous man in the way of Allah ? The most saddening thing 
to me is that the Muhajiriin from the Quravsh. the Ansar, Ghjffir, and Adam ihtx 
behind." 

The Deputation of Thaqlf Embraces Islam 
in Ramadan of the year 9 Aff 

Ibn Isijaq said that il was Rama<jan when the Prophcl (pbuh) returned 
from TabOk. In that month the depmation of Thaqlf came to him, As ihe 
Prophet (pbuh) turned away from them. 'Urwah ibn Mas'Od ath-ThaqafT 
followed him until he overtook Inm before his arrival in Mafilnah. and 
ui.br.ced Islam. He reeled from the Prophet (pbuh) that he might return 
to his people with Islam, but* as his people said, he iphuh) said to him, "They 
*M kitl wir. for the Prophet (pbuh) knew how stubborn they were 
However. 'Unvah said they cherished him more than then- firstborn. Being 
loved and olwycd. he went out and called hi& people to Islam, hoping thai 
they would not oppose him because of his position among them. He 
ascended lo a high room sho wing himself to them after inviting them to 

1 . A mc tjepween TiWJi stnd the Vjllry or Al-QuiiL 
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Islam which he had declared is his religion. Al once, they shot arrows at 



Baiul Mam claimed (hat one of their men killed him. who was known as 
Aw* ibn Awf, the brother of BanQ Salim ibn Malik, while Al-Arjiaf alleged 
that Wahb ibn Jabir of their men from Band Atiab ibn Malik killed him, 
Whi)e breathing his last, 'Urwah was asked, "What do you think of your 
dt'aih'" He said, "h is an honor which Allah has bestowed on me and a 
rnartvrdom which Allah has led mc to. I am like the martyrs who were slain 
with the Proplict (phuh) before he left you. so bury me with them." Thus he 
was buried with ihem. Il was said thai the Prophet (phuh) said that ^Urwah 
was among his people like the man of Y5smV" among his people. 

Some months after the killing of 'Urwaru Thau if made del the rations 
among themselves and concluded thai they could not fight the Arabs all 
around them, who had given fealty to the Muslims and embraced Islam. So 
after consultation they decided to dispatch a man to the Prophet (pbuhj, 
Tliey proposed this idea to \-\bd Yam ibn ' Amr, one of'Urwah's peers, bin 
he refused, fearing thai 'Urwnh's story would be repeated. He made a 
condition Lbai he would not go unless accompanied by some men. Hence, 
they agreed to send two men from Al-Ahlaf and three from Band Mum 
These six were: ^Abd Yam: Al-tlakam ibn 'Amr ibn Wahb ibn Muamb: 
Shurabbil ibn GhaylAn ibn Salamab ibn Mu'atlib: and from Bami Malik. 
Unman ibn Abel- As ibn Bishr ibn *AW Duhman, the bother of BanQ 
Yasasr. and Aws ibn Awl the brother of BanQ Salim, and Numayr ibn 
Kfiarashah ibn Rubfah, the brother of BanQ Al-Hirith. ^Abd Yalll led the 
group as lie accompanied them only to avoid what had been done lo 
Urwah and so that each man on his reium lo At-la'if could secure the 
attention of his clan. 

Approaching Madinafn they stopped at Qanfii where they met 
Al-Mughirah ibn Shu'bah whose turn il was to graze tbe camels of the 
Prophets Companions, for the Companions took this (ask in turns. On 
string them, he left the camels with the Thaqffis, and ran at lull speed to tell 
the Prophet (pbuh) about (heir arrival. Abu Bakr met him before he could 
enter to the Prophet <pbuh). He informed him about the caravan of Tfaaqif

people, land and property. AbQ Bjkr swore that AJ-Mughirah should let 
him tell the Prophet tpbub) the news and he accepted. T him AbQ li akr told 
Ihe Prophet (pbuh) while AKMughirah weni hack Jo the people of Thatpf 
and brought the camels back. Although AI-Mughirah taught l hem how 10 
prci tlit Prophet f pbuh.h they greeted him with (he pn?-lslamic ^ktaiion. It 
w^ said thai when they reached the Prophet (pbuhj. a tent was pitched for 
them near his Mosque, KhiUid ibn SiHd innuKAjj acted as mediator 
between them and the Prophet (pbuh) until they got their letter of guarantee. 
It was actually he who wrote it. They ate no food which was brought to 
them from the Prophet tpbuh) unless KhUid ate ^nie. They remained in 
this condition until ihcy had embraced Islam and received their letter 

Among [he things they asked the Prophet (pbuhi was that Ihey should be 
permitted to keep their idol, Al-Ut, and that it should not be demolished for 
three years. The Prophet tpbuh) refUNcd, and they continued imploring him 
for two or even one year but he still refused. Finally they aiked for a monlh 
after their return: but lie rejected to set any time. They tried to show lhai the 
aim of their request was to be secured from their fanatics, women, and 
children by leaving the ido), so as not to cause fear by demolishing il, until 
they had embraced Nam, The Prophei <pbuh) insisted on his refusal and 
sem Aba Sufyan ibn Uarb and Al-Miighirah ibn Shu bah lo destroy it. They 
further requested the Prophet fpbuhi to exempt them from prayers, and to 
exempt ifiem from hreaking their idols with their own hands. "Hie Prophet 
iphtih) accepted to exempt them tram destroying their idols with their own 
hands, but as for prayers, he said, "T/irnp is no goodness in a rdijfioa tha 
tit* prayers* 

Once they had become Muslims, and had the letter of guarantee, the 
Prophei (pbuh) appointed Uthman ibn Abel - As over them, in spite of his 
young age. This was because Abu Bakr had told the Prophei tpbuhl that 
Uthmtin was the keenest among them to Icam the teachings of Islam and the 
Quran. 

Having accomplished their task, the Thaqtf deputation returned to their 
land in the company of Abu Sulyfm ibn Marb and Al-Miighirah ibn Shu^bah 
whom the Prophet (pbuh) sent with them to destroy the idol When they 



were m W®m Al-MugWrah *m Abu Snfyftn to advance him, but 
Ahii Suryun refund, telling him lo go 10 people while he waned with his 
propcrw'm Dhnl-Hudum.

"Alas for you, ala*r said Abu Sufyan. as Al-Mughireh was destroy mg 
Ihe idol wilh the axe. After Al^MughTrah demolished il. he collected Ihe 
jewelry, gold. bead*;, and things on il. and sent for Abu Sufyan. 

A bQ Malavti ibn 'Urwah and Qarib ibnul-Aswad went to ifte Prophet 
fpbuhi alter the killing oFUrwah and before the Thuipf deputation, aiming 
to withdraw from Tbaqii and lo forsake them completely. As they embraced 
Nun. the Prophet (pbuh! told .hem to lake a* patmns whoever they wished. 
They answered that they chose Allah and His Messenger; The Prophet (pbuh) 
said, . vrw nmtemalw te Aha Svfyun ibn ttprb'F mi they accepted, 

Cnnsequcntly after ihe people of AMa'if had embraced Islam and the 
Prophcupbuhi had sent Abu Sufyan and Al-Mughitah to destroy the idol, 
Alio Mulayh ibrTUrwah asked the Prophet (pbuh.) to fulfil his fui hcr's debt 
from the property of the idol. When (he Prophet (pbuhj agreed. Qanb 
ihnul-Aswad demanded die same thing concerning his father's debl. UJrwan 
and At Aswan* were full brothers. "M-As»<u! died as a pvlytl^r. the Prophet 
(plmh) said Qfmb replied. O Messenger of Aliah, but you will be binding 
to a Must im of a near kin - meaning himself - and the debt is only obligatory 
on me and it is required of me," The Prophet I pbuh t ordered AbO Sufyan to 
fulfil the debts of ■ Urwah and AJ-Aswad from toe possessions ot the tdol.

While he was covered with garments, he spoke to the Prophet (pbuh) 
and *isked him (for a gift ). The Prophet (pbuh) answered, "If you were to ask 
me for this pttim brunch, t would not givt it fa ynu" 

Ibn iaMq said thai an old man from Barn) Hamfah from the people of 
AJ-Yamilm&h told him thai things wen) differently. He claimed lhai ihe 
deputation weni lo ihe Prophet (pbum while Musayiirnah was left behind 
with the camels and the luggage. When they embraced Islam they 
mentioned his place to the Prophet (pbuh) saying that he was left behind to 
guard their possessions. The Prophet (pbuh) ordered that he should be 
provided with the sattie as the others, saying, "Wit standing is not worst than 
youmr i.e. in guarding the belongings of his companions. That is what the 
PropheuphuM meant. He said that they left ihe Prophet (pbuh) and gave 
him what he had sent for him, Once they arrived ai AKYamamab, 
Musayhmah apostatized, alleged that he was a prophet and acted as a liar. 
He said, "T am his partner in the matter (i.e. prophet hood and Ihe Mission)," 
and r Liming to ihe deputation who were with him, he said. "Did be not say to 
you when you mentioned me to him n-lis standing is not worse than yours'"? 
What can that mean but that he knows thai I share wim him in the matter?" 
Then he began to mier rhymed prose trying 16 imitate the style of the 
Q^ar,. (Here is the meaning of what he said.) "Allah has been bountiful to 
the pregnant woman: He has produced from her a Jiving being that can 
move; from her very midst. He made lawful for ihem khwnr (any 
intoxicant) and zin& (adultery and fornication), and exempted them from 
praversJ" Nevertheless, he testified that the Messenger of Allah tpbuh) was 
a Prophet. Baiiu Hanifah agreed with him on that. But Allah knows what the 
truth was. 

The Affair of 'Adiyy Ibn Hatim 

1 was told that Adiyy ibn UlUim said, "No Arab detested the Prophet 
(pbuh) when he first knew about him more than me. 1 was a Christian leader 
of noble birth, and I used to take □ quarter of my people's spoils. I was 
religious and my people treated me as a king. On hearing of the Prophet 
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I I haled him and said to an Arab servant of mine who was taking care 
of my camels. "Choose some of my well-trained, wel^fed cameis, to he near 
10 me T and once you hear of Muhammad's army conquering this land jusi 
£\\fc me a note." One morning he came ro me and said, "Whatever yon 
intended to do when KhaUd's cavalry approach you. do it now. for I have 
seen flags and [ asked aboui them and I was told that it was Muhammad's 
army." 1 ordea-d him to get me my camels and I made my family ride ihem 
and set forth to join the Christians in Syria. I went as far as AUawshiyyatf" 
- or Al-iiiwiuyyah, ^ Ihn Hrsbam said - where I left one of Ltatitn's 
daughters/-' When J arrived m Syria I settled there. 

Some of the cavalry of ihe Prophet tpbuh) followed me and took 
captive* from layyi" among whom was Hntim's daughter, who was brought 
to ihe Prophet (phuh). The Propliel (phih) knew about my fleeing to SyritL 
When he passed by jj£tini~j> daughter, who was imprisoned with the cupim-s 
in an enclosure hy the gate of the Mosque, she went to him. for she was a 
courteous woman. She said, "O Messenger of Allah, iny father is dead and 
Ihe one who should replace him has fled, so be bountiful to rac, may Allah 
be bountiful to you." lie asked her about the man who should look after her 
and when she told hmi that it was ' Adiyy ibn Eattm he saiit "77ir tme whtt 
has esrap^fntm Allah mid His Mefsmf&r" Tiffin he went our The next day 
they exchanged the same words but on the day (hat followed, she lost hope. 
A man behind him waved to her to talk to him. She repeated Ihe same 
words, asking him to be bountiful to her and he answered. "1 have done so. 
so do not be hasty in leaving until you find a person of your people whom 
yt.m (rust to take yuu home, and let me know/ She asked about the name of 
the man wImj hud motioned to her to Talk and was told lhat it was "AIT ibn 
Ah! Tahb- She remained there until a caravan arrived from Baiyy or 
QiiiJa'ah. All that she wished for was to join her brother in Svria, She weni 
to the Prophet (pbuh) to inform him (hat she had found a reliable man of 
reputation among her people. The Prophet (pbuh) provided her with 
clothing and a mount and gave her expenses. Then she left with them until 
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'Adiyy further nutated, "Silting among my people t saw a howdah 
coming towards us so [ exclaimed, g&n* daughter?' and so ii was. She 
came to me and started to blame me saying 'You are undutifuf unjust; you 
took away your family and children and forsook your father s daughter.' I 
said. 'Do not say but good. O little sister, for by Allah t have no excu.se. I 
did do what you say/ Then she dismounted and resided with me, She was a 
discerning woman so I asked about her opinion of Ibis mun. She said. L 
think that you should join him immediately, for if the man is a Prophet then 
he will be bountiful to those who will come to him first, and if he is a king 
vou wilt not be humiliated in the glory of Yemen, especially with your high 
Virion. 1 1 was convinced by her view. Hence 1 set out to ihc Prophet 
fpbuhi and I found him in his mosque in Madinah. After 1 had greeted him 
and introduced myself, he gut up to lake me to his house. On our way, ju 
old feeble woman stopped him and they had a long talk about her needs. I 
said to mvsclf. B> AJhth. thi» is n«i a king.' Reaching his bouse, he toot a 
leather cushion stuffed with palm leaves and threw it to me saying, 'Si\ on 
i ms i said, 'No but you sit on uV 'No, you dot' he insisted, So 1 sat on it. 
while he sat on the ground. 1 said to myself By Allah this can never be the 
behavior of a king.' Then lie said, 'Well "Adiyy tbn tifrtm. are you not a 
RakOsT''?" When 1 said yes. he said, Is it nol that you take a quarter of 
your people's spoils:'" I acknowledged that, so he said. "Yet n is not allowed 
to you in your religion/ "Sure by Allah." f said. I recognized thai he wns a 
Prophet sent by Allah with a Message knowing what is not generally 
known, Then tie said. Perhaps what restrains you from embracing this 
religion is the indigence m which they are. but. by AJtah, money will soon 
now so lavishly among them thai ihcre will not be < enough) people to take 
it, Perhaps what restrains you from embracing it is that you see their enemy 
jg great in number while they are few! However, by Allah, you will soon 
bear that a woman will have traveled on her camel from AJ-Q3disiyah to 
visit this House without fear. Perhaps what restrains you from embracing it 
is that you see that the others have the dominion and power, Mt by Allah 

u> them.' Then I accepted Islam." 

k Adiyy said, 'Two of the Prophet's three prophecies have taken place 
and the third will surely happen. 1 saw the white palaces of Babylon laid 
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open ami I saw women unafraid to come along from Aj-Qudisiyvah on 
camels m make the pilgrimage to thus House. And by Allah, the third will 
happen when the money will flow until there will not be enough people lo 
take ti." 

The Arrival of Farwah ibn Musayfc al-MurSdi 

Ibn UhZq said that Farwah ibn Musayk al-Murudi went to the Prophet 
CpbuhK leaving the kings of Kindah. Just before the advent of Warn, a battle 
eaJkd Ar-Radm had taken place between Mur&d and Hamdan in which 
Murnd tost many of its men. The leader of Hamdan in the battle was 
Al-Ajda* ibn Malik.'" When Farwah came to the Prophet (pbuh), he n*ked 
turn, 'O Famvk. art you dhtrrssed at what had happen* to the pmptt of Ar- 
Rmimr l it replied that such a defeat would upset any man. The Prophet 
(pbuh) said thai (his, in Mam. would bring his people good. Then the 
Prophet (pbuh) appointed hitn over MuradL Zubayd. and Madhhij and sent 
with him Khalid ibn Sa'd ibn aKA^ to collect alms Khalid remiiiiiL-d with 
him until the death of the Prophet (pbuh}. 

The Arrival of Amr Ibn Ma d Yakrib 
with a Group of BanQ Zubayd 

With some men of Band Zubayd, s Amr ibn Ma d Yakxtb went to the 
Ptophei (pbuh) and embraced Islam. Previously, he had said to Qays ibn 
MakiliGh, al-Muradi when they heard uf the Prophet (pbuh), "O Qays, you 
are the head of your people. It has reached us thai a man of ihe Quraysh 
called Muhammad from (he Hijaz claims 10 be a prophet, so take us lo him 
in order !o find out the truth. If be is a prophet as he claims, you can know 
and then we will follow him. In case he is not, then we will know/" Qays 
declined his proposal and vilified his advice. Thereupon "Amr headed for 
the Prophet (pbuh) and embraced ft I am. When Qays heard this, he got angry 
and menaced Amr for going again m him, rejecting his opinion Ami 
answered that he first called him to a matter that is plainly right, j.e Islam.

m Ishftq said Lhai according 10 A*Zuhrt ibn Shihfib, AI- Ash' a Lb ibn 
Qavs mm to the Prophet with eighty people from Kinduh. He entered lo 
him (pbuh) in the mosque. They bad combed their hair, blackened their eye* 
with kohl, and were dressed tn Striped Yemeni garments edged with bilk. 
The Prophet (pbuh) asked them whether Lhey had embraced Islam and when 
ihcy said that drey had be asked. n S* why is the* silk about your ntcks? They 
lore it off and hurled it away. 

Then Al-Aslf«h ibn Qasys said, rt O Messenger of Allah, wc are die 
children of (he eater of hitter herbs and so are you,' The Prophet Iphuh) 
smiled and said that this related to AP Abbas ibn 'AbdeUMulialib and 
Rabfah ibnul-llarith. Thev were merchants and whenever they moved 
around among the Arabs and people asked item about ihcir identity. -they 
used to say thai ihcy were children of the eater of bitter herbs, being proud 
of Lhat since Kmdah were kings. Then he said to them. "Nay, we are the 
children of An^Nadr ibn Kinanah: we do not follow our maternal lineage 
denying our fathers.- AUAsh/aih ibn Qays said, "Have you finished, O 
people of Kindah? By Allah, if I hear a man say it again, I will give him 
eighty strokes."

\o ihcy went gut in pursuit When they caught up iviih him, he kept on 
killing them in large nunibcrs. 

!n another development, the people of Jurusn had di^Mtdtcd two ol their 
men to the Prophet (pbuhj in Madman 10 (nut out what was taking place. 
Being with the Prophet (pbuh) after the Zuhr prayer, he asked them about 
the location ofShakr.

The Messenger of Allah (phuh> sent Khalid ibnul-Walid in the month of 
Rahl ul-Akhir or JumadH al-Dla, 10 AH to BanG AJ-Manth ibn Ku h in 



Najran. Tic ordered him to call them to Mam three days prior lo any 
fighting. In the case thai they became MusUms. be should accept it from 
them, while if ihey refused, he should fight them, 

KMlid marched out 10 them, diffusing convoys in every direction to call 
the people to Islam, saying, O people, embrace Islam and you will be safe." 
So people accepted Islam, According to the orders of the Prophet tpbuh) in 
case they embraced Islam and did not fight* Khalid stayed with ihcm to 
teach them Islamic teachings, the Book of Allah, and tie Sunnah of His 
Prophei ipbuh).

AJ-Jiarith. embrace Islam and you will be safe'. They accepted it without 
fighting and 1 remained among them commanding and forbidding them 
according lo Allah's Commandments and Prohibitions, Mid educating them 
the Islamic (cachings and Ihe Sunnah of i he Prophet tpbuh j. And, peace be 
upon you, O Messenger of Allah, and Allah's mercy and blessing,"

The Prophet's Burial 

Ibn Ishaq suid thai after allegiance had been sworn to Abii Bakr. on 
Tuesday, people started preparing the Prophet (pbtih) for boriiil. Abdullah 
ihn Abi* Bakr, Husayn inn AbdiUak and others told Ibn Ishaq that ^Ali ibn 
Abi Tilib. AK Abbas ibn ^Abdel-Muiudtb, Al-Fadl ibmil-'Abhfe. Quiham 
ibnul-'AbbAs. Usarmih ibn Zayd. and Shuqtfm. the of the Messenger 

of Allah I poult), were those who washed htm <pbuh>. They also told ruin 
thai Aw* ibn KhawlT. one of Ranii Awf ibmu-Khazraj, said to AH ibn AM 
Talib, ! implore you by Allah, O * All, and by our portion in Die Messenger 
of Allah (pbuh > (to lot me enter and see him)." Aws was one of the Prophet's 
Companions who wrtnessed the day of Badr At! permitted him lo enter, 
and he attended the washing of the Prophet <pbuh). All rested him on Ins 
chest, while Al- Abbas. Al-Fadl. and Qutham turned him over along with 
him. Usamah ihn Zayd and Shuqfin poured water over him, as "All washed 
him. having his shin on him likewise nol touching the Prophets body with 
his hand. Meanwhile *A1T said, I ransom you Willi my father and my 
mother, how good you are alive and dead! 41 

Nothing was ?ieen of the Propter from that which is usually seen of 
ordinary corpses. *Aishah (may Allah be pleased with her} said "When 
they intended lo wash the Prophet (pbuh). they differed. They did not know 
whether to strip him of his clothes as they usually did with their dead Of to 
wash him with his clothes on. As Ihey dispuled, Allah east a deep sleep 
upon them ail so (hat every mans chin was sunk on his chest. Then an 
unknown voice was heard from the direction of the Ka'bah, saying, "Wash 
the Prophet ipbuh) with his clothes on." So Ihey woke up and went to the 
Prophet t pbuh J arid washed him with his shin on, pou ring water on the shirt 
and rubbing him with the shirt between him and ihem," 



Ibn JsM*i Siiid ibai when the Prophet ipbuhj hud been washed he was 
shrouded in three cloths, two of Sujjar" 11 production and a striped shciiLh 
wrapped the one over the other. 

Ibn Abbas said. "Abu T 1 bay dan ibnal-JairyJj used to dig (ombs for the 
people of Makkah. while AhO lalsah Zayd ibn Sahl used to make graves for 
the people of Madfoah whfi a niche in (he side of lite grerve. When they 
wfijW lo bury (he Prophet (phuh). AK Abbas dispatched iwo men. one lo 
Abu tJbaydah and the other to Abu Talhuh. Al-Abbis supplicated. "O 
Allah, choose for the Messenger of Allah." The one who was sent to Ahu 
Talhah found him. so he dug u grave with a niche for the Prophet (phuhi. 
When all arrangements for burial had been finished on Tuesday, he (,pbuh) 
was laid upon his bed in his house. The Muslims had disagreed over ihe 
place of burial. Some favored burying him in his mosque, while others 
though! to bury him with his Companions. Abu Bakr said, 'l heard the 
Messenger of Allah (phuh) saymg. W„ fi$M Jkt M. ft buried i» tt* f ,f< HT 
whtne hr has di&f. So the bed on which he died was drawn away and thev 
made a grave under it. Then the people entered 10 the Prophet ipbuhi 10 
offer (the luner;il) prayer over him in grinds, ihc men were ihc first 
followed by the women, and then the youngsters. No one led the prayers 
over the Prophei (phuh). He was buried in the middle of Wednesday night ' 
" A'tshah (may Allah he pleased with her) said that thev knew nothing 
about the burial of ihc Messenger of Allah (pbuh) unlit they had heard the 
sound of pjckaxes in the middle of Wednesday night, Those who went down 
into the grave were 'All ibn Abi Iilib, AM=arj| ibn Ahbas, Quiham ibn 
* Abbas, and Shuqran, the Prophets rtutwUi. Aw* ibn Khawli implored All 
by Allah and his portion in the Prophet (pbuh) to allow him descend. 'AJi 
allowed him t so he descended with the others. When ihe Prophet (pbuh) was 
placed in his grave covered with earth, his mmta. Shuqran. took a piece of 
velvet, which ihe Prophei (pbufej used to take as a garment and something to 
sil or steep on. and buried il in the grave saying, "By Allah, none will ever 
wear it after yoa n . Thus it was ha r ted wifh the Prophet (pbuh). 

Ai-Mughinih ibn Shu* hah used to say that he was the last one to with 
the Prophet (pbuh). He said, I deliberately threw my ring into the grave and 
sokl thai my ring has diopp ed. I did so in order that 1 might touch the

Aimhu Akbar: "Allah is Greater" is a liieral translation of the Arabic 
sentence 'Wiittiut Akbar". We use Ihc word, "Greater" instead of. "the 
Greatest, as ii is commonly used, because "Allahu Akbar' LITERALLY 
mean*. "Allah is Greater- in the comparative mode. Yet, this does not 
mean that He (Glory be lo Him) is not the Greatest, nor does it ntean that 
there is anything thai can be compared 10 Him. This is because when the 
Muslim says it, he means He is "gnatER" THAN anyihimj else, which, 
consequently, means He is the Greatest, This use gives more influence, 
as it directly reminds the Muslim that Allah is "Greater 1 than anything 
he may be doing, hearing, or seeing, etc.. at the lime when it is being 
pronounced. This may be why it is used in Arabic in the comparauve 
mode, otherwise it should have been used as "Allah at Akbar", in the 
superlative mode, the translation of which would be "Allah is the 
Greater. Surely, Allah knows best,
